ost editorial meetings at House 
Beautiful begin or end with a 
discussion of what we’ve come 
to call “personal style.” Putting 
your finger on a definition of personal style 
can be as difficult as trying to explain your 
philosophy of life. However, it’s my feeling 
that personal style begins with a passionate 
interest in your subject—in this case, the 
home. It grows and matures through trial 
and error until at last it emerges as a vital 
self-expression that has nothing to do with 
what’s in or what’s out. As a matter of fact, 
personal style carries none of the preten- 
sions of high-style “status” decorating—the 
flaunting of wealth so well described in 
Tom Wolfe’s The Bonfire of the Vanities. 
Personal style can’t be taught—but it 
can be learned. And if that’s sounds less 
than logical, let me explain. No one can 
tell you how to create an expressive, imagi- 
native house; that has to come from you 
and you alone. The most important lesson 
é to be learned on the road to personal style is 
= that you can’t follow in anyone else’s foot- 
6 steps. You have to trust your instincts, pur- 
=sue your passions and devote time to dis- 


covering what objects give you a special joy. 

't’s important to educate yourself—not 
in a classroom but by living, pursuing, 
treasure hunting, shopping, trying on ideas 
for size, discarding what’s not relevant. 
Unlocking your personal style takes perse- 
verance more than expertise, confidence in 
your own taste rather than the adoption of 
clichés. Personal style is the ingredient that 
attracts us to every home we publish. It’s 
become such an important part of our phi- 
losophy that every so often we devote a 
major portion of an issue to this subject. 

One of the inspiring examples of person- 
al style is that of decorator Isabel Fowlkes. 
She has a number of very fine collections 
for which the genesis is always deep-rooted 
and personal. She bought the first of many 
plates with grape motifs (see page 59) as a 
surprise for her husband, an ardent wine 
lover, and then set out to learn everything 
about ceramics with grape designs. “I bad- 
gered dealers for information,” she says. “I 
read books in the library. I wanted to know 
what made one plate better than the next, 
not just fill up my cupboard with pretty 
things.’’ That same passion for the person- 
al governs the choice of objects everywhere 
in her house. For her bedroom, she gath- 
ered botanical prints of the flowers she 
loves to grow in her garden. For her living 
room, she chose a pair of wonderful old 
pheasant prints, a reminder of two pheas- 
ants that became family pets. 

One of the greatest myths about person- 
al style is that it involves going it alone— 
wading through wallpaper and fabric 
swatches without the aid of a decorator. 
But the truth is that sometimes we need 
the support and vision of another person, 
as Agneta Gruss can attest. The owner of 
New York City’s Swedish Cottage Coun- 
try Antiques, she says that “being Swedish 
I felt that I had to do my house myself, 
because Scandinavians think decorators 
are superfluous.” It would have been easy 
for her to decorate a house that was simply 
a reflection of her heritage, but 20 years of 
living in America had left her changed. 
She wanted to expand her personal style, 


so she turned to designer Dennis Rolland. 
“He opened my eyes to Victorian antiques 
and taught me a great deal about scale and 
color,”’ she says. And Mr. Rolland, in turn, 
learned from the experience. Agneta intro- 
duced him to Swedish country style and 
even convinced him to visit some of Swe- 
den’s beautiful old villas and country 
houses. ‘Scandinavian decorating has had 
a lasting influence on my work,” says Mr. 
Rolland. 

Sometimes working in a foreign idiom is 
the fastest way to tap into your own per- 
sonal style. “It’s liberating,” says Howard 
Kaplan, whose talent for improvisation de- 
veloped when he began importing French 
country furniture—baker’s racks to use as 
bookcases, old copper wash basins to turn 
upside down as range hoods. “I don’t get 
caught up in worrying about how the 
French have used something since I don’t 
have the same cultural history,”’ he says. 
“If an iron gate has a wonderful shape, I'll 
use it as a headboard. Or, I’ll bring a street 
lamp inside for a column in my kitchen.” 

Even the impeccable Hubert de Given- 
chy has expanded his personal style by 
borrowing from other cultures. The sur- 
prise at his stately mansion is a small gar- 
den with a white fence—an adaptation of 
George Washington’s garden at Mount 
Vernon and a nostalgic reminder of his 
friends in the States. 

As you'll see from the pages that follow, 
developing a personal style involves 
searching, experimenting and continually 
expanding the horizons. Other people’s 
houses—like the ones pictured in this is- 
sue—can be a starting point for your quest. 
I always find that people with great style 
leave me wonderfully inspired. I come away 
eager not to copy their look but to make my 
house an uncompromising reflection of my 
dreams. I hope the features in this issue 
inspire you in the same way. @

PASSIONATE PURSUITS 


nen YOURE COLLECTING, YOU SHOULD NEVER TALK YOURSELF OUT OF 
BUYING SOMETHING YOU RESPOND TO IMMEDIATELY AND PASSIONATELY”’ 


Even if you just dabble in 
collecting, you probably 
have a distinctive collecting 
style, an approach to buy- 
ing antiques that’s as per- 
sonal as a fingerprint. Just 
what is it, and how can you 
make the most of it? Here 
Howard Kaplan, an an- 
tiques dealer, product de- 
signer and the owner of 
Howard Kaplan’s French 
Country Store (see his 
house on page 62), explains 
the mysteries of collecting 
in an interview with Claire 
Whitcomb. 


Beadwork, needlepoint, ’20s boudoir lace and even a Victorian 
signed “friendship pillow” make up Howard Kaplan’s cushiest collection, 
which he moves from room to room, chair to chair. 


f you take a look 

at your wardrobe, 

you'll probably find an incredible 

consistency in what you’ve chosen. 
Perhaps thére’s a certain shade of red that 
crops up everywhere or even two very simi- 
lar sweaters bought years apart. Everyone 
has a look, and what’s behind it is a tendency 
to be attracted to certain things over and 
over again. In terms of collecting, it may be 
the unconscious appeal of a color—a shade 
of worn blue paint, for example—or the 
matte texture of ivory or the smoothness of 
polished surfaces. I know that for me it’s 
wiggly lines. I love anything with curves and 
animation, whether it’s a Louis XVI chair or 
a cracked bit of scallop-edged pottery. 

If you think about it, a lot of what draws 
you to an object is its geometry. Every- 
thing in the world is reduced to either 
curved or straight lines. I love movement 
and pattern and, needless to say, anything 
French. It’s not surprising that I’ve never 
been much interested in American de- 
sign—the lines are simply too restrained. 

The best collections I’ve seen are the 





ones that have an emotional impetus. The 
worst ones begin intellectually. A classic 
example of the latter approach is the case 
of the young Wall Street magnate who just 
made a killing in the stock market and 
wants a house furnished with the ‘‘best”’ 
art and antiques. While his collection may 
wind up looking splendid, it’s sure to be 
static if he buys this year’s hottest item or 
whatever furniture one ‘‘ought” to have. 
Collections never have life unless they are 
rooted in personal passions. 

I have a friend who had one of the most 
wonderful and personal collections of ce- 
ramics. She didn’t know a thing about 
what was “good”; she just bought what 
appealed to her. Then she began to learn 
about Sévres and studied 18th-century por- 
celains in libraries and museums. Suddenly 
she decided her approach to collecting 
wasn’t sophisticated enough, and she 
switched to buying Sevres. To finance her 
new interest, she disposed of all her early 
buys. A lot of what she owned was junk, 





but it was fabulous—such 
colors and movement! By 
contrast her very proper 
Sevres collection was dull 
and lifeless. She’d let all 
her book learning squelch 
her natural flair. 

When you're collecting, 
a little knowledge can be a 
dangerous thing. It can 
make you timid and make 
you stop paying attention 
to your emotions—some- 
thing you should never do. 
But, of course, reading and 
learning more about your 
field is not only a necessity 
but also a pleasure. How, 
then, can you continue to 
collect emotionally—with- 
out letting your intellect 
confuse the situation? 

The way it works for me is that when 
something catches my eye—let’s say, bird- 
cages, which I began collecting about 15 
years ago—lI’ll buy three or four immedi- 
ately. But I begin to think before reaching 
for my checkbook: Is this new example 
better than what I own? Do I love it more 
than the items I have? Knowledge tempers 
my buying, but once I’m onto a collection, 
I never let go of my passion. 

I still love birdcages, even though I 
haven’t bought one in five years. The last 
was shaped like a cathedral with little pews 
inside. I have all my birdcages mounted on 
one wall like a vertical village. I think of 
them as small works of architecture, and it 
makes me feel very rich to survey all my 
real estate at once! There will always be 
room in my life for another birdcage—but 
it will have to be something spectacular 
and different from what I have.

_ you’re collecting is talk yourself out of 


buying something that you respond to im- 
mediately and passionately. And one way 
to know that an object is sending you very 
strong “buy me” messages is to pay atten- 
tion to your body language. I know that 
when I am really attracted to an object, I’ll 
take physical possession of it. I'll carry it 
around the shop, even if I’m having the 
“should I or shouldn’t I?” inner dialogue. 

When it comes to collecting emotional- 
ly, Americans have a lot to learn from the 
Europeans, who are much more comfort- 
able with objects that have been used for 
generations. The English are most tolerant 
of the effects of time on antiques. If a 
Staffordshire figure is repaired, so what? 
As long as it has great character, they'll 
buy it. The French will respond just as 
emotionally to an object, but they’re a little 
more concerned with appearances. When 
they bring home a table with a burn mark, 
they’ll put a vase over the mark (even if it 
means placing the vase off-center). If a 
great commode is missing a leg, they’ll 
prop it up with two telephone books and 
then camouflage the flaw by draping the 
commode with a shawl. 

One of my favorite ways to illustrate the 
different cultural approaches to collecting 
is with the case of the six-armed chandelier 
that has five glass globes intact and one 
broken one. The English will hang up the 
chandelier, cracked globe and all. The 
French will respond to its charm, but insist 
on replacing the flawed globe with a per- 
fect, though unmatched, one. The Ameri- 
cans will either refuse to buy the 
chandelier or decide to replace all six 
globes with a matched set, even if the set 
happens to be mediocre. 

Americans haven’t yet learned to accept 
the imperfections that come with age or to 
understand the character they lend to an- 
tiques. Furthermore, Americans are too 
preoccupied with value. Buying something 
because you think it will be worth more 
tomorrow than today is dangerous. The 
antiques market is fueled by fads. Just look 
what happened to silver a few years ago. 
When the price of silver soared on Wall 
Street, people started buying up antique 
silver. They ignored the quality of the de- 
sign; all that mattered was weight. Then 
the silver market crashed—and the price of 
all that commonplace silver plummeted 
too. Many people naively expect that an- 
tiques will always go up in price. And this 
simply isn’t so. Trends that start with a 
bang tend to end with a bang.@

1 egg, 4 tablespoons melted butter, 1 cup milk, 3/4 
cups buttermilk, 2 tablespoons cottage cheese, grated 
zest of 1 orange, 1/3 cup whole-wheat flour, 1/3 cup 
buckwheat flour, 1/3 cup oat bran, 1 teaspoon baking 
powder, 1/4 cup slivered almonds.

New mail-order 
products 

that can water 
and fertilize 
your garden, 
even when 
you're away 


By KEN DRUSE 
It might seem hot and miserable to others, 
but to gardeners July is a marvelous 
month. It’s a great time to visit friends’ 
gardens and public plantings; it’s also a 
time when gardeners are concerned and 
cautious, for soil in the ground (and in 
containers) dries fast in the summer heat. 
My city garden was on a rooftop filled 
with containers of day lilies, coneflowers, 
black-eyed Susans, liatris, Queen Anne’s 
lace and other July favorites that needed 
constant care. To enjoy my plants and also 
travel, I devised an automatic watering 
system. It gave me freedom, and there were 
other benefits as well. Plants love irrigation: 
water delivered deep to the root zone. Wa- 
ter conservation was another benefit; no 
excess was left on the leaves to evaporate. 
A decade ago it was no mean feat to find 
materials for building an irrigation system. 
I had to make do by using a timer and 
electric solenoid valves adapted from a 
lawn sprinkler system. To these I attached 
tubes the size of a garden hose and thin 
capillaries leading to emitters that dripped 
water into the containers—all purchased 
from a commercial orchard supplier. 
Today it is possible to buy all the fixings 
for “drip irrigation” at home-improvement 
centers in some parts of the country. And 
there are mail-order firms selling a variety 
of simple irrigation devices that you can 
install easily. One popular new device is a 
“soaker hose”? made of materials so porous 
that water oozes through and into the 
ground. A gentle, even flow can mean 
more complete watering less often. 
Soaker-hose systems are great for vege- 


° table gardens laid out in rows. Hydro- 
- Grow from Gardener’s Supply Co. claims 
< dramatically increased plant yields with its 





product, whose prices start at $14.95 for 
25 feet of hose. Many suppliers provide 
plans and installation instructions. 

My jerry-built attempt at automation 
has been replaced by a small timer with a 
built-in valve. Gardena makes an excellent 
battery-operated product for about $75, 
and other companies are following suit. 
There is also a Gardena moisture sensor 
($35) that can be hooked up to turn water 
off when it’s no longer needed. 

Even if you don’t have window boxes, a 
patio planting, a garden planted in rows or 
a container garden, you'll find that there 
are still many uses for drip irrigation. 
Newly planted young trees, especially fruit 
trees, need diligent watering. Special rings 
are made for this purpose. Each ring is a 
12-inch-diameter loop with slits on the bot- 
tom. You place the ring around the base of 
a tree, connect it to the small capillary, 
then turn on the water. The growth and 
hardiness of drip-irrigated trees are mea- 
surably improved. 

Besides water, fertilizer can be applied 
through the hoses. Formerly I had to use a 
siphon, a hit-or-miss method. Now there 
are in-line cartridges and solid, slow-dis- 
solving food tablets. 

I have a new townhouse garden, and it 
doesn’t rely on drip irrigation for all its 
watering—just for plants in containers, 
window boxes, pots of annuals and house- 
plants that summer in my backyard. I once 
had to carry 24 gallons of water outdoors 
each week just to water the three large 
containers in front of my house. Now I 
simply enjoy these plants and never con- 
sider them burdensome. This month I'll be 
taking many carefree trips to see other 
people’s gardens. Meanwhile, my thirsty 
plants will be watering themselves.

UPDATING THE 750s “CAPE”

ape, ranch, raised ranch, 
split-level—sound famil- 
iar? If you’ve spent any 
time house hunting re- 
cently, you’ve probably found 
that many of the houses available 
to you were built during the 
1950s—a period of rapid expan- 
sion in the housing market. And 
if your family is like most 1980s 
families, you’ve probably also de- 
termined that a house built dur- 
ing that period is going to be too 
small and too compartmentalized 
for you to feel comfortable in it. 

Many of the ’SOs houses that 
now dominate the suburban areas of 
America were built from a limited 
array of stock house plans—plans 
that made these houses easy to du- 
plicate but not necessarily easy to 
live in. In other words, whether you 
might have to keep running back 
and forth between the kitchen and 
the basement to change a load of 
laundry, or between the stove and 
the refrigerator to make an omelet, 
or from the tiny closet in a corner of 
your bedroom to the hallway closet 
where you’ve been forced to store 
the rest of your clothes was—from a 
developer’s or a builder’s point of 
view—not always as important as 
how quickly and inexpensively a house 
could be built. 

But a lot has happened since the days 
when there was someone like June Cleaver 
at home all day to take those extra steps. 
And today when both Mom and Dad come 
home from work, they want to relax—in 
rooms that are flexible enough for sponta- 
neous gatherings and also in rooms apart,

ances that have become popular as our 
culinary tastes have grown more sophisti- 
cated. And since families are spending 
more of their “together” time there, the 
kitchen must also accommodate a variety 
of activities. Throughout the house the 
kinds of rooms that once revolved around 
a single object—the TV, the dining room 
table, the bed—are often too narrowly fo- 
cused for the way people live today. 

So how can you make a house that was 
built a generation or two ago fit the way 


you live now? If you own or are 
planning to buy a one-story 
house, you could do what the 
owners of the 1952 Cape Cod- 
style house at left did—add an- 
other story. When they bought 
this house, part of a residential 
development in coastal Connecti- 
cut, it was essentially a rectangu- 
lar box divided into small rooms. 

The front door opened onto the 

living room, which served as the 

access to the other rooms. 

Tucked behind the living room 

was a combination kitchen/din- 

ing room; to the right were three 

bedrooms. After they had lived 
there five years, the couple began to 
feel that the house was simply too 
crowded, and they knew that if they 
were going to have children, they 
would need more space. That’s 
when they decided to hire an archi- 
tect, and they came to me. 

To expand the living room and 
the kitchen, we removed the bed- 
rooms from the first floor. We also 
created a den and a distinct entry- 
way. The kitchen, previously L- 
shaped, is now U-shaped and more 
spacious, to allow maximum flexibil- 
ity in cooking. 

On the second floor are three bed- 
rooms and two bathrooms. The 
move upward also opened up a view of the 
Long Island Sound, which is only 200 
yards away. And since it was necessary to 
put in a stairway to provide access to the 
second floor, it was relatively easy to cre- 
ate a stairway to the basement too. 

In reworking the floor plan and building 
a second story, we left only the foundation, 
first-floor framing and the fireplace. We 
created a whole new house based on the 
outline of the original—for less than it

comes from the accessories, points out Caro- 
lyn Guttilla. Her choice objects range from a 
little house, which once lit up a Christmas 
tree scene (above) to a hat rack trimmed with doves on 
clothespins (previous page). “‘The idea is to add a sense of 
surprise,” she says. And her concept applies to lighting, 
too.

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Approaching this house 
along a stone path that 
winds through the Mary- 
land woods, you may think 
you’ve fallen upon Little 
Red Riding Hood’s grand- 
mother’s cottage. Its di- 
minutive entrance (scaled 
down from the building’s 
full 42-foot height to 14), 
latticed facade, small 
square windows, steeply 
gabled roof and central 
chimney evoke sweet 
memories of storybook 
houses. The connection 
was a conscious one on the 
part of architect Peter 
Bohlin, of Bohlin Powell 
Larkin Cywinski. And the 
owners, Alan and Day 
Weitzman, also wanted to 
capture the gentle appeal 
of the old farmhouse that 
they were living in. 

What they didn’t want 
was a postmodern house 
with trendy decoration. “I 
find the trickiness of much 
of postmodern architecture 
cloying,” Mr. Weitzman 
says. “This house is sweet, 
but Peter has managed to 
insert his own wry sense of 
humor into the design.” 
It’s full of surprises—for 
example, little built-in box- 

















es, interior windows, cut- 
out trim on the stairway 
and a quiet loft tucked 
away on the top floor. 

One of the things the 
couple liked about the old 
farmhouse, Mr. Weitzman 
says, was “having real 
rooms with real doors 
rather than just a lot of 
Open space in which we’d 
flop around.” Mr. Bohlin 
created three levels around 
the central chimney, and 
within 2,575 square feet 
was able to give the Weitz- 
mans all the rooms they 
wanted—even separate 
studios. By allowing the 
house to grow vertically— 
and keeping the ‘‘foot- 
print’? small—he also 
saved as many of the trees 
as possible on the heavily 
wooded site. 

The biggest surprise, 
though, is a three-story 
glass-enclosed porch that 
faces north over the Severn 
River. “It glorifies the 
site,” Mr. Bohlin says, “‘by 
playing up the height—the 
tall trees and the drop to 
the river.” The porch, with 
its single yellow column, 
helps the house to hold its 
own with the older houses 


that front the river, many 
of which have large porch- 
es and colonnades. 

Now, having lived in the 
house for a few years, the 
Weitzmans report that it 
has ‘‘worn well.’ Its 
charms are proving to be 
enduring as the storybook 
cottages it recalls.

UNCORK IT 
RIGHT 


Believe it or not, taking a 
little extra time when you 
are Opening a bottle of wine 
can make the job easier and 
y even improve the taste 
e wine. 
Hint One: Don’t just tear off 


the top of the metal foil 
capsule on the wine bottle. 
This leaves a ragged edge 
over which the wine is 
poured, which can affect the 
taste. Instead, cut the foil 
below the lip of the bottle 
with a sharp knife. 

Hint Two: It’s common to 
find bits of mold and 
corrosion underneath the 
foil. Wipe off the top of the 
bottle before pouring to 
avoid tainting the flavor of 
the wine. 

Hint Three: Most problems 
in getting the cork out occur 
because the job is rushed. 
Don’t ram in the corkscrew; 
take the time to center it and 
turn the screw in slowly. Pull 
or lever up with steady 
pressure. 


CASUAL 
DECANTERS 


We're fans of decanters, no 
matter how casual the meal. 
Why? It’s easier to pour from 
a decanter than a bottle— 
and that means no dribbles 
on the tablecloth. Plus 
decanters look much more 
attractive than wine bottles. 

For casual dining, of 
course, we don’t use the sort 
of Victorian cut crystal that 
belongs on a sideboard, 
filled with sherry. We like to 
recruit glass containers 
originally intended for other 
purposes.

() Pour mixture into a shallow pan and place in 
freezer. Freeze 3 to 4 hours, stirring occasional- 
ly. Serves 3 to 4. This smaller yield is perfect for 
a more intimate celebration. (Vote: Recipe test- 
ed in a 500-watt oven. If your oven has higher 
wattage, shorter cooking time is necessary.)

The Ohrbachs’ carriage house in New 
York State combines things Barbara Ohr- 
bach loves in the same original way. Fol- 
lowing her interests, flowers dominate but 
don’t overwhelm: There are bouquets in 
vases and dried petals in bowls, printed 
and woven blossoms on cushions, bed- 
spreads and the Aubusson carpet, and, of 
course, fresh flowers in the garden. 

The Ohrbachs added a porch to take 
advantage of the view and transformed a 
cement driveway into a terrace that’s fra- 
grant with fresh herbs. They stripped the 
walls of their dark papers and scraped the 
floors, but made few interior structural 
changes. The overall effect is delightful 
without being cloying, efficient yet gra- 
cious—like Mrs. Ohrbach. She has made 
the house hers without undermining its 
original character. 

“T don’t set out to decorate,’ she em- 
phasizes. “I don’t say, ‘I’m going to do this 
room.’ I try to make a happy place to live 
in for myself and my family.” But how 
does it all come together? “On my travels I 
buy what I can’t live without and then find 
a space for it,’”’ she says. “I just keep mov- 
ing things around. Mel thinks everything 
in the house should be on roller skates.” 

What makes it all work—her life, her 
shop, her home—is a strong point of view, 
a surety of self that has come from testing 
ideas and rejecting those that she doesn’t 
feel comfortable with. Take her approach 
to cooking, for example. “It took me twen- 
ty years to realize I don’t love to cook, per 
se,” she says. “I love to serve and eat 
delicious food. Now I just try to find easy 
recipes that use fresh things that can be 
beautifully presented.”’ One of her books, A 
Token of Friendship, puts her food philoso- 
phy in print. She’s collected recipes for 
simple-but-sure favorites, like the best 
pound cake, the best vegetable dip. “I want 
things that are foolproof,’ she says. “I 
don’t have time in my life for mistakes!’

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Thus, after the couple cleared the weedy 
underbrush out of an old oak grove where 
mountain laurel grows, they added only 
white shrubs—azaleas and rhododen- 
drons—and white narcissus. The deep 
flower borders contain a few old-fashioned 
garden favorites in a limited sweet palette 
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and make a strong visual statement with 
sheer quantity. 

Spelling out her interior design philoso- 
phy, Isabel Fowlkes says: “I like beautiful, 
not necessarily costly things, used suitably 
and harmoniously and not in excess—that 
to me is elegance. Part of elegance is find- 
ing what will do the trick and knowing 
when to stop. I was talking about this with 
Robert Jackson recently. He does decora- 
tive painting for me, among many clients, 
and I told him that he knew exactly when 
to quit when he was marbleizing. Some 
people don’t, and the result looks awful.” 

Another foundation stone in Mrs. Fowl- 
kes’s style is comfort. “If a room isn’t 
comfortable, it isn’t used,” she says. ‘*To 
be inviting, a room must be warm and 
thoughtful.”’ 

The practical side of thoughtfulness— 
exemplified in the Fowlkeses’ country liv- 
ing room—includes comfortable seating; 
comfort for the eyes with adequate light; 
handy places to put things ‘“‘so you don’t 
have to balance your drink on your knee.” 
Furniture arrangement is critical to com- 
fort, and in the Fowlkeses’ house this took 
time to perfect. 

Now the entire living room invites var- 
ied easy use, but in its original scheme, 
“half the room was Siberia,” says its de- 
signer. She had placed twin sofas opposite 
each other, close to the fireplace, leaving a 
good deal of the room wasted. Rethinking 
the plan, she arranged the two big pieces in 
an L, filling in the third side with a wing 
chair and a Windsor chair, and the fourth 
side with a big leather-upholstered fire- 
place fender that guests love to perch on. 

She recently added a large desk, which 
stands behind a sofa and gains daylight 
from the new French doors. (The doors 
were installed in place of the misguided 
and leaky postmodern glazing the couple 
had found there.) Here Mr. Fowlkes can 
spread out his wine-cellar records or rough 
out plans for a greenhouse they are dream- 
ing of “and not have to tidy them up—the 
ultimate comfort,” the designer says. 

Mrs. Fowlkes thinks that interiors 
should be as fluid as gardens. The latest 
living room piece is a leather screen found 
in London a year ago. The couple loved its 
fern and ivy stenciling and knew it would 
suit their garden-theme house, but where 
would they put it? 

On its arrival in Connecticut, the screen 
immediately found its place as a divider 
between the seating group and the eight- 
person dining table. The sense of warmth 
and enclosure is enhanced in both areas. 
The thoughtfulness grows.

(ia My mahogany table has a lift top. Just below it hangs a bag 
that swings forward from a wooden frame. The feet are carved, and 
the rest of the table is plain. When was it made? 

—K.T., Nepanee, Ont., Canada 


Your sewing table was made 
in the Federal style, which 
was popular about 1815. Ear- 
lier sewing tables can be dis- 
tinguished by their smaller 
legs; later ones, by their larger 
tops and heavier legs. The 
acanthus carved legs and the 
paw feet of your table are in- 
dications of the high quality 
of the piece. The idea of a 
special table to hold needles, 
thread, scissors and the fabric 
needed for an evening’s sew- 
ing originated about 1800. Until the 1860s this type of table 
featured a bag to hold fabric. After that, tables were made with a 
deeper top section to hold fabric. Because textiles disintegrate with 
age, many original fabric bags have been replaced. Your table is 
not worth less if the bag is a replacement. If it was made in 1815, 
the table is worth $4,000 to $5,000. This form of sewing table is 
rarely reproduced. 





el My 16-inch-high clock is in a pale green and cream colored 
porcelain case. The back is marked ‘“Friederich Goldscheider, 
Wien.” Can you tell me the age and history of the clock?

The Goldscheider family 
made ceramics for sever- 
al generations in three 
countries.

CL My small teapot is very old. A note on the bottom says it was 
made in England about 1750. The pot is dark brown, and the. 
handles, spout and decorations are cream-colored. Can you tell me 
whether my teapot is valuable? —J.M., Asheville, N.C. 


Your teapot has all 
the characteristics of 
a typical 18th-century 
English pot. Tea was 
very expensive, and a 
pot usually held about 
two cups. Your teapot 
is small and has a 
round body. The han- 
dle and spout look 
somewhat like tree 
branches. Many 18th- 
century bowls and pots were made of brown earthenware and had 
applied creamware decoration. Examine the inside of the pot. The 
holes at the base of the spout should be unevenly spaced. There 
should be 6 to 10 holes. Pots with many evenly spaced holes were 
made later. The bottom is probably not glazed. Brownware pots 
were made by many potters in the Staffordshire district of En- 
gland. Your teapot is worth at least $2,000.

t wasn’t so long ago that wood was 

king and antiques dealers found paint- 

ed furniture gathering dust in shop 

corners—unless, of course, it was 
stripped, in which case it practically 
walked out the door. That was in the 
1970s, when the tone of the time was 
“back to nature’ and we reveled in the 
beauty of wood and the warmth that its 
honey tones added to our rooms. But as 
the years went by, that vast sea of plain 
pine made us yearn for a spark of color. 
We took a second look at the paint finishes 
we’d dismissed as old and peeling and not 
worth saving. Gradually we came to ap- 
preciate the color and the patina that can 
be achieved only with generations of use 
and love. Instead of dunking that painted 
piece in the stripping vat, we brought it 
home and let it shine as the jewel in our 
decorating scheme. 

To me, the appeal of old paint is that it 
gives any piece of furniture its own charac- 
ter—plus a bit of whimsy. Somehow a 
long-departed craftsman still manages to 
speak to us through his brushwork. And 
we have the pleasure of living with a piece 
of furniture that doubles as a work of art. 
It’s no wonder then that as our apprecia- 
tion of painted finishes deepens, we long to 
try a hand at painted effects. 


The magic of paint is that it lets you be 
an alchemist and turn the humblest of ob- 
jects into something precious. Three 
boards from a lumberyard can be turned 
into a screen that resembles inlaid wood or 
tortoiseshell. A plain pine cupboard can 
become a luminous-blue fantasy with genre 
scenes on the inside of a door, like the 
scene shown, rendered by Isabel O’Neil 
Studio/Workshop instructor Cathy Last, 
in consultation with decorator Mario 
Buatta. When it comes to painted finishes, 
whatever you imagine is possible. Not only 
that, you don’t have to be a real “‘artist”’ to 
wield your brushes. Even I, who wouldn’t 
attempt a landscape painting, can become 
accomplished at faux-marbling. All it takes 
is training—and, of 4 
course, perseverance. 

In our high-tech 
times, learning to mas- 
ter—and I mean “mas- 
ter” in the Renaissance 
sense of the word—a 
craft like painting fur- 
niture is something of 
an anachronism, a point 
that came home to me 
when I visited The Isa- 
bel O'Neil Studio/Work- 
shop in New York City. 
Kakia Livanos, the school’s 
guiding light for a decade,  ~ 
explains that “beginning a 34 (> 
course here is like learning ‘gat: 
to garden. You have to be 
on your knees a whole lot, and nothing 
blooms tomorrow.” While one can learn 
shortcuts to creating faux walnut or other 
painted effects, what impressed me about 
the Isabel O’Neil school is that students 
weren’t there just to learn one quick skill. 
They wanted to understand color, to ex- 
plore the parameters of surface design, to 
learn more about period furniture and what 
sort of detail was appropriate to what sort 
of piece. But most of all they were there to 
learn about themselves. These days, the 
chance to immerse oneself in a_ serious 
study is truly rare. Yet the rewards are 
enormous. Decorator Carolyn Guttilla, who 
















has been taking classes at the studio for 
three years, tells how she’ll come back from 
a museum exhibit or a gallery and find she’s 
noticing details she’s never seen before. 
“Tve begun to understand color in a deeper 
way,”’ she says, ‘‘and to really analyze what 
goes into making a certain blue or yellow.” 

I think one of the hardest lessons to 
learn in mastering any craft, whether it’s 
painting furniture or indeed decorating, is 
how to be self-critical. Kakia Livanos says 
that whenever she completes a design for a 
piece of furniture, she hangs it up opposite 
a mirror and just lives with it for a few 
days. ‘Even if I feel that it’s good, I know 
there’s a way to make it better,” she says. 
By looking at it in a mirror, she’s able to be 
. . a stranger to her work and 
search for flaws dispassionate- 
ly. “Learning to be the best 
you can be 1s a matter of con- 
stantly questioning what 
you've done,” she says. 

To me, it’s incredibly re- 
freshing to see the resurgence 
of fine craftsmanship and the 
enormous pleasure that people 
are getting from mastering the 
art of the painted finish. But 
more than that, I’m heartened 
by the ever more creative ways 
that painted finishes are being 
used in decorating, because, 
quite simply, they add an 
enormously vital and personal 
quality to a room. 

Paint offers us a chance to create our 
own individual rainbows, to dream up a 
wall treatment we’d never find in a wallpa- 
per book, to add the surprise of a trompe 
Yoeil area rug to a floor or to dress up a 
cupboard with playful polka dots (like the 
one on page 73). The only limit is your 
imagination. I hope this issue inspires you 
to get out your paintbrushes and add a vi- 
brant dose of color to your life.

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THE WELCOME RETURN 
OF PEACHES AND YELLOWS 


By MARK HAMPTON 
n the last 25 years or so, we 
have seen a lot more yellow 
and peach in decorating 
than we used to. Thank 
heaven these delicious and useful 
colors are back in the palette. I 
wish color were an area of design 
immune to passing fancies and 
prejudices, but some of our col- 
ors do slip in and out of fashion. 

Yellows and peaches were for 
years not deemed “important 
colors.”” Even when I was a child 
40 years ago, yellow was consid- 
ered undignified and lacking in 
richness. Its more sedate cousin, 
gold, was the color one used for 
significant rooms. Yellow was 
thought of as suitable for chil- 
dren’s rooms or kitchens. In the 
book on 18th-century decoration 
that John Cornforth wrote with 
John Fowler, yellow is described as having 
been unpopular for walls because it did not 
go well with the gold-leaf picture frames 
that filled nearly every room. That is a per- 
fect example of a silly prejudice. We all 
know now that gold leaf and yellow look 
great together. The most beautiful yellow 
room from the 18th century that I know of 
(there aren’t many, and I guess there never 
were) is the gorgeous yellow room at the 
Amalienburg near Munich, and the stucco 
work, which is of an unmatched splendor, 
is silver leaf instead of gold! 

The problem with peach is even more 
serious. It was for ages thought to be a 
color fit only for ladies’ underwear. It sim- 
ply wasn’t used. Now, however, all of this 
nonsense is over, and if anything, we’re 
running the risk of being bored by too 
much peach and yellow. Especially when 
either one is used with lime green, or 
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Sunny yellow walls and a yellow-background chintz, along 

with soft blue and green, set off dark, glowing English antiques 
in a Louisiana house decorated by Mark Hampton. 





worse, when all three are combined. How 
many handsome old country clubs have we 
seen absolutely ruined by those insipid, 
summery combinations? But that is not the 
point of this discussion. Both yellow and 
peach have remarkable properties of flexi- 
bility and neutrality that make them suit- 
able for dozens of uses. Paradoxically, they 
can be soft and subtle or strong, with 
enough of a jolt to suit the most adventure- 
some extremist. 

I suppose the most thrilling yellow room 
I had ever seen, until I visited the Ama- 
lienburg, was the famous London drawing 
room of Nancy Lancaster, of Colefax and 
Fowler fame. Tom Parr, a partner in the 
firm, took my wife and me to see it when 
we were on our honeymoon 24 years ago, 
and it was breathtaking. The rcom itself is 
enormous, with a very tall ceiling in the 
form of a barrel vault. It had been the stu- 


dio of Sir Jeffry Wyatville, the 
great 19th-century architect. On 
one long wall, there are three tall 
windows, the center one of which 
is in a deep bay. On the opposite 
wall is a large center fireplace, 
and at each end are tall double 
doors. The walls were painted 
and varnished to a high gloss. I 
have heard the color described in 
many different ways, from butter 
yellow to the color of a banana 
peel. It seemed to me to be nei- 
. ther of those colors, but simply 
pure, brilliant yellow. Not greeny 
or lemony and not browny or 
goldy. Just the essence of yellow. 
Mrs. Lancaster’s curtains were 
unlined silk taffeta of exactly the 
same color, trimmed at the top 
with a lot of cords and tassels, 
looped and swagged. The large 
pieces of furniture were covered 
in shades of off-white that went with the 
background of the old Axminster carpet. 
The small pieces were covered in a well- 
known Colefax chintz that is covered with 
clusters of roses on a background that ap- 
pears to be greenish because of its tiny 
pattern of shamrocks. There is no yellow 
in the chintz, and there was no yellow 
anywhere else. There was, however, a iot 
of gold leaf and a lot of antique-white paint 
plus natural wood tones. It was spectacular 
in the sun, and glowingly lovely on gloomy 
days. The purpose of the color was to cre- 
ate a strong, exciting background against 
which all the colors of wood, gilding, car- 
pets, flowers and so on could stand out yet 
be harmonious. 

At the same time that this room was 
decorated, around 30 years ago, the bril- 
liant Mr. Fowler was also crusading for

peach, another of his favorite colors. In the 
Mediterranean world, yellow and peach 
are commonly used for exteriors. In the 
cloud-covered world of England, these col- 
ors take on a usefulness in interiors. Mr. 
Fowler loved paint that was dragged and 
stippled, and with these techniques and the 
old-fashioned painters that he had to work 
with, he used peachy tones in every shade 
from melon to shrimp to rich coral. Even 
now I find that solid peach paint does not 
work well except in the palest tones, other- 
wise it becomes heavy and dull, resembling 
pancake make-up rather than possessing 
the clear, lush qualities that can make it 
enormously appealing. 

What makes peach and its related tones 
so useful and so fascinating is their ability 
to mix with other colors. If you study 
porcelains, you'll often notice how beauti- 
fully pinks and rosy tones go with peach. 
Blues and greens (even the dreaded lime 
green) fit in perfectly, and the range of 
white, off-whites and creams is unlimited. 

What we often fail to notice, though, is 
the lovely effect of old, faded tones when 
used against peach. Perhaps that is why 
glazed peach is better than solid peach. 
Glazed peach is softer, and more accept- 
able with antique painted surfaces. 

Still, many people don’t like that faded 
look. Billy Baldwin differed entirely from 
his contemporaries at Colefax and Fowler 
in that he liked spit and polish and none of 
that old shabby-looking stuff that charac- 
terizes so many patrician English interiors. 
Mr. Baldwin’s woodwork was usually crisp 
white or painted to match the walls, and 
his glazes were fresh and clean. In a New 
York apartment of his own in Amster 
Yard, he went through one phase of yellow 
silk curtains, chaste Louis XVI furniture 
covered in yellow satin to match, walls 
painted white and a highly polished bare 
floor of dark brown parquet. The whole 
room was strong. On one wall was a Ma- 
tisse drawing in black ink, emphasizing the 
bold, sharp look of the room. 

Between the extremes of Mrs. Lancas- 
ter’s room with all of its old faded elements 
placed against brilliant shiny yellow and 
Mr. Baldwin’s room of crisp yellow and 
white accented with black and dark brown 
wood lies a middle range of decorative 
possibilities in which yellow is equally at 
home. The rooms that come to mind are 
best illustrated by the yellow schemes of 
another famous decorator from the recent 
past, Eleanor McMillen Brown of McMil- 
len Inc. For the 20 years that I have 


known her (and for a lot longer than that) 
her drawing room on East 57 Street in 
New York City has had plain, flat-yellow 
walls with elaborate Directoire-style pilas- 
ters and moldings. The dark oak floors are 
strewn with clipped white goatskin rugs. 

Her furniture is covered in shades of 
yellow beginning in a tone deeper than the 
wall color and ending in a shade that is 
lighter, almost ivory. The curtains are yel- 
low. The accents, however, are brilliant 
lacquer red, primarily in the form of an 
elaborately shaped Venetian secretary with 
gold japanned decorations. Mrs. Brown’s 
favorite flower, the red anemone, is usually 
to be seen in great bunches, and there is 
even a painting of them by Raoul Dufy. 
The chairs are Louis XVI, and still in their 
original white paint, which is flaky and 
discolored but lovely and somehow still 
fresh. The tables are polished mahogany. 

Crisper than Mrs. Lancaster’s room, but 
mellower than Mr. Baldwin’s, this setting 
proves what a neutral color yellow can be. 
It is sunny by day and glowing and easy to 
light at night. And I must mention that 
candlelight in a yellow room is sensational! 

Although less neutral than yellow (is it 
because it is further from the pure neutrali- 
ty of white?), peach walls are certainly a 
marvelous solution to the problems that 
confront those of us who are tired of beige 
or white. And there are no limits to the 
places in which peach or some related 
shade of it can be used. We've all seen doz- 
ens of peach rooms with chintz and light 
frothy-colored upholstery. Many, if not 
most, Oriental carpets are superb with 
peach in the background. The same is true 
for most needlework carpets. Bedrooms 
are suited to peachy colors. Dining rooms, 
with their still lifes of flowers, wine and 
food, always look great with any shade of 
this delicious color. Bathrooms are warm 
and soothing painted in peach tones. What 
better color for any place where bare skin 
is a factor? 

So it seems that far from being too child- 
ish, or too feminine or too informal, peach 
and yellow should be considered as basic 
colors for’a host of decorating needs.

GEORGE BENNETT 
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TAPPING BUCKS COUNTY 


SOMEWHERE BEHIND THE PAINTED CHAIRS, TWIG ROCKERS AND ENGLISH 
SIDEBOARDS ARE ANTIQUES DEALERS WITH A STORY TO TELL 


By ELIZABETH H. HUNTER ——— 
istory buffs come to Bucks 
County, Pa., to see the exact 
spot where George Wash- 
ington crossed the Delaware 
River in 1776. Theater devotees come 
for the Bucks County Playhouse, per- 
haps the oldest summer stock theater 
in the country. Romantics come to 
spend the weekend in one of the many 
picturesque inns that dot the country- 
side. And then there are the people 
who come for the antiques—some of 
the most avid Bucks County fans of 
all. Serious collectors know the coun- 
ty for its antiques shops, which begin 
right on the banks of the Delaware in 
New Hope, run out along Route 202 
to Lahaska, then fan out into the rest 
of the county. 

The area has one of the largest con- 
centrations of antiques shops in the coun- 
try—SO, 100 or even more, depending on 
whom you ask. What really matters, 
though, is not what estimate you come up 
with, but the fact that you will find enough 
quilts, manteipieces, twig chairs, American 
highboys and painted Pennsylvania Ger- 
man furniture here to keep you coming 
back for many years. 

Although Bucks County has its share of 
“bedroom dealers” —as one long-time resi- 
dent calls them—most shop owners are 
professionals who have been in the busi- 
ness a long time. There are both specialists 
and generalists, and with a passionate in- 
terest in what. they are selling, they can 
teach you more about antiques in 10 min- 
utes than you might learn in a month. 

The dilemma in Bucks County—and it’s 
actually a delightful one—is this: Would it 
be better to squeeze in as many shops as 
possible or meander down back roads and 
country lanes and take in the countryside 
while looking for hidden treasures? If you 
want to fit as many shops as possible into

every hour, you will probably do best 
touring New Hope, then heading out 
along Route 202. These two areas 
have the highest density of shops. 
However, they are not among the 
most pastoral parts of Bucks County. 
New Hope is quaint and charming in 
its own way, but it can look like a 
theme park on a summer weekend, 
and Route 202 can be one long traffic 
jam (two good reasons to come during 
the week if you can). And if you stick 
to these crowded areas, you will miss 
the tiny river towns that look like 
English villages, the stone houses and 
barns built by prosperous Quakers, 
and the rolling hills and the broad 
vistas of the Delaware River. 

For first-time visitors who want an 
overview, I propose a compromise: 
Take an abbreviated tour of New Hope 
and Route 202 plus a couple of drives out 
into the countryside. This tour is not in- 
tended to be a Guide Michelin to all the 
antiques shops of Bucks County, but only 
to give you a glimpse of the quirkiness of 
some dealers and the range of wares avail- 
able. A word of warning: Dealers are often 
away at antiques shows, and their hours 
vary from weekday to weekend, from sum- 
mer to winter. So if there is a shop you are 
especially interested in, call ahead. 


Dealers in New Hope 
Despite the crowds that clog the streets 
on weekends, New Hope is still a pretty 
town, and you can catch glimpses here and 
there of what it must have been like when 
a group of landscape painters gathered 
here in the early 1960s. They paved the 
way for the art galleries that came later, 
and after 1939, when an old grist mill was 
converted into the Bucks County Play- 
house, the New York theater crowd began 
coming to New Hope every weekend. It’s

But Tom, after a few lovely, peaceful 
weeks in Vermont, wants to move around 
a bit. Throughout my husband’s body, I’m 
beginning to think, are road maps rather 
than arteries.

been an interesting community ever since. 

At the Borough of New Hope Informa- 
tion Center (1 W. Mechanic St.), you can 
find out about the town’s 19 antiques 
shops, 14 arts and crafts galleries and 22 
restaurants. The Information Center also 
has a guide published by the Bucks County 
Antiques Dealers Association. 

From the Information Center walk up 
Ferry Street to No. 33, Mary K. Darrah’s 
shop (215-862-5927). In two tiny rooms 
Ms. Darrah has assembled ‘a stunning col- 
lection of twig furniture, including chairs 
that were obviously inspired by Gothic fur- 
niture ($2,800 a pair), others inspired by 
Chippendale, another chair with legs that 
end in little hooves and an ebonized settee 
made of roots ($1,600). 

Across the street from Ms. Darrah’s 
shop in a small building with floor-to-ceil- 
ing windows is a selection of American 
Federal furniture and English pieces from 
the same period. At Don Robert’s An- 
tiques (38 W. Ferry St.; 215-862-2702), 
you might find a Hepplewhite shaving mir- 
ror of tiger maple for $900, a Federal gilt 
mirror for $1,900 and a Regency sofa table 
for $2,900. 

Turn back down Ferry Street to No. 21, 
Sally Goodman’s Frivolité (215-862-5754). 
Ms. Goodman, who trained in theater de- 
sign, has an eye for decorative objects: a 
bentwood high chair, a majolica umbrella 
stand that looks like bark ($235), lamps, 
cases of jewelry and other “‘smalls.” 

One block north of Ferry Street on 
Bridge Street is a New Hope institution: 
Hobensack & Keller, Inc. (215-862-2406). 
You can’t miss the front yard filled with 
fountains, figures and fences, as George 
Hobensack so rhythmically puts it. All 
garden ornaments are wonderfully orga- 
nized, with delicate fences grouped togeth- 
er, heavier grillwork stacked to the side, 
stair railings here, urns there. 

Walk on up Bridge Street to The Pink 
House (215-862-5947), with the display 
window where John Puckett and James 
Gregory hang one of their splendid quilts. 
Even if you have never been to The Pink 
House, you might recognize some of the 
quilts because many have been used in the 
Dutton quilt engagement calendars. Along 
with the collection of quilts (which range 
from $400 to $2,400), the partners also 
have formal furniture, both French and 
American. 

To see one of the largest selections of 
American mantelpieces in the country, 


walk north on Main to No. 88 (215-862- 
9100). “I usually have about eighty on the 
floor,” says Francis J. Purcell II, ‘the 


majority from the 18th and 19th centu- 


ries.” Prices range from $1,500 to $8,000. 


Route 202 

Because many shops in Bucks County 
specialize in country furniture, Ingham 
Springs Antiques (on Route 202 at Ingham 
Lake; 215-862-0818) often comes as a visu- 
al surprise. Much of the furniture is formal 
(English, American and French) and high- 
ly polished: dining tables and chairs in 
Sheraton and Hepplewhite styles; Regency 
chairs and Georgian tables; chests from the 
William and Mary period. Prices here are 
often cited as high, but to a visitor from 
New York $4,800 doesn’t seem outrageous 
for a William and Mary chest-on-stand. 

Next stop on this whirlwind tour is Olde 
Hope Antiques (on Route 202 one mile 
south of New Hope; 215-862-5055). One 
look at the shop windows tells you imme- 
diately that Ed Hild and Patrick Bell are 
knowledgable dealers with an eye for color 
and pattern. ““We have always liked paint- 
ed pieces,” says Ed Hild, “and we have a 
special fondness for Pennsylvania German 


’ dower chests.”” Mr. Hild and Mr. Bell usu- 


ally have at least one or two chests in the 
shop (prices range from about $5,000 to 
$30,000). 

About a half-mile from Olde Hope An- 
tiques, drive slowly and keep your eyes 
open so you won’t miss the driveway of 
David M. Mancuso Antiques (215-794- 
5009), which sits up on a hill. In an old 
church, its wainscoting now painted a deep 
blue, Mr. Mancuso has assembled beds, 
rustic pie safes, cupboards and quilts. 
Prices of the beds he has collected—eye- 
catching with their scrolled headboards 
and intricately turned posts—begin at 
around $750. 

If you’re short on time, the 14 or so 
shops gathered together at The Lahaska 
Antique Courte offer a good one-stop an- 
tiquing opportunity. You can hardly miss 
the place because it’s just opposite Ped- 
dler’s Village, a huge shopping mall. 

On the right, as you turn into The La- 
haska Antique Courte, you will see Philip 
W. Pfeifer, who calls his shop Le Cabinet 
Scientifique, Ltd. (215-794-7333). His as- 
sociate, Ted Nordman, explains that “in 
the 18th and early 19th centuries, when 
many people were interested in science, 
lots of manor houses had rooms devoted to 
it.” Here, rooms and display cases are de- 
voted to games, scientific instruments, 
hand-held telescopes (from $350 to $1,500) 
and barometers, seals for letters ($50 to 


$1,200, arranged alphabetically), artists’ 
models, eyeglasses and weights and instru- 
ments for measuring. 

Just across the Courte, Doris Choate 
and Birgitta von Zelowitz (215-794-8695) 
carry Scandinavian country furniture. Al- 
though these pieces seem similar to Ameri- 
can country furniture, the pine is paler and 
denser than our native species, and the 
shapes of chairs and chests were clearly in- 
spired by French and Biedermeier styles. 
A sofa with beautifully curved back that 
converts into a bed goes for $895, and rag 
runners range from $45 to $75. 


Antiques in the Countryside 

You need not go far on either side of 
Route 202 or far beyond Lahaska to be in 
the real countryside of Bucks County. 
Here you will see stone houses, large, pros- 
perous-looking barns and vestiges of the 
towns that grew up around the grist mills. 
To see one of these towns, drive northwest 
on Aquetong Road, about 6-1/2 miles, to 
Carversville. In the mill, built in the 1700s 
and recently renovated, you will find Les 
Antiquités de Lilias (also known as The 
Mill; 215-297-8828). The tall, airy spaces 
show off Lilias Barger’s idiosyncratic col- 
lection of antiques: pottery, glass and tex- 
tiles from the 18th, 19th and 20th centuries 
and industrial pottery from the 20th. 
(Prices for pottery range from $15 to $250.) 

On one of the highest hills in town, a 
Greek Revival house overlooks the village. 
Here, in the basement, Charles Kaufmann 
has Brick Cellar Antiques (215-297-5845). 
Mr. Kaufmann, who refinishes pieces him- 
self, has an assortment of country furni- 
ture, mainly from central Pennsylvania. 

There could be no better way to wind up 
a tour of Bucks County than to drive down 
the River Road south of New Hope to C.L. 
Prickett near Yardley (on Stony Hill 
Road; 215-493-4284). With its stone house, 
well-tended barn and outbuildings Prick- 
ett’s is one of the most picturesque settings 
in the county. And in the barn the Prick- 
etts (Mr. Prickett and two sons, Todd and 
Craig) display one of the most splendid 
collections of antiques. Among the gems of 
American furniture are a rare highboy 
from Newtown or Woodbury, Conn., 
($75,000), a block-front chest of blond ma- 
hogany ($85,000), a secretary with Gothic 
mullions and veneer of bird’s-eye maple 
($16,500). On the second floor of the barn, 
rustic American pieces are less pricey but 
no less remarkable in quality: a Pennsylva- 
nia German decorated dower chest 
($16,500); a 10-legged Windsor settee 
($9,500); six bent-back Windsor side 
chairs, c. 1825 ($4,200).

new decorators, William Diamond 

and his associate, Anthony Bar- 

atta. “My clothes are blue, my car 
is blue, everything I own is blue.” And 
she wanted a good deal of blue in the 
eastern Long Island house she shares 
with her husband and their four chil- 
dren. Her other request was that they 
make the house look as it might have in 
the 1880s, when it was built. 

The blue part was easy. Rooms of 
blue—“‘air blue, sky blue,” as Mr. Dia- 
mond describes it—were perfect for this 
shingled house, which commands views 
of a swan-inhabited salt pond, a strip of 
beach and the Atlantic Ocean, dazzling 
in the Hamptons light. 

The 1880s look was the challenge. 
The owners had taken on an appealing 
old house that they found was “‘basical- 
ly falling down, sitting on the ground 
with no foundation, no heat and primi- 
tive plumbing.” They rebuilt extensive- 
ly, and even though they retained the 
original floor plan and architectural de- 
tails, the structure—with its new white 
walls and new stained floors—somehow 
lost its character. 

‘Although we were commissioned to 
bring back the feeling of a hundred- 
year-old cottage,’ Mr. Diamond re- 
calls, ‘“‘we certainly weren’t interested 
in faking a musty historical house. We 
planned our own interpretation of a 
clean, fresh turn-of-the-century house 
when new.” The first step was to bring a 
more evocative quality to the compact 
inner shell. > 
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“The Scandinavian pieces are so 
at home here, they probably came from 
similar houses,” the designer says 















ayers of pale gray deck 

enamel went on all the 

floors, “to slide your eye 

from one small room to 
another and to kill the newness of 
the wood,” says William Dia- 
mond. Sky-blue flat-finish paint 
covers most of the walls, with 
shiny white on the trim and on the 
wainscoting, which the designers 
applied to the entry hall ceiling “to 
bring the porch feeling in.” 

The light, bright backgrounds 
melt into the seascape outside the 
windows and make ideal settings 
for the extraordinary textiles gath- 
ered here. The client had been a 
connoisseur of antique quilts be- 
fore this project began. Mr. Dia- 
mond and his associate seized 
upon quilts as a major decorative 
element and decided that hand- 
crafted rugs should partner them. 

Again they avoided a worn look. 
“We found old rugs to copy, but 
we wanted ours to look clean and 
vivid,” Anthony Baratta explains. 
“This house is not a period piece, 
nor are any of the traditionally 
made rugs used throughout.” 

Mr. Diamond felt a special rap- 
port with this client, whom he de- 
scribes as “warm, unpretentious 
and very sure of her preference for 
Americana.” She in turn reports 
that “the great thing about Bill is 
that he takes a look at you and fig- 
ures out who you are. This house 
is more me than I could have 
imagined.”

A wash of white for a rustic cottage 
in need of an uplift 


crisp white envelope” is a phrase you used to hear a lot when 


/ people were describing all-white rooms. No more! Designers 

/ today are expanding our concept of white to include dozens 

/ of pale shades—from cream and ecru to faded grays and 

/ blues. And they are using white not to create pure stream- 
he lined spaces but to highlight the natural textures of wood, 


stone and fabric. 

This cottage on the south shore of Long Island exemplifies the sophisticat- 
ed new approach. The living room’s only pattern is a subtle grid on the chair 
cushion; the only colors are creamy tones, white-whites and putty. But the 
space is interesting for the various textures that the pale hues bring out. The 
fireplace, for example, was coated with a glossy pure white, which highlights 
the brick pattern; white paint mixed with spackle was rubbed into the wall 
and ceiling beams to reveal the wood grain; diaphanous curtains allow sun- 
light to shine through; the putty color emphasizes the roughness of the jute 
covering the banquettes. 

“Several whites are always more interesting than one,’ says New York 
designer Robert K. Lewis. “But beware of the white that turns bluish. It can 
have a cold, dead look.” All the pale shades here also open up these small 
rooms and contribute to the calm, relaxing atmosphere. >

his house looks as if it’s al- 
ways been this way, as if 
nothing has changed over 
the years,” says Robert K.

Built in 
the 1700s, it was once the home of the vil- 
lage sheepherder, and later, judging from 
the horseshoes and carriage parts un- 
earthed on the property, a smithery. More 
recently, it housed an answering service.

An ugly vestibule was tacked onto 
the front which had been moved to 
the center of the facade. And the entire 
house was 1, with a weak founda-

The new owners, an investment adviser 
and an attorney with two teenagers, called 
on Mr. Lewis, a friend and an expert in 
18th-century architecture.

But for all the remodeling, the decorat- 
ing was light-handed.

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sk the lady of the house to name her favorite 
room, and she'll tell you it’s this bedroom. “I 
can’t think of any place I’d rather wake up 
in,’ she says, and finds herself returning here 
midday to collect her thoughts and enjoy the 
peaceful atmosphere. 

The many shades of white contribute to the peacefulness. 
The bed linens, some of which are antique, are a passion of the 
owner, who lives the rest of the week in New York City. “For 
ten or fifteen years I’ve been collecting old linens and finally 
got a place to put them,” she says. (During the cold months, 
substituting a red and black Amish quilt completely changes 
the character of the room.) 

The whites also visually expand the space. Just 10 by 10 
feet, the room is in the rear wing, which originally may have 
been the kitchen. You might expect the poster bed to crowd 
the small room, but it actually makes the room appear larger 
than it is. The headcloth, an antique wedding quilt, suggests a 
canopy—without breaking up the space the way a full canopy 
would. Sheer bed hangings and curtains keep the space open. 

“To me the whole house has a sweetness that has to do with 
its simplicity, even plainness,” says the owner. “I’ve lived in 
my New York City apartment much longer, but I consider 
this my emotional home.” ®

Garden design is like interior design: Shape spaces first, then choose colors 





ave you ever noticed that 
gardeners seem to fall into 


two categories 


— and designers. The collec- 


llectors 


tors, as collectors do, accu- 

mulate. They like nothing 

better than to plant a pink 
tulip they saw at the botanic garden or to 
discover Vita Sackville-West’s favorite dian- 
thus. Designers, on the other hand, have a 
vision of the garden as a whole. They care- 
fully plan outdoor areas before planting a 
single spring bulb, and they show great dis- 
cipline when choosing flowers. One look at 
the gardens and terraces around Carolyn 
Guttilla’s Long Island, N.Y., house, and at 
the harmonious way they flow into each 
other, tells you which category she belongs 
in. After years of being an interior designer, 
Mrs. Guttilla feels that flower colors must 
be chosen as judicially as sofa fabrics and 
that gardens themselves must be planned as 
carefully as new houses. “First, you get the 
spaces right,” she says.

arolyn Guttilla readily ad- 

mits that the most exciting 

part of gardening is choos- 

ing plants, but she also 

knows it’s important to 

choose plants that are ap- 

propriate. The house, built as a guesthouse 
around 1900 and attributed to Stanford 
White, is small and sits low on the ground. 
“It’s really a cottage,” says Mrs. Guttilla, 
“and I don’t like to see shrubs and green- 
ery growing up against it.”” For that reason 
she took out all foundation planting in the 
front (opposite) and replaced it with a few 
dwarf rhododendrons, some hostas, vibur- 
num and myrtle. She also designed the 
flagstone patio to go right up to the edge of 
the ‘“‘cottage”’ (see preceding pages) because 
she did not want plants and flowers to 
obscure the outline in the back. “Plants in 
pots stand away from the exterior walls 
and don’t realiy hide the shape,” she says. 
Her knack for what’s appropriate pre- 
vailed in the perennial beds around the

brick terrace too. (The brick terrace opens 
from the garage by way of French doors, 
above.) “I wanted cottage-garden flowers 
for these beds,”’ she says. “‘It’s very easy to 
be grand in a garden, but this is not a 
grand house.” The flowers are white, pale 
blue and pink, mixed in with some silver- 
leaved plants. Mary MacDonald, a land- 
scape designer who was Mrs. Guttilla’s 
partner in creating the gardens, calls these 
beds the ghost garden. “I think a range of 
white to lavender is better for small 
spaces,” says Mrs. Guttilla, who has found 
in her years as an interior designer that too 
many bright colors are overpowering. In 
the “ghost garden” beds Mrs. Guttilla and 
Ms. MacDonald planted geraniums, beard- 
ed iris (a variety called ‘Shimmering 
Cream’), lavender, baptisia, aquilegia, di- 
anthus, woolly lamb’s ears, artemisia, 
snow-in-summer and gypsophila. Around 
mid-July they add annuals—blue salvia, 
white nicotiana, anemones—to fill in when 
the perennials begin to fade. @

n its application to architecture, color speaks 
in many voices. It was just a whisper in the 
1950s and ’60s when the International Style 
was dominant and white buildings abound- 
ed. With the ’70s the voice became firmer, as 
the application of paint to building surfaces 
became more accepted. What at the time 
was primarily painted color has, in the ’80s, 
swelled to a crescendo of possibilities for 
color in both building materials and surface treatment. 

A new fascination with texture has led to the revival of faux 
finishes: faux bois, faux marble and sometimes faux for the fun 
of it. Now faux is so liberated that it doesn’t have to pretend to 
be something else: It’s a painting in and of itself. In addition, 
there are many new products that look like something else: 
laminates that simulate marble, granite, wood, metal, even 
cork. There is also a growing excitement about the natural col- 
ors and surfaces of materials, which are often used in surprising 
juxtapositions. The abundance of options has sometimes led to 
an anything-goes application of color, with approaches chang- 
ing as often as hemlines. But the most 
successful exploration of color is still 
based on clear expressions of architec-

Architects are also looking beyond landscape and cli- 
mate to lessons from artists in the use of color and 
materials. Architects like Frank Gehry and Rem Kool- 
haas are reinvigorating Cubist and constructivist tradi- 
tions. Mr. Gehry often uses a collage of colorful 
materials. In a recent 
house he has used 
copper, lead, stone 
and plywood to em- 
phasize the sculptural 
relationships of indi- 
vidual rooms. These 
and other approaches 
to color are enriching 
our cities and houses.

t’s one thing to spend all weekend 
cooking when the days are cold 
and gray and the calendar says 
February; it’s quite another to 
watch your guests play tennis and 
sunbathe while you toil away in 
the kitchen.

We 
asked husband and wife team Susan and 
David Liederman (co-owners of New York 
City’s Chez Louis restaurant and David’s 
Cookies) how they manage a grinding 
work week followed by successful—and 
fun—dinner parties. ““We entertain almost 
every weekend at our country house in 
upstate New York,” says Mrs. Liederman, 
a former actress and journalist. “And 
while we cherish our leisure time together 
with our two school-age daughters, week- 
ends are also the time when we can visit 
with our friends.”’ The Liedermans believe 
that the key to a fun party is good food 
served simply and unpretentiously. Like 
the bistro-inspired fare at their popular 
Manhattan restaurant, the lamb, chicken 
and beef on the menus here are marinated 
to tenderize and season them, then grilled 
to deepen flavors even more. Summertime 
favorites like corn on the cob, new potatoes 
and zucchini and yellow squash are also 
cooked over—or in—the coals.

alads are simple, but amply 
flavored with lots of fresh 
herbs and pungent greens. (If 
everything is garden-fresh, it 
needs little or no embellish- 
ment.) The Liedermans are 
great wine aficionados and 
keep a good supply on hand so that there 
are plenty of choices. They often serve 
white wines from Germany, since they 
tend to be light and low in alcohol. And, 
ahhh, dessert! The strawberry and peach 
confections here are so good you won’t 
even feel guilty eating them. With the 
chicken menu, the Liedermans like to 
serve make-it-yourself sundaes and cones 
(not pictured). They offer several kinds of 
ice cream, hot fudge and butterscotch 
sauces, and toppings like fresh berries, 
chopped nuts, toasted coconut, whipped 
cream and—anyone’s childhood favorite— 
milk chocolate-coated caramels. Who 
could resist? 

“If the guest list exceeds eight, I use 
paper plates,” says Mrs. Liederman. “But 
I prefer to use real flatware (not sterling: 
no silver polishing for me on weekends!), 
and I always choose sturdy winegiasses 
that will fit into the dishwasher and linens 
that need no special laundering. That way,

WINES 

Shellfish, the sea and 
summer—in our minds they 
all belong together at this time 
of year. To us the mere words 
conjure up images of 
clambakes after a hot day at 
the beach, picnics of shrimp 
salad sandwiches on shady 
terraces, dinners under the 
stars with as much lobster as 
we can eat. And with each, a 
bottle of a cold, zingy, 
refreshing white wine—but 
not the same one, of course. 

Despite the fact that we tend 
to think of shellfish as a 
group, they actually have quite 
different tastes and textures. 
Mussels and clams, with their 
briny flavor, need wines with 
high acidity and savory 
character, such as the 1985 
Clos du Bois Flintwood 
Chardonnay (about $12) or 
the ’86 Henri Laroche Chablis 





(about $12). Rich, succulent 
oysters need wines that offer a 
sharp contrast—an ’85 Pouilly- 
Fumé de Ladoucette (about 
$14) or an '87 Hogue Cellars 
Fumé Blanc (about $6), for 
example. Crab and lobster are 
sweeter, and are enhanced by 
a buttery Chardonnay, like the 
°85 Trefethen (about $15) or 
the ’85 B.R. Cohn Olive Hill 
Vineyard (about $12). And 
shrimp has a delicate 
sweetness complemented by a 
fruity-crisp Johannisberg 
Riesling, such as the °87 
Freemark Abbey (about $8), 
or an aromatic, dry California 
Chenin Blanc, such as the ’87 
Hacienda Clarksburg or the ’87 
Callaway Morning Harvest 
(both about $6). 

If you’re serving any of the 
above as an appetizer, 
however, there is one wine 
that will suit them all—a very 
fresh, very dry, very cold fino 
sherry such as Tio Pepe or 
Domecg La Ina (about $10). 








SPANISH 
BARGAINS 


When our friends ask us to 


recommend red wines, we 
know what they really want— 
“just a few good wines I can 
always count on that don’t 
cost too much.” The truth is 
that everybody needs—even 
we need—a list like that. 
We've found that certain 
wines from Spain’s Rioja 
region offer consistently good 
values. Light-bodied, smooth 
from extended barrel aging, 
scented, dry and piquant in 
flavor, they cost from $5 to $7. 
Best bets are vintages from ’82 
to ’85. Reservas, which are 
aged longer, are not always 
worth the extra dollars. Look 
for Vifia Cumbrero and Vifia 
Monty from Bodegas 
Montecillo, Anares and Cerro 
Afion from Bodegas Olarra, 
Castillo de Ygay from Marqués 
de Murrieta, Vifia Tondonia 
from Lopez de Heredia, 
Reserva 904 from La Rioja Alta, 
and Vifia Real 
from CVNE.

And it’s definitely 
more refreshing. 

Though a rich red wine 
served too cold is unpleasantly 
astringent because the tannins 
stand out, a red served too 
warm tastes soupy, and the 
alcohol stands out. Many wine 
lovers know that light reds 
such as Beaujolais are best 
served on the cool side. Take 
our advice and cool down 
other fine red wines too. Just 
put the bottle in the 
refrigerator for about 15 
minutes or in an ice bucket 
(filled with a mixture of ice 
and water) for about 5 
minutes. The bottle will be 
slightly cool to the touch. & 
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S your cholesterol level 15 healthy, eggs can be your 
best friend when it comes to quick cooking. My artist 
Jriend Elaine first served these herbed eggs to me one 
sunny summer morning at the beach. The dish was

QO Drop about 12 rounded teaspoonfuls of 
dough evenly over the fruit, leaving spaces be- 
tween. Cover and simmer 20 minutes over low 
heat, until biscuit topping looks dry on top or 
springs back when gently pressed. Remove from 
heat, sprinkle with nutmeg sugar and serve 
warm. Serves 6.

Sea- 
son with salt. Let sauce stand 2 hours at room temperature (or up to 12 
hours in the refrigerator) to marry flavors. 

QO In a large nonaluminum pan combine marinade ingredients. Add 











steak and marinate at room temperature at least 2 hours, or in refrigera- 
tor up to 8 hours. 

O Bring steak to room temperature; discard marinade and grill steak 4 
to 6 inches from hot coals, 5 minutes per side or to desired doneness. 
To serve, spoon sauce onto serving platter. Slice steak across the 
grain into 1/4-inch slices and place slices in an overlapping pattern over 
sauce.

GARDEN SCHEME 
Shown on pages 62 and 63 


The odd-shaped backyard was bricked in 
to form a patio, which serves as an exten- 
sion of the small house. French doors open 
from the dining area onto steps that lead 
down to the new patio. 

The brick was laid out in a simple pat- 
tern (below): 19 rows of standard long, 
narrow bricks placed horizontally, alter- 
nating with 2 rows of shorter, squatter 
ones placed vertically. The rows of shorter 
bricks stretching from side to side make 
the patio seem wider than it is, according 
to designer Robert K. Lewis. 

Edging the brick area are mature privet 
hedges and perennial borders with blue, 
pink and white flowers. Because the own- 
ers are constantly moving plants around, 
each year the perennial borders are differ- 
ent. The borders contain delphinium, iris, 
veronica, dianthus, peonies, monkshood, 
phlox, daylilies, baptisia, balloonflowers 
and astilbe. Bushes—bayberry, butterfly 
and hydrangea—soften the corners of the 
house and garden shed. 

For this lush setting, Mr. Lewis custom- 
designed the patio furniture—the chaises 
with 6-inch dovetailed corners and a table 
with a Chippendale fretwork top.

_] What were these seven-inch-high china pots used for? They are 
marked “Spode, New Stone.” The flowers are blue and gold. Each pot 
has handles, an inner lining bowl and a cover. —J. P., Holiday, Fla. 


You own a 
pair of cool- 
ers, which, in 
the early 
1800s, were 
also known as 
fruit coolers, 
ice pails or 
wine coolers. 
When bottled ve on ne. 

wine or fruit was served in the dining room, it was cooled in 
containers like these. Ice or cold water was placed in the bottom 
pot. Your pair was made about 1820, at the Spode factory in 
Staffordshire, England. The Spode company named them “‘Dres- 
den Shape Icepails.”” The mark “Spode, New Stone’? was used 
about 1822, and referred to a ceramic that we now call ironstone. 
Coolers were made for a short period of time and have become 
quite rare. Your pair would sell for $3,000 in an antiques shop. 


LJ My 24-inch-high bronze figure of a woman and a poodle is 
marked ‘“Embrasse/Salon des Beaux Arts, Vander Straeten.”” Who 
was the artist? And where was it made? 

—I. V., Ann Arbor, Mich. 


Georges Van Der Straeten, 
who made your bronze fig- 
ure, was born in Belgium in 
1857. He went to law school 
and studied sculpture at 
night. He decided to become 
a professional artist, not a 
lawyer, and by the mid 
1870s was well known in 
Brussels as a sculptor. He 
moved to Paris, France, and 
became very successful mak- 
ing portrait busts of impor- 
tant people and sculptures of 
peasant girls and Parisian la- 
dies. His figures were cast in 
bronze under the seal of the 
Societe de Bronzes de Paris. Most were made from 1880 to 1890. A 
large bronze depicting an alluring woman by Vander Straeten 
would sell for more than $7,000. 








_] How old and how valuable is my brass coal scuttle? The handles 
are made of black wood. It is about 16 inches high. Can you tell me 
where and when it might have been used? 

—J.H., Jr., Destrehan, La. 


Eighteenth- and 19th-century 
heating stoves used two types of 
fuel, coal and wood. Coal was 
the favored fuel in England be- 
cause wood was scarce. The 
abundant forests in America 
made logs the favored source of 
heat here. Your brass coal scut- 
tle is probably from England. 
Many attractive holders were 
made to hold coal near the 
stove. They were usually made of brass, other metals that were 
painted and wood. The scuttle is a special-shaped coal holder that 
was popular in the late 19th century. Yours is worth about $750. 


LJ My slant-top desk is very old. It is made of a light wood. I’m 
told it is birch. Where and when was this type of desk popular? 
—P.T., Albany, Ca. 


The desk as we know it today 
gradually evolved from a writ- 
ing box on a frame in the late 
1600s. William and Mary 
desks had long legs and often 
had only one drawer. It be- 
came obvious that much more 
storage space could be incor- 
porated into the design if the 
legs were short and drawers 
were added beneath the slant- 
ed writing surface. Designers 
improved the desk by adding many small cubby holes on the inside 
to store small papers. By 1800 a large cupboard that held books 
was put on top of the desk, and the combination was called a secre- 
tary-desk. Your desk has a curved serpentine front and ball and 
claw feet. Both mark the work of a sophisticated cabinetmaker. 
The desk was probably made in the Massachusetts area sometime 
between 1750 and 1770. It is worth $10,000 or more, depending on 
the quality of the interior and the overall condition of the piece. 
Any major repair, like replaced legs or drawers, would make it 
worth less.

t’s common knowledge that fashion 
editors learn what’s new by watching 
models in designer creations parade 
down the runways of Paris, New 

York or Milan. What most people don’t 

know, however, is that decorating editors 

also make spring and fall pilgrimages to 
scout the best new designs. Our mecca: the 

once-sleepy town of High Point, N.C., 
~ With its acres and acres of furniture show- 
rooms. Though it lacks the glamour of 
z Paris, the High Point market can be a 
= dazzler—as it was this spring, with the 
= debut of exciting furniture collections by 
° decorator Mark Hampton (right) and by 
S the owners of Pierre Deux, the style-setting 
2 French country stores. With such a banner 
~ year for creativity, I thought it was time to 
take the readers of this column “back- 
stage’ and share some of the adventures 
we had as we scouted the furniture you’ll 
be seeing—in the magazine and, very soon, 
in stores near you. 

In the old days, one of the first things a 
greenhorn editor learned about High Point 
° was to leave her high heels at home and 
Y bring the most comfortable shoes she could 
= find. The other thing was to expect to be 
< inundated by vast quantities of rather 
= ghastly furniture, always in matched 
S suites, of course. Those were the days 
6 when we joked about “furniture by the 
= pound”—heavy Mediterranean pieces with 
<= so much molded detailing that we rea-

soned that the heavier it was, the more the 
public valued it. Back then, there was a 
huge “taste gap” between what was de- 
signed for the retail market and what was 
designed to be sold through designer show- 
rooms, and it seemed as unbridgeable as 
the well-publicized ‘“‘generation gap.” But 
a funny thing has happened on the way to 
the 1980s, and to me the best illustration of 
the dramatic shift in the marketplace is a 
story told by Pierre Moulin, who, with 
Pierre LeVec, makes up Pierre Deux. 
When Henredon approached Mr. Mou- 
lin about designing a furniture collection, 
his first instinct was to demur. “Ever since 
I came to America 35 years ago, I de- 
spaired at what I saw in the department 
stores that was called French provincial,” 
he explains. “It was so different from the 
charming country furniture I knew in 
France.” Wary of de- 
signing for the mass 
market, he told Henre- 
don he was interested 
in doing only an au- 
thentic line, with pieces 
reproduced from the 
antiques in his own per- 
sonal collection and his 
shops. His other re- 
quirement was quality. 
“Perhaps you are not 
interested in working 
with me,” he told Hen- 
redon. But the manu- 
facturer was avidly 
interested and in fact 
had come to Pierre 
Deux in search of the 
very quality and indi- 
viduality Mr. Moulin had in mind. 
Further proof that the “taste gap” is 
narrowing: this year’s inspiring collection 
by Mark Hampton for Hickory Chair, fea- 
turing the classic English country pieces 
we’ve been looking for, including the items 
above, copied from pieces in his home. “I 
consider this collection to be very person- 
al,’ says Mr. Hampton, “‘a representation 
of the things that I’m terribly fond of.” 
Though Mark Hampton and Pierre 
Deux stole the headlines this market, the 
way had been paved by other industry pio- 
neers, such as designer Jay Spectre, whom

The 
credit for its narrowing 
is due to the manufac- 
turers but also in a 
large part to you, our 
readers, who have been 
seeking out quality and 
absorbing everything 
you can about design. 
No longer are you and I 
willing to accept 
matched suites of unin- 
spired ‘no risk” design. 
We want furniture that 
looks as if we’ve col- 
lected it over generations, each piece tell- 
ing its own unique and wonderful story. 
And that’s just the sort of furniture we’ll 
be seeking out at High Point and showing 
you in the magazine. At House Beautiful, 
we think that good design shouldn’t be a 
luxury, but an essential element of afford- 
able everyday decorating.

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BEYOND WALLPAPER 


ADDING SAND TO PAINT, BORROWING PANELS FROM OLD PORCH CEILINGS, 
USING BLUEPRINTS AS WALLPAPER—ALL MAKE WALLS INTERESTING 


By JOHN F. SALADINO 
hat’s obvious is usually 
what’s easy. But the 
less than obvious can be 
a whole lot more inter- 
esting—and for walls that generally 
means something other than wallpa- 
per. Rather than jumping to wallpa- 
per as the solution to all 
wallcovering problems, consider 
some alternatives. 

For example, I am very fond of 
using linen on the walls. It can be 
backed with paper or acrylic or 
wrapped on floor-to-ceiling wall 
panels that have been covered with a 
quarter-inch layer of foam. When I 
do panels this way—if there is a generous 
budget—I’ll also have the fabric glued to 
the crown molding for a very luxurious 
fitted look that is still understated. 

Leather on the walls of a study or li- 
brary is also very luxurious, and leather 
panels are magnificent, especially if you 
cover the sofa in the room in matching 
leather. It ages beautifully. 

I sometimes also use flooring material, 
such as a very tightly woven sisal that is 
the color of new wheat, on the walls. On 
occasion, I’ve covered the floor with it, 
too, and then laid an informal Oriental rug 
on top so that a great deal of sisal shows 
around the border of the carpet and acts as 
a frame. Sisal provides a neutral back- 





ground as well as an interesting texture; 
furthermore, it disguises nail and tack 
marks. W covered with sisal are ex- 
traordinarily practical in rooms for teen- 
agers, wher f things can be tacked 
up. And i recommena sisal as a

covering for the walls of art collectors too. 

Look for subtle solutions rather than 
explicit ones. Old-fashioned wood porch- 
ceiling paneling is a particularly good ex- 
ample. It was used often in the 19th 
century for porches and for wainscoting in 
Victorian houses. It can be used as an 


architectural wallcovering in kitch- 
ens or in bathrooms. It’s inexpensive 
and gives a great patterned look; it 
can be painted or left natural to oxi- 
dize. And if you have a water-dam- 
aged ceiling, you can just put the 
paneling right over the ruined Sheet- 
rock or plaster. 

People of a certain age will recog- 
nize this type of paneling from turn- 
of-the-century summer houses. Or 
you may even remember it from an- 
tique trains in which the grooved 
paneling was used as the car siding. 
It can be made to look very beautiful 
today with a coat of high-gloss white 
paint or pickled with a semi-trans- 
parent white or light gray stain. For a 
pickled look, I recommend Olympic Stain, 
especially numbers 901 and 911. 

Another way to give interest to walls 
without relying on the corner wallpaper 
store is to add man-made sand (available at 
paint stores) to paint. Or you could even 
use real sand. Either way, I like sand be- 
cause it masks the flat two-dimensional 
look of Sheetrock, especially in newer 
houses that may not have high-quality con- 
struction. The finish is like a light-finish 
stucco, a nice background if you’re trying 
to keep the house somewhat informal. I’ve 
seen it used often in California, where peo- 
ple are predisposed to light furniture. Cer- 
tainly the texture would look good in New 
England with American painted furniture, 
or even in a modern high-rise. I once de- 
signed 110,000 square feet of offices with 
sand-finished white-painted walls to give 
the impression of a kind of Shaker interior. 
Thomas Jefferson had sand added to the 
beige paint on the exterior woodwork of sev- 
eral of the University of Virginia’s build- 
ings. He was trying to imitate sandstone.

The sand-mixed coat of paint should be 
put on after the prime coat. Then the last 
coats, or finish coats, should have no sand 
in them, so the final texture is softer in ap- 
pearance. You should never put sand on 
anything other than a flat surface (unless 
you are Thomas Jefferson)—and definitely 
not on moldings or doors! But you could 
apply it to a ceiling, particularly if you 
wanted to cover imperfections. In any 
event, all the trim should be satin or high- 
gloss finish. For sand-painted walls you 
should always use a flat-finish paint, and 
light, neutral colors look best. 

The fact is, I love paint, but I’m suggest- 
ing other options for variety. For example, 
in my son’s sitting room I used brown 
wrapping paper—the kind you see at the 
post office. It’s a very handsome and inex- 
pensive wallcovering that can be hung in 
the conventional way, then sprayed with 
the same fixative that artists use to pre- 
serve charcoal drawings. My son’s paper 
has been up now for nine years—which 
attests to its endurance. 

I also like to cover wails with old prints 
that you’d find at a flea market or in sec- 
ond-hand bookstores. If the prints are all 
the same size, they can be staggered brick- 
fashion, so the wall will look rusticated 
once it’s been sprayed with a clear lacquer. 
This treatment can be very handsome in a 
small space such as a foyer. 

If you really love handmade paper (as I 
do), you can go to an art supply store and 
buy gorgeous-quality watercolor paper in 
large sheets and glue them to the walls. 
But leave a tiny space of 1/8 inch or 1/4 
inch between the sheets, so that you create 
a wonderful rusticated pattern. Then paint 
over the paper with flat-finish paint. 

I’ve been in family rooms where walls 
have been covered with blueprints of the 
house, and that can be very amusing. And 
I was once in a powder room in which the 
walls were covered with snapshots of the 
family’s activities, of them canoeing, shoot- 
ing and horseback riding. All the photo- 
graphs were the same size and in sepia, so 
they made the room very beautiful, and, 
most important, all the frames were in 
beige wood. 

Speaking of beige and sepia, I once en- 


larged a great color slide that my brother 
had taken in Rome. It was of the courtyard 
of the Palazzo Senatorio on the Capitoline 
hill, and | h blown up eight feet high 
for all four wa the entrance foyer of 
an apartment ia color and the co- 
lossal fragments of the statue of Constan- 


tine were a startlingly dramatic sight as 
you exited from the elevator. 

I’m very keen on murals, too. And I’m 
not talking about the kind you see in piz- 
zarias—of moonlit evenings over Naples. 
I’m talking about murals that have some- 
thing to do with the indigenous quality of a 
house or apartment. “You may want to 
paint scenes of your own garden in the 
four seasons, or, inspired by a favorite 
painting, take a more abstract approach 
and have a pale or faded landscape done. 

I’m fond of stenciling if it doesn’t get 
cutesy. If, for example, you make a person- 
al stencil that has something to do with 
your family or your birth sign or favorite 
flower. Use the stencil as a bordering de- 
vice to run up the corners of a room and 
parallel to the crown and base moldings. 
You could then use the same stencil on a 
bedspread or a window treatment to create 
a custom look. A word of caution: Do only 
one room in your home! Too much stencil- 
ing will destroy the impact. 

What I’m suggesting is to expand your 
imagination. Look beyond immediate solu- 
tions. And if you still want wallpaper, 
choose from among the handsome varieties 
available. I like some of the new hand- 
blocked papers that have small patterns; 
they remind me of 19th-century interior 
book paper and can be beautiful in a small 
room. The papers I’ve seen on the market 
that really offend me are those that look as 
if they’ve been plucked from a pheasant or 
flayed off a leopard. And I particularly 
dislike wallpaper that is shiny. I remember 
in the ’70s, after the ‘“‘love children’ moved 
back to suburbia, kitchens were covered 
with bright daisies of enormous scale, usu- 
ally dancing across a shiny chrome Mylar 
background. May I never see that again! 

I find bedrooms covered wall to wall 
with huge cabbage roses very disturbing. I 
feel as if I’m in some sort of terrorized 
Woody Allen landscape in which giant 
cabbages are going to leap off the walls. 
For some, cabbage roses and ribbons rep- 
resent cozy; but for me, very strong pattern 
is aggressive and eclipses everything else in 
a room. I like big pattern, but I always 
confine it to toss pillows and draped tables. 

Whether you are a staunch traditionalist 
and want every room in the house wallpa- 
pered, or are at the other end and like the 
neutralized backgrounds of new-wave inte- 
riors, it is important that your entire home 
have the color and the pattern orchestrat- 
ed. The background color of one room 
should flow into the next, becoming a trim 
color or an upholstery color. The interior 
should be like music. There should be an 
overture, a prelude and a finale.

ome people shop in malls, some peo- 
ple shop by mail. J shop on trips. I 
gather as I go.

By ELIZABETH H. HUNTER 
or those of us 
passionate 
about the deco- 
rative arts, visit- 

ing historic houses has 
always been a gentle 
pursuit, free of shocks 
and surprises. We have 
known what to expect: 
priceless antiques in 
dimly lit rooms with 
every wall painted a 
“Williamsburg color.” 
And the design lessons 
we have brought home 
from these visits—espe- 
cially from Georgian 
and Federal houses— 
have been to keep our 
rooms sedate and to 
color them drab. 

No more. Today, vi- 
sual drama is the very 
reason to tour some of 
the country’s beautiful 
old houses. Radical 
change is fast occurring. In the last decade 
or so, curators and museum directors have 
embarked on the long task of re-creating 
the past with more and more accuracy. In 
the process, historians are overturning 
many decorating clichés and disproving 
some long-held myths about our forebears. 

The change you will notice most in re- 
stored Georgian and Federal houses is the 
difference in wall color. If that sounds mi- 
nor, guess again. People who lived between 


1750 and 1820, it turns out, did not at all 
like those muted, demure colors, as we had 
thought. Thanks to the dedicated use of 
new technology and scientific m ids for 
analyzing old paints, drab blues, ns

and golds are being replaced by shockingly 
bright Prussian blues, verdigris greens and 
intense yellows—all original to the houses. 
After so many years of seeing rooms from 
this period painted in somber colors, it 
comes as welcome relief to find the vibrant 
shades our ancestors really chose for their 
living room walls. 

In fact, some of these colors take a bit of 
getting used to. The verdigris green in the 
large dining room at Mount Vernon seems 
almost fluorescent in its intensity. And 
painting handsome old 18th-century panel- 
ing glossy lavender, as in the Wells-Thorn 
House in Historic Deerfield, Mass., will 
not appeal to everyone. But among the 


dozens of extraordinary 
colors used at Home- 
wood, in Baltimore, 
there is undoubtedly 
one you will want to try 
in your own home. 
Equally inspiring are 
The George Read II 
House in New Castle, 
Del., and the Gover- 
nor’s Palace in Colonial 
Williamsburg. Almost 
anywhere you travel 
along the East Coast in 
the next few years, 
you’re sure to find a 
historic house whose 
wall colors have been 
uncovered, analyzed 
and restored to their 
original brightness. The 
tour we have put to- 
gether here, concen- 
trating on five 18th- 
and early-19th-century 
houses, makes a jour- 
ney of a week or two, 
but it’s also easy enough to choose a couple 
of houses for weekend trips. 


Mount Vernon Shows Its True Colors 
Image and color go hand in hand. As 
soon as we realize that bright colors were 
commonplace in 18th- and early-19th-cen- 
tury houses, we begin to revise our opinion 
of the people who lived in them. George 
Washington is probably the best example. 
“The public’s perception of George Wash- 
ington was as a rather stilted character,” 
says Christine Meadows, curator of Mount 
Vernon since 1965. “And the colors that 
had been on the walls of his house for the

past hundred years—pale blues, putties 
and greens—certainly encouraged that 
thinking.” Anyone who has been to Mount 
Vernon lately, however, knows that the 
father of our country had a penchant for 
extremely bright hues—leaning toward the 
garish, perhaps. Miss Meadows has a the- 
ory about why intense blue—especially 
Prussian blue—was so popular in the 18th 
century. “Most of the furniture at the time 
was made of mahogany,” she explains, 
“and that particular shade of blue looks 
lovely with the rich, dark wood.” 

Completed in 1984, the paint restoration 
at Mount Vernon is among the most exten- 
sive and meticulous yet accomplished. Be- 
fore beginning work, Matthew J. Mosca, a 
paint historian and restoration expert, took 
more than 2,000 samples of original paint 
and varnish from the walls and woodwork 
of the house. After studying these samples 
under a microscope and putting them 
through chemical analysis, Mr. Mosca 
went on to study the household records 
that Washington kept. These showed what 
pigments had been bought for the last re- 
furbishing of the house. Mount Vernon has 
been able to afford what few other historic 
houses can: to buy pigments like those 
specified in Washington’s records and to 
mix them according to 18th-century for- 
mulas. The paint has been applied with 
traditional hog-bristle brushes. 

“When you hand-grind pigments,” says 
Miss Meadows, “tiny granules remain in 
solution. The light catches these granules 
and gives a luminous appearance to the 
walls.”” Miss Meadows points out that be- 
cause illumination—candles and lamps— 
was so scarce in the 1790s, anything that 
reflected light was quickly adopted. Light 
floors and white hearthstones were all part 
of the attempt to brighten interiors. Mr. 
Mosca’s research showed, by the way, that 
the floors at Mount Vernon had never been 
waxed or stained. They were lightly col- 
ored from repeated scrubbings with sand 
and are similar to the bleached and pickled 
floors we see in rooms today. ‘““The house 
is really quite beautiful at night,”’ says Miss 
Meadows. “With so many walls reflecting 
the light, the rooms become jewellike.” 


Redefining the Williamsburg Palette 
How appropriate that Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, which lent its name—willingly 
or not—to so many drab colors of the 30s, 
40s and ’50s should have been a pioneer in 
(Continued on page 47) 
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the color revolution that is transforming 
historic houses. The Governor’s Palace, 
which was completely overhauled in 1981, 
now has wall colors that are brighter and 
more consistent with what paint analysts 
have recently learned about 18th-century 
preferences. The ballroom is intense blue, 
and a suite of rooms upstairs is painted in a 
clear, strong green. 

At Colonial Williamsburg the process 
for re-creating these colors was completely 
different from any other used in a historic 
house. Because the building itself is a re- 
construction, built during the 1930s, there 
were no 18th-century paints to uncover 
and analyze. All evidence for the authentic 
colors came from a painstaking reading of 
old documents and from inventories taken 
when a governor died. Ingredients for the 
blue paint in the ballroom were listed in 
the inventory recorded after Governor Bo- 
tetourt’s death in 1770. 

Because ne paint ingredients were listed 
for the east chambers upstairs, the curators 
based their decision on other evidence. The 
inventory included green curtains and “8 
Green bamboo chairs with check’d Cush- 
ions.” Since it was common practice in the 
18th century to coordinate textiles and fur- 
niture with paint colors, the curators 
guessed that the walls were green, too. 
They also knew which green was used for 
japanning faux-bamboo chairs of the peri- 
od, and that led them to the shade now on 
the walls. 


Green Schemes in Baltimore, Md. 

In 1801, Charles Carroll, Jr., built 
Homewood on land an hour’s carriage 
drive from Baltimore. The house became 
part of Johns Hopkins University in 1902 
and served as an office and faculty club be- 
fore being closed in 1982 for restoration. 

A beautifully proportioned brick Feder- 
al house, Homewood has a classic facade 
that gives no indication of the elaborate 
color schemes within. The deep moss- 
green walls of the central hall, which is di- 
vided by a passageway of chromium 
yellow, reveal the first hint of how Charles 
Carroll, Jr., painted his country estate. Off 
the yellow passageway, which runs the en- 
tire 84-foot length of the house, are rooms 
of many colors: a melon kitchen, a robin’s- 
egg blue drawing room and a light green 
dining room. Few people today would 
have the courage to paint a central passage 
such an intense color, and yet one of the vi-

each vividly colored room into the bril- 
liance of the yellow. _ 

After seeing Homewood, you may never 
again be content with all-white moldings 
and woodwork. Certainly Mr. Carroll was 
not. In each of the public rooms he painted 
the walls one color, and the woodwork a 
contrasting shade, with white highlights. 
The moss green of the hall, for instance, 
has celadon and off-white for the wood- 
work. The drawing room has walls of blue 
with gray and pale gray woodwork. And 
the dining room walls are light green with 
deeper green and white trim. 

Don’t leave the house without taking 
note of the intricate marbleizing of the 
baseboards and the graining of the doors. 
For anyone who has been following the 
recent fashion for faux finishes, the tech- 
niques here will be of special interest. We 
might wonder why the Carrolls were 
forced to paint pine to resemble mahogany 
rather than buying the real thing, but Su- 
san Tripp, the director, points out that “at 
the time, it was thought more elegant to 
have something finely crafted, with a fancy 
finish, rather than a plain surface.” 


Rainbow Pastels in a Federal Mansion, 
New Castle, Del. 

New Castle is often compared to Wil- 
liamsburg, and it’s true that the stately 
courthouse standing on the south side of 
the green looks much like a Williamsburg 
building, but there are no costumed guides 
or tourist crowds, because the town is still 
blissfully undiscovered. And the small 
Georgian townhouses were built close to- 
gether, as you might expect in a small city, 
once a thriving 18th-century port. 

Among the small houses, The George 
Read II House, built between 1797 and 
1804, looks very grand indeed, as Mr. 
Read had originally intended. “He set out 
to impress his neighbors,’ says Timothy 
Mullin, the site administrator, pointing out 
the silver-plated hardware on all doors and 
the elaborately sculpted mantels. One of 
the most beautiful houses built on the At- 
lantic seaboard during the Federal period, 
the brick mansion was restored between 
1981 and 1985, and now its interior paint 
colors are splendid enough to match the 
architecture. With 13-foot-high ceilings, 
the rooms on the first floor have large 
expanses of wall space that show Mr. 
Read’s pastel colors to best advantage. The 
informal sitting room is painted salmon; 


the formal parlor, turquoise; the stairwell, 
lime sherbet; and the hall, “patent” yellow. 
“This yellow was so unusual when it was 
invented around 1770 that the makers pat- 


‘ ented the process,” says Mr. Mullin. Just 


30 years later, when Mr. Read painted his 
hall, this yellow was an American favorite. 

The paint authentication, also done by 
Matthew Mosca, was relatively easy be- 
cause the Read house had only one or two 
coats of paint, and the subsequent owners, 
after 1846, used wallpaper or canvas. The 
stenciled Greek key border around the top 
of the hall walls was almost completely 
intact, but the paint color had changed 
radically. The yellow had become mustard 
when the linseed oil in the original mixture 
darkened. And the turquoise in the parlor, 
a mixture of Prussian blue and verdigris 
green, had aged to gray. 

The rooms on the second floor were not 
painted colorfully, probably because Mr. 
Read ran out of money. Here, everything is 
white—a startling contrast to the vivid 
hues in the public rooms. 


A Blue House in Historic Deerfield 

Historic Deerfield, Mass., comes close to 
everyone’s fantasy of the perfect New En- 
gland village. All along The Street, as the 
main thoroughfare is called, dignified 
18th- and 19th-century houses face each 
other, many of them dark and forbidding 
in natural wood, others brighter and 
friendlier in white and cream. 

The only jarring note on the entire street 
is the Wells-Thorn House, painted an un- 
likely sky blue. The architectural propor- 
tions of its 1751 facade—its shape and 
windows—look proper enough. But the 
color, which Deerfield locals describe as 
“the inside of a swimming pool,” seems to 
be completely out of place. And yet, that 
tropical blue is just as authentic as the 
surrounding whites and creams. When un- 
covered and analyzed by Frank S. Welsh, a 
historic paint consultant, in 1983, the paint 
was found to be a mixture of Prussian blue 
pigment and white lead. 

Like all curators who are reconstructing 
the past, those at Historic Deerfield en- 
gaged in a lot of detective work. Important 
clues led them to colors for the front par- 
lors and upstairs chambers that are less 
gaudy than the exterior colors but no less 
surprising. The paneling in the south par- 
lor, for example, has been painted a lush 
shade of lavender with a glossy overglaze. 
The mid-18th-century raised panels were 
stripped of all paint in 1963, but large 
patches of lavender that had dripped be- 
hind the moldings and were left undis-

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CULTIVATE YOUR GARDEN YEAR-ROUND WITH 
PERSONAL ARRANGEMENTS OF DRIED FLOWERS

Autumn is the tradi- 
tional season of har- 
vest, and flowers are 
among its most im- 
portant crops. Ar- 
ranged in bowls or 
vases, they'll give you 
pleasure for days; dri- 
ed, they can be en- 
joyed for years. 

On a table in Victor 
Nelson’s living room 
is a small bell jar. Un- 
der its protective glass 
a tiny arrangement of 
roses is perfectly fro- 
zen in time. There are 
a great many ways to dry flowers, but this 
New York City gardener has discovered the 
newest one. He takes flowers such as little 
sweetheart roses and dries them forever—in 
two minutes. He uses a microwave. 

Microwave drying is a speeded-up ver- 
sion of conventional desiccant preserving. 
A desiccant is a material that absorbs 
moisture. You come in contact with it 
when you buy a camera, a small radio or a 
bottle of vitamins. Included inside is a little 
packet labeled “Do not eat.” The packet 
contains silica gel, a fine sandlike powder 
available at floral supply houses and hobby 
and craft stores. Alum, borax or sand are 
familiar substitutes. 

In the traditional drying process, flowers 
are set in a cookie tin half-filled with a des- 
iccant; more is sprinkled on to cover them 
(use a fine paintbrush to sweep the desic- 
cant around delicate petals). Then the con- 
tainer is sealed and put away for a week. 

Mr. Nelson’s method calls for a micro- 
wave baking dish. He pours in silica gel to 
cover the bottom, lays the flowers in place 
and covers them with additional gel. A 
two-minute microwave “zap” is usually 
sufficient, but Mr. Nelson suggests experi- 
menting to find the setting and duration 
your particular flowers need. Among the 
best microwave drying candidates are 
roses, narcissus, zinnias, marigolds, calen- 





dulas, delphinium, 
freesias, even orchids. 

If you don’t have a 
microwave or are not 
in a hurry, the sim- 
plest way to dry flow- 
ers is still to hang 
them upside down in 
a warm, airy place, 
such as an attic. Col- 
lect cut flowers and 
tie them to wire hang- 
ers. Don’t bunch up 
your specimens; you 
want the air to circu- 
late. Blossoms that 
will air-dry effectively 
include globe ama- 
ranth, lavender, statice, roses, yarrow, tan- 
sy and strawflowers. 

For large or heavy flowers such as hy- 
drangeas, proteas or even artichokes, you'll 
need a drying rack, which you can make 
by stapling chicken wire to a crude wood 
frame. Simply slip stems of flowers 
through the mesh or lay flowers and stems 
across this homemade rack to air-dry. 

Another way to preserve flowers is by 
pressing them. I keep an old phone direc- 
tory that I’ve pressed into service, but any 
paper will do, as long as something heavy 
and flat can keep the paper sandwich 
weighted down. 

Nearly every flower will press well, ex- 
cept, perhaps, fleshy or double-size blos- 
soms like peonies. Pansies are a consistent 
favorite because their form looks wonder- 
ful flattened and they retain much of their 
color. Single fuchsia flowers, ferns and au- 
tumn leaves can be preserved this way too. 
Eventually, the colors will fade, but the 
warm browns, tans and beiges that these 
flowers turn are also lovely. 

Cleaning an everlasting bouquet is a del- 
icate operation. I’ve found that blowing 
gently through a straw is effective; so is a 
feather duster or a soft artist’s paintbrush. 
Or you may just place your precious ar- 
rangements in a dust-free environment, un- 
der glass, the way Victor Nelson does.

Ce he new house 
in Westport, 


Connecticut, 
is an arresting 
sight. Passing cars brake for a 
good long look, while local people 
tell their friends to watch for it. 
The reason for the special atten- 
tion, and a reason House Beautiful 
and the American Wood Council 
designated this the “Best Small 
House ’88,” is the strong, almost 
mythic, first impression. People 
think: Where have I seen this 
house before? In a Shaker village? 
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On a mill stream? In a storybook? 
Architect Bruce Beinfield of 
Beinfield Wagner & Associates in 
Norwalk, Conn., who created the 
1,800-square-foot design with part- 
ner Jonathan Wagner, speaks of 
“the essence of houseness” they 
sought to capture. The notion of a 
building whimsically celebrating 
itself is not uncommon among 
American architects in their thir- 
ties, such as these two, educated in 
the heyday of postmodernism. 
Robert K. Lewis, the decorator 
chosen for his sure hand at balanc- 


ing the old and the new, says he 
was inspired by the exciting height 
of the rooms and the nautical tra- 
dition of the area. Mr. Lewis gave 
the living room the snap of a yacht 
pennant with stripes and a check- 
erboard curtain border that plays 
off the architectural motif. 

The design competition called 
for an all-wood design that suits 
any suburb in the country, con- 
tains luxurious amenities and tra- 
ditional ‘“‘romantic” touches, and 
makes every square inch count.

field and Jonathan 
Wagner pay homage to the Colo- 
nial-style architecture so popular 
in the New England region. Their 
training, however, makes them 
contemporary interpreters, not 
strict imitators. They updated and 
revitalized the Colonial tradition 
in several ways. On the exterior, 
for instance, the two architects fat- 
tened the historic column and dou- 
bled the traditional fence post. 
Inside, the stair railings and mold- 
ings are exaggerated. In the tight 
space, the warm comfort of wood 
and the careful detailing add char- 
acter and a feeling of luxury. 

In fact, it’s the confident hand of 
the architects with the stair rail- 
ings and balcony details that gives 
the small house so much presence. 
Vertically unified by the stairways 
that draw both the eye and the 
visitor up to the combination guest 
bedroom and study at the top of 
the house (opposite), the pastel col- 
ors, fanciful newel posts and pleas- 
ing picket-fence references say 
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welcome. This may be a small 
house, but the interior architecture 
makes up for lost square inches. 
You don’t see any compromise in 
this ““Best Small House.” 
Although no one has yet lived in 
it, a Westport-bred House Beauti- 
ful editor who spent weeks ready- 
ing the house for photography 
feels she knows what that will be 
like. ‘“The daylight pours in,” says 
Jody Thompson-Kennedy, “and at 
night the vast heights don’t seem 
empty at all because the lighting is 
so good. The little dining room 
and kitchen windows give you 
cropped postcard views of houses 
across the road or a bird winging 
by. Lying in bed in the master bed- 
room suite, you look up at the far- 
away lavender ceiling with its 
dormers and you feel calmed and 
restored. The catwalk getaway lo- 
cated on the top floor was a favor- 
ite place for me to relax—way up 
there seeing the colors of the sun- 
set out the window. I think the 
landscape likes this house.”

top sheets tied onto curtain rods with 
strips cut from another sheet. The crisp 
wallcovering is more sheets, simply stapled 
to the wall studs. Ms. Emmerling recruited 
ruffled pillow shams to cover the chair seat 
cushions, then tied them on with bows. 
And from a plaid fitted sheet she cut a 
round tablecloth, which she hemmed and 
trimmed with piping made from a striped 
sheet (ready-made braid would be even 
easier).

bed—where most people think sheets be- 
long?

t’s very strange to buy a house from a picture,” says New 

York City quilt and antiques dealer Thomas K. Woodard. 

But when he and his partner, Blanche Greenstein (above), 

signed the check for this National Register Federal house, 

a photo is about all they had. The “house” was nothing 

more than a pile of posts, beams, bricks and moldings 
stored in two trailer trucks. Yet even that knockdown form was 
little short of a miracle. Built in 1789 in Fali River, Mass., the 
Federal house had been slated for demolition by the local power 
company. When the town couldn’t raise funds to save it, they 
called The Weather Hill Restoration Company, a group of skilled 
preservationists that dismantles and saves endangered old houses. 
When a new owner is found, the Vermont crew rebuilds, using 
antique tools and time-honored techniques. >

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wouldn’t need to alter the original stairway—which was a few 
inches narrower than building code standards. And they lined the 
hearth’s old bricks with new fireproof ones, “leaving a few chinks 
loose so the building inspectors could see that we’d followed the 
rules,” explains Mr. Woodard. 

But in the house’s rear wing, the new owners adopted other 
principles. Originally, this “L”’ was an architecturally ramshackle 
series of shedlike rooms built before the impressive Federal front. 
Instead of re-creating such a rabbit warren of rooms, Mr. Woodard 
and Ms. Greenstein decided to recycle all the old ceiling beams, 
chestnut floorboards and feather-edged sheathing to create one 
wide-open keeping room. ““We wanted an easy-going room where 
we could cook and friends could sit by the fire,” says Ms. Green- 


stein. Cleverly, they camouflaged their kitchen cupboards (and 
even the dishwasher) with antique-looking raised panel doors craft- 
ed by a Weather Hill woodworker. 

One reason why the two were so smitten by this house was its 
abundance of windows. In each Federal bedroom, for example, 
there are five, an exceptional number. “We didn’t want to be living 
in a dark old house,” says Mr. Woodard. Not surprisingly then, 
when making changes in the house’s rear “‘L,” they decided to add 
even more windows—a wall of French doors in the keeping room 
(which leads to a porch and, beyond, a pool). Upstairs, in the new 
master bedroom with a cathedral ceiling, multi-paned windows as- 
sure that the room is ablaze with light. Window shades, which are 
hidden by the moldings, can be pulled down for privacy.

that perches atop an unusual scalloped cupboard. “We love anything with a painted finish—especially if it’s white,” 
says Ms. Greenstein, noting that paint prevails on cupboards, Indian baskets and chairs. 





hen this house was first built in the 1780s, no doubt 
/ the family invited a group of friends to help with the 
work. The same camaraderie prevailed during its sec- 
ond post-and-beam raising in 1984. On site along with 
Tom Woodard and Blanche Greenstein were Weather Hill’s 
founders, Carolynne and Gregory Schipa, plus their children and 
the families of their joiners, masons and craftsmen. For a span of 
four months, e% vorked furiously, pausing for two impor- 
tant celebrations 1 ed by the Schipas. The first was “the wet- 
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ting of the bush,” a ritual that dates back to Druid times. When the 
post and beam framework is up (a task that was accomplished in a 
day), a live pine tree is nailed to the old wood so its spirit can pass 
into the house. Then, when the house is completed, comes “the 
hanging of the crane’”—fitting out the fireplace with its iron 
cooking crane for the hearth’s first fire. ‘““Both rituals are, of 
course, romantic excuses for a party,” says Mr. Woodard, who was 
more than happy to make the most of them. “It really made all our 
friends feel a special attachment to the house.”

A love affair 
with the past turns one 
young collector's 
cottage into an 
ever-changing home 





iven the warmth and quirky charm of 
this Westport, Conn., house, it’s no sur- 
prise that lots of people want rooms just 
like it. So they ask Leslie Allen, who 
lives here with her husband, Lloyd, to re-create 
the look in their homes. But Mrs. Allen gracious- 
ly refuses. She finds that her style doesn’t trans- 
plant .well, probably because it’s so instinctual. 
“People expect a decorator to pull a room togeth- 





er all at once,” she says, “and I don’t do that. I 
collect things I love slowly, then move them 
around—rearranging them over and over—until 
they all work.’’ Mrs. Allen improvises a lot. “If 
the furniture is really ugly,” she says, “I make a 
slipcover or put on a coat of white paint, until the 
right thing comes along. Clients don’t like that 
uncertainty.”” Floral fabric, Liberty of London;

Leslie Allen’s advice 
for do-it-yourself design: 
“Take it one step at a 
time, whether you’re buying 
sofa fabric or arranging 
things on a table.

verything I do is basically the same,” says 

Leslie Allen. ‘It may not look that way, be- 

cause I’m constantly changing things—putting

But it all comes down to a lot 
of patterns and a lot of things.” 

When she entertains, Mrs. Allen sets her table the 
same way. She puts antique linen cloths over floral table 
skirts, mixes napkins and uses different sets of china 
until she finds a combination she likes. This kind of 
table setting requires not only patience but also a large 
inventory of dishes, silver, glasses and linen. Mrs. AI- 
len, who has been collecting since she was 15, has about 








a dozen sets (not all complete) of ironstone, Fiesta 
ware, blue and white Asiatic china, enamelware and 
majolica to choose among. “‘None of it was expensive 
when I began,” she says. 

The Allens entertain a lot, especially in summer, 
when they can be outdoors. The house, which was built 
in the 1920s as a summer cottage, has two terraces, a 
garden and gazebo—all used for outdoor dining. The 
gazebo (right), built recently by the Allens with the help 
of some friends, has a platform made of stones taken 
from the yard and posts made from trees cut down on 
their property.

When Mrs. Allen 
sets her table with new 
china, it’s always a 
pattern that looks old— 
like the white grape plates 
on this brunch table 
(left).

f Leslie Allen has a motto, it’s this: If

But Mrs. Allen’s years as a stylist for tele- 
vision commercials have taught her how to 
edit, so she limits the objects “‘on display,” 
and the effect is never overwhelming. The 
only collection she doesn’t use regularly is 
her old floral fabrics found at flea markets 
and yard sales. “I have two closets full,” 
she says. “There just isn’t the right place 
for most of them yet, but I know that 
eventually Ill find it.” 

Even collectors with a passion for pat- 
terns and “things” must have visual relief, 
and for Leslie Allen it’s white paint.

WHICH GLASS 
TO RAISE? 


It's hard to believe that the 
taste of a wine can be im- 
proved by drinking it from 
the right glass—but it’s true. 
That’s because the shape and 
style of a wineglass can ac- 
centuate or diminish the 
scent and flavor of a wine. 
Sound dubious? Next time 
you open a bottle of fine red 
wine, first sample it from a 
tiny V-shaped cordial glass, 
then taste it from a generous 
tulip-shaped glass. It’s easy to 
see why the tulip glass with 
incurving sides is prefera- 
ble—filled halfway, it con- 
centrates and emphasizes the 
attractive smells of the wine. 
A narrow chimney-shaped 
glass, however, overempha- 
sizes the alcohol component 








of the wine and is difficult to

Champagne and sparkling 
wines: A tall, graceful flute 
(which can curve in or flare 
out) shows off and retains 
the bubbles best. 
Pinot Noirs and Chardon- 
nays: The classic grapes of 
Burgundy make sensuous, 
heady wines that need large 
(12- to 18-ounce) bowl- 
shaped glasses that dramatize 
the bouquet and invite you 
to sniff and savor the gener- 
ous flavors. 
Red Bordeaux, Cabernet 
Sauvignon and dessert 
wines: These are typically so 
powerful in flavor that over- 
size glasses exaggerate their 
character. Modest-size (8- to 
10-ounce) tulip- or egg- 
shaped glasses with incurv- 
ing sides are more flattering 
to the wine. Interestingly, 
these glasses are also excel- 
lent for delicate whites 
because the shape 
concentrates the fragrance. 
Crystal is lovely, but ex- 
pensive. Remember, it’s the 
shape that counts. And stick 
with plain designs—colored 
glassware obscures the ap- 
pearance of the wine.

turbed. This color was so unusual that 
Sara Chase, the paint specialist, had the 
pigments analyzed and found them to be a 
mixture of Prussian blue and red lead. 

In the north parlor, ornate paneling 
from 1800 or so has been painted a rosy 
salmon, and the walls above it are papered 
with a green swagged design. The rose col- 
or was original in this room, and the wall- 
paper, found in another house in Deerfield, 
is the same vintage as the paneling.

FAST MAGIC YOU CAN 
WORK ON FLOORS, 
WALLS AND FRAMES 


CHECKERBOARD FLOOR 





What you will need: a clean sanded floor, 
measuring tape, graph paper, pencil or 
chalk, straight edge, utility knife and oil- 
based paint. 

First, make a small-scale template of the 
room’s floor. Measure your room accurate- 
ly and draw the outline to scale on graph 
paper. Make several copies and experiment 
with the scale of the pattern and the size of 
the square until you find one that suits the 
room. (Large squares are more dramatic 
than smaller ones.) For instance, if your 
room is 7 feet wide, you might try a square 
of 14 inches, which will give you 6 squares 
across. See how 14 inches works for the 
length. If you have to end up with half a 
square, choose an end of the room where it 
will not be noticeable—under some cur- 
tains, perhaps. Or paint a narrow border at 
each end of the room. 

Mark out the square design on the floor 
with pencil or chalk. It is best to find the 
center of the room and to use this as a 
point of reference, working outward. 
Painting within the lines is not easy. One 
way to work is to screen off areas with 
masking tape, but you risk the possibility 
of damaging paintwork, so it is often better 
to score the wood very lightly by running a 
utility knife along the pencil marks. The 
slight indentation will prevent paint from 
running over the lines. 

Mix cadmium and viridian green paint 
into white for the green squares, and mix 
raw umber and black into the white to 
make an off-white for the white squares. 
Thin the first coat of paint with paint thin- 
ner so that it soaks into the wood and seals 
it without obscuring the grain. Apply 3 
more coats of paint in varying, purer tones 
of green and white and lightly drag it (that 
is, brush with a dry brush) in the direction 


of the grain. With each coat, allow some 
layers to show through. Finally, apply 
pure white over the white squares and drag 
to highlight them. Do the same with off- 
white over the green squares. Use a water- 
based acrylic varnish to seal the floor. It is 
not quite as tough as polyurethane, but has 
a far less yellowing effect. 


BASKET-WEAVE FLOOR 





This paint finish is a version of comb- 
painting, but instead of using a graining 
comb from the hardware store or cutting 
your own cardboard comb, use a squeegee 
made for washing windows. With a razor 
blade or utility knife, cut teeth in the 
squeegee, about | inch apart. Don’t try to 
make them exactly even. It is the slight ir- 
regularity of the pattern that gives the 
floor its charming handcrafted look. Ex- 
periment on a piece of white cardboard to 
see whether you prefer the effect of light 
paint over dark or vice versa. 

Paint the whole floor with the undercoat 
color, using hard enamel like latex semi- 
gloss. Let dry. Because you cannot comb 
the whole floor all at once, divide the floor 
into sections small enough to handle and 
mark these lightly in pencil. (These sec- 
tions should be only as large as you can 
comfortably reach.) Then, a section at a 
time, paint on the overcoat with a brush or 
roller, and while it is still wet, comb in one 
direction, then comb in the other for a 
basket-weave effect. To avoid any borders 
as you work the sections, try to match the 
cross-hatching of one section with that of 
the adjacent section. The floor should look 
as if it were combed all at once. 


FLORAL BORDER 





This technique combines the symmetry of 
stenciling with the softness of freehand 
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painting. Draw your design on a piece of 
cardboard, then trace over it with tracing 
paper. Turn the tracing paper over and, us- 
ing a very soft pencil, cover the back of the 
design with dark pencil marks. This will 
create a sort of carbon paper. Holding the 
tracing paper on the wall, trace over the 
design with a pencil. This will leave an out- 
line on the wall—a rough sketch to follow 
as you paint. 


UPHOLSTERED MIRROR FRAME 





Remove the mirror and backing from an 
oval frame. To pad the front and sides of 
the frame, use foam rubber or thick felt 
and attach with a staple gun. Fabric for 
covering the padded frame must be cut on 
the bias or it will not curve around the oval 
shape. Cut the bias strip wide enough so 
that it can go around the frame and be 
glued on the back. After gluing, make it 
doubly secure with a staple gun, then put 
back the mirror and backing. 

Streamers ‘from which the mirror ap- 
pears to hang are also cut on the bias. Cut 
each piece double width, then stitch to- 
gether and pull through so that the seam is 
inside. Since these streamers cannot really 
support the weight of the mirror, hang it 
with regular picture wire and hooks. 


ROSETTE 


The rosette is simply a double thickness of 
fabric rolled in somewhat the same way 
you might roll up a sash or soft belt for 
packing. The difference is that it’s rolled 
more tightly at first and the strip is gath- 
ered—or pleated—as you go around to 
give a soft effect. Roll 1 end (which will be 
the very center), then continue rolling and 
pleating until it is the size you want. Wrap 
thread around the pleats to hold them or 
baste in several places. & 
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(,ain control 
over the elements.

hen I first saw the house,”’ decorator Kay Ebert now 
admits, “I thought it was hopeless.’’ That didn’t faze 
Mrs. Ebert’s newly wed daughter and son-in-law, Al- 
lison and Bryan Wagner, who bought the dark, clut- 
tered bungalow in Fort Worth, Tex., as their first home.

An open kitchen lets the cook join the party 


he 1930s layout followed the convention of the period, 

with a front parlor, a formal dining room and an enclosed 

kitchen—a plan not at all compatible with the way today’s 

homeowners live and cook. “With both of us working,” 
Allison says, “our only time together is in the evenings. Now we 
don’t have to be separated while one of us is preparing dinner.” 
The open plan also works well for informal entertaining. Architect 
Weldon Turner managed this complete update in a simple, cost- 
saving way by extending the house from the old breakfast room 
rather than demolishing and rearranging the existing structure. In 
the old rooms he simply enlarged the doorways to open the space 
to light. “The fact that the house had not been tampered with over 
the years made it easier to preserve the charm of the old bungalow 
while adding on what was needed,” he explains. The Wagners now 
have today’s efficiency and the character of an old house.

ompleting a remodeling on sched- 
ule and within budget requires 
clear thinking and an artful bal- 
ance of priorities. How did Allison 
and Bryan Wagner succeed? According to 
architect Weldon Turner, the couple were 
sure about what they wanted from the start 
and were able to communicate their re- 
quirements. What’s more, they were will- 
ing to make trade-offs. They spent extra 
money on custom doors and windows, for 
example, but to compensate, they decided 
the guest bath would get only cosmetic

changes. Perhaps most important of all, 
the Wagners saved money in the long run 
with their up-front investment in good pro- 
fessional advice—from an architect who 
came up with a pleasing, relatively easy to 
execute design solution. Both the architect 
and owners credit the contractor, Jim 
Vreeland, with completing the job on time 
after four months of construction and 
within the budget set for the remodeling. 
“Especially when both husband and wife 
work,” Allison says, “‘it’s essential to have 
a really expert contractor.” 
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Shady and inviting, the new courtyard transforms the 
house’s old side yard—adding an outdoor room 


With two levels, the new side 
courtyard works equally well 
for intimate evenings and for 
overflow from large 
parties. Potted plants serve as 
an instant garden, and 
an old tree rising through the 
cutout in the new deck 
provides shade from the 
Texas sun. Sometimes it pays 
to invest in custom materials: 
To unite the addition with 
the old house, the Wagners 
paid extra for large-scale doors 
that extend six inches above 
standard ones. That means the 
doors now line up with the old 
windows (far left). Allison’s 
final word of advice? “Look for 
the potential and don’t be 
afraid to experiment.’ @

RENOVATION TAKES MORE THAN JUST SNAZZY DESIGN—IT TAKES INSIDE

e’ve simply got to remodel.” 

There it is, a simple state- 

ment but true. Perhaps you 

need more space. Maybe 
you'd like a new look. Whatever the rea- 
son, there’s a renovation looming in your 
future. And somewhere in the back of your 
mind there’s suddenly a twinge of fear. 
You're worried about ending up with a 
new space you won’t like. By mistake, the 
skylight might leak like a sieve. After all 
the best-laid plans, the dishwasher door 
might swing into the open oven door. Big 
fears or small, everyone has them—and 
with good reason. 


To avoid mishaps, you really need a 
sixth sense about your living spaces. It isn’t 
a matter of aesthetics, nor does it require 
the technical talents of an architect or a 
contractor. Instead, you need a practical, 
instinctive understanding of your existing 
space and what you want it to be. 

I like to call this feel-for-the-familiar 
“house sense.”” While architecture is often 
termed a visual art, remaking a home de- 
mands the use of other senses, too. Your 
ears and your sense of touch in particular 
can inform your insights. You know better 
than anyone what should be changed and 
what should be left alone. Your special 
knowledge can help the professionals who 
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actually do the renovation. If you can har- 
ness your unique understanding of the 
house and its needs, you’re more likely to 
live well with the results of renovation. 

Just for a moment, imagine that the pro- 
ject you’ve been considering is more than 
an idle dream. The designers and carpen- 
ters and electricians have come and gone. 
You and your family have lived through 
weeks of inconvenience, but the work is 
done. Finally. 

Follow the fantasy a little further. Your 
house is suddenly empty of the tools and 
materials that had seemed to obstruct your 
every step. A pile of bills still awaits you,

of course, but for now, forget the hassles of 
the immediate past and the mortgage 
charges of the indefinite future. Slow your 
pace and steal the opportunity just to take 
in what’s been done. You’ve earned this lit- 
tle pause and should truly savor it. 

Louise Acres found herself in just such a 
circumstance the day the addition to her 
home just outside Cleveland was finished. 
Her husband, John, wasn’t home from 
work yet, and both of their children were 
still at school. 

The place seemed preternaturally quiet 
as Louise wandered about the brand-new 
space, a combination family room and 
kitchen. She enjoyed the sensation of the 
warm winter sunlight pouring in, and con- 
gratulated herself on the wisdom of the 
window arrangement. But she began to feel 
a little uneasy. Something was amiss, 
though she couldn’t quite tell what. In the 
kitchen area she walked herself through 
preparation of a favorite dish, just to get 
the feel of her new environment. Then all 
at once, when her cast-iron frying pan fell 
to the floor, she heard and recognized the 
problem. Just to be sure, she spoke out 
loud, although she was alone: “Hello? Is 
there an echo here?” 

When the children got home, the TV 
went on. With dinner cooking amid the 
usual cacophony of conversations, Louise’s 
fears were fully realized: The place sound- 
ed like the loudest restaurant in the world. 

She and her husband discussed the prob- 
lem with their architect. He pointed out 
that the walls and ceiling were plaster, the 
floor was ceramic tile, the cabinets were a 
hard plastic laminate. All those surfaces 
were “‘live,”” he explained—they reflected 
sound. There were no “‘dead” surfaces to 
absorb noise. 

Louise and John solved their noise prob- 
lem easily. They put down a couple of area 
rugs and applied a layer of cork to a parti- 
tion wall. (The cork-covered wall actually 
enhanced family communications, as the 
wall quickly became papered with mes- 
sages and school bulletins and the odd A+ 
paper from fifth-grader Emily.) The con- 
tractor put an acoustic tile ceiling in the 
family room, the only item of major cost. 


LISTEN AND LEARN 
People who live near large airports don’t 


watch suspense shows on television. Expe- 
rience has shown them that just when Jes- 
sica Fletcher is about to reveal an impor- 
tant clue, the night flight to London roars 
overhead. The revelation about the butler 
and the bloodstain is lost, at least until the 
summer reruns. 

Unless your home is a cabin in the 
woods, chances are that noise pollution is a 
given in your life, whether from inside, as 
with the Acreses’ house, or from outside, 


THE SWEET SOUND OF SILENCE 
If your rooms seem to echo and you 
would like to turn down the volume in 
your house, try one or more of these 
strategies: 


Walls: Though significantly more ex- 
pensive than drywall, wet plaster walls 
provide much greater soundproofing. A 
double thickness of wallboard is anoth- 
er option to consider. 


Floors: Floor coverings insulate sound 
in any room, either wall-to-wall carpet- 


ing or area rugs. 


Windows: Shutters and curtains will 
help shut out sound. Better yet, avoid 
positioning windows where the sound 
exposure is greatest. 


Landscaping options: Certain kinds of 
plantings can make a difference, espe- 
cially evergreen barriers (effective year- 
round and fast-growers). Fences, too, 
can be of some value, though the most 
effective answer is often moving earth. 
An earthen wall may provide both 
sound and sight protection. 





as with the homes of those who live near 
airports. For most people, such problems 
won't dictate TY viewing habits, but the 
sound of rush-hour traffic, the bark of a 
neighbor’s German shepherd or some oth- 
er recurring noise is almost guaranteed. 
When you’re thinking about adding to 
or remodeling your house, consider the 
matter of noise. For example, if loud 
trucks pass your home during the day, 
make sure your designer is aware of them, 
too, when he arrives for an evening ap- 
pointment. That way, he won't plan a 
nursery room out front, and the baby 


won't be disturbed by the rumble of traffic. 

Whether you are new to your neighbor- 
hood or have lived there for years, make 
sure you know its aural peculiarities. If the 
new master bedroom you're planning will 
extend in a different direction from your 
present one, listen to the night noises. 
Watch neighborhood patterns. Don’t make 
the mistake of ignoring that school or oth- 
er public facility across the street just be- 
cause it’s quiet most of the time. The 
excited roar of children before and after 
school can be loud indeed and linger an 
hour or more. What is the garbage collec- 
tion schedule? Find out whether your com- 
munity is zoned residential only or wheth- 
er commercial development is also 
possible. You might think twice about 
building an addition that, next month or 
next year, will be cheek-by-jowl with a gas 
station or a parking lot. 

If noise problems arise, there are strate- 
gies for dealing with them. Windows can 
be arranged to minimize the flow of sound, 
and shutters can be helpful. So can sensi- 
tive landscaping: Earthen berms or ever- 
green plantings are two options. 

Noise can also affect room arrangements 
within your house. Bedrooms belong away 
from the most heavily traveled portions of 
the house. So does the den or home office. 
It’s always a good idea to draw a diagram 
of the traffic patterns in your existing 
house to help you plan the patterns after 
the renovation. Draw a very rough dia- 
gram of your floor plan, then pencil in the 
daily patterns of movement throughout. If 
you walk back and forth between the bath 
and bedroom four times before breakfast, 
make sure you draw four lines each way to 
represent your movements. 

You may be surprised to discover how 
heavily traveled certain areas are. Use that 
knowledge. Consider not only which 
rooms are likely to be noisy and which will 
require privacy, but also which are gener- 
ally communal, which spaces rely on oth- 
ers (kitchen and dining room, bath and 
bedrooms, entry area and entertainment 
space). When you see patterns emerging, 
you may see the changes you want. 

There’s also the matter of planned 
sound: If you’d like an intercom to link the 
rooms in the new space, or if a central mu-

Along 
with the other dinner guests who arrived 
shortly thereafter, we made many admir- 
ing remarks. I don’t think any of us offered 
false flattery; I know I didn’t. 

The renovation had involved an addition 
that was intended to serve two specific 
goals. Frank and Jean had just seen their 
third and youngest child off to college and 
decided to do something for themselves. 
What had originally been a large family 
room off the kitchen was no longer need- 
ed—teenage parties were a thing of the 
past. As part of the renovation, the L- 
shaped area was changed to serve Frank 
and Jean’s own desires rather than the 
needs of the whole family. 

Frank’s new space was a library/office 
with built-in floor-to-ceiling shelves of rich 
redwood. Jean’s domain was the kitchen 
and dining room spaces. Always an enthu- 
siastic hostess and cook, she had wanted a 
more formal environment for entertaining 
guests. The old dining room was too small 
(it became part of the enlarged and superb- 
ly equipped gourmet kitchen); the new din- 
ing area was a far more commodious space 
in which to entertain as many as a dozen 
guests, with room to breathe and yet a 
feeling of intimacy. 

The centerpiece of this new entertaining 
space was a Frank Lloyd Wright-inspired 
table and chairs. They were very much at 
home with the slag-glass chandelier over- 
head. Clerestory windows high on the wall, 
a bank of display shelves around the room, 
the earth colors that had been selected—all 
worked harmoniously to create a visual 
success. 

Frank and Jean did make one mistake, 
however. They hired a very capable cabi- 
netmaker to fashion the table and chairs,

but insisted that these chairs, with their 
tall, narrow backs and low seats, be made 
of oak. The result was that on our way 
home, most of us were mumbling to our- 
selves: ‘Oh, those chairs! I don’t think I'll 
get the feeling back in my legs for days!” 

There’s a reason why the creaky old 
Windsor chairs that people are snapping 
up at such high prices are so comfortable. 
Part of it has to do with the spindled back 
of ash saplings that seems to conform to 
Just about anyone’s spine. But there’s also 
the matter of those pine plank seats: They 
don’t call it softwood for nothing. 


HARD VERSUS SOFT SURFACES 

Soft surfaces are more comfortable, and 
they also absorb shock: The tumbler or 
china plate that shatters on a hard tile 
counter might bounce harmlessly on softer 
plastic laminate. That doesn’t make the 
softer surface better, since on the other 
side of the argument, tile is more durable, 
less likely to scratch or scorch, and is also 
highly attractive. But if you cherish your 
china and the dropsies seem endemic 
among the dishwashers in your family, 
think twice about using ceramic tile for a 
kitchen floor or counter surfaces. 

Distinctions of hard versus soft are im- 
portant when considering wood floors. The 
hardness of oak flooring is rarely a disad- 
vantage, as Alan and Brenda Joiner 
learned. When they added on to their 1820 
New Hampshire house, they wanted the 
new floors to resemble the old ones. The 
original yellow pine boards were wide and 
had aged with a handsome deep patina. 

For the new floors, Alan and Brenda 
hunted long and hard to find local pine 
planking that was a close match to the old 
wide boards on the floors. Over time, they 
were told, the new boards would age to 
match the original flooring. However, their 
contractor advised them that in the entry 
area they would do better to use a more 
durable hardwood. 

They agreed to the compromise reluc- 
tantly, but within a few months, they were 
happy they had. They found that the new 
pine floors scratched easily and became 
dented when heavy or sharp objects were 
dropped on them. This new flooring

In every plan, the comfort of tradition balances the 
practicality of space-conscious contemporary design. The results are 
small houses that “‘live big”—each in its own way. 





ALLAN WEXLER of New York City 
calis his house ‘‘a modern, fanciful 
place with American sensibilities,” one 
inspired by old-fashioned farmhouses 
and their “randomly placed 
outbuildings.” In the front, says the 
architect, “landscaping melts into the 
wood deck, and four ‘rooms’ have 
escaped from the main structure, 
blurring where the house ends and 
nature begins.” Furthering the indoor- 
outdoor theme, the outbuildings are 
shades of blue and green—“‘garden 
and sky colors,” says Mr. Wexler. 
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RICHARD SYGAR of New York 
City describes the exterior form and 
details of his design as “expressing the 
most appealing and lasting 
characteristics of the traditional 
American single-family house.” These 
include shingles, mullioned windows, 
porch, privet hedge and a strong roof 
line with ample overhang. “I have 
attempted to design a house that 
gently but reassuringly calls out to 
its owner, ‘I may be smail, but I 

will shelter you and your family in 
comfort and dignity.’ ” 








GLEN FRIES of New York City 

says his design ‘“‘was conceived as a 
vernacular modern house in the 
Victorian shingle style, with big 
porches to make the rooms inside 
seem part of the outside and also to 
feel much iarger.”’ The width of the 
porches added to the height of the roof 
gives the house presence. The punched 
windows, he says, are “derivative of 
Midwestern agrarian buildings.” 
Attached to the front porch, the 
gazebo “creates an outside room 
within the volume of the house.”

looked just right and was durable enough 
in the new bedrooms. But the Joiners real- 
ized their contractor had been right about 
the heavily trafficked entryway. It would 
have been cross-hatched with scrapes and 
scars in a matter of days if the softer pine 
had been used. 


RELYING ON YOUR SENSES 


When selecting any material to use 
in a remodeling project, make sure 
to see and actually touch it first—in 
a showroom or installed in some- 
one’s home. Ask these questions: 

e Are you comfortable with the ma- 
terial’s texture and weight? 

e Can you live with the color? 

e Do you know how the material is 
to be fastened in place? 

e Will nails show up on the finished 
surface? 

e Is the material to be cemented or 
grouted? 

els another layer of finish, like 
paint or sealer, required? 








WARM AND COLD 

The relative hardness of a material is 
important, but so is its warmth. There’s a 
reason why stone has been used only rarely 
as a flooring material in the northern Unit- 
ed States: It almost always seems cold and 
damp. Wood, on the other hand, feels 
warm. But perhaps the single most impor- 
tant contributor to a house’s sense of 
warmth—or its absence—is the sun. 

Solar orientation may seem like yester- 
day’s fad. Consider, however, that it’s been 
around since antiquity. The first great 
writer on architecture, the architect Vitru- 
vius, writing in the first century B.C., sug- 
gested that bedrooms be oriented to catch 
morning light. That idea still makes sense 
today. Psychologically, who can argue 
with the mood-enhancing effects of sun- 
light in the morning? In cold areas the 
warmth is even more welcome. 

The sun can be a tactile presence that’s 
used to good advantage in your house. Too 
much at midday is to be avoided in tropi- 
cal climes, of course, but in laying out any 
new space, it’s important to consider sun- 


light. Make sure you also consider seasonal 
changes in the angle of the light. 

Don’t underestimate the visual effects of 
the sun. Make sure the windows as you 
imagine them really wi// illuminate a new 
work space. Northern light may be best if 
your work is visually oriented. 


GETTING A GOOD LOOK 

While you shouldn’t rely solely on visual 
perceptions to guide your remodeling, it is 
important to use your sense of sight analyt- 
ically. You need to anticipate the changes 
you plan to make and how they will affect 
the space. To put it another way, a remo- 
deler must understand the exisiting space 
thoroughly and be able to envision how it 
will look and feel when it’s altered. 

Part of this understanding requires rec- 
ognition of style: Is the house Tudor Re- 
vival or Southern Colonial, for example, or

is it a Victorian with Queen Anne decora- 
tive elements? You must also be concerned 
with shape, color and pattern—distinc- 
tions that at times can be tricky. 

Nearly everyone who has decorated or 
remodeled a house—even simply repainted 
a bedroom—has made the classic color 
mistake. At the paint store, you picked out 
a color you liked from a selection of paint 
chips. You knew it was absolutely right— 
after all, you’d had thousands to choose 
from—and it was the on/y one that pleased 
your eye. The problem was that when you 
applied a gallon or two to the wall, that 
“absolutely right” color became absolutely 
overpowering. 

Often it’s difficult for even the trained 
eye to judge the full impact of a color from 
a tiny paint chip. It takes time and practice 
to be able to make subtle color distinctions.

a child’s height may alter your perceptions 
and help you discover other solutions. 

While seeking new ways to see your 
house, don’t underestimate what the expe- 
rience of living there can offer. Living in a 
house over time reveals a great deal. You 
probably made some adjustments after 
moving in. As the patterns of life in the 
place emerged, you rearranged furniture to 
minimize the traffic lanes through living 
areas or to take advantage of warm or cool 
spots in the house. Consider the changes 
you’ve made through the years and note 
the problems you haven’t yet solved. 





IMPROVING THE “VISION” 
YOU HAVE OF YOUR HOUSE 


Here’s an experiment to try at home 
some evening after dark: 

Don’t turn on the lights. The very 
clarity of electric lighting often 
blinds people to the details of a fa- | 
miliar environment. Explore your 
house by candlelight or even with a 
flashlight. Your senses may be 
jarred so that you see things 
differently. Then ask yourself. . . 

e How much do the colors dim? 

e Where do shadows appear? 





e Are shapes more or less dramatic? | 
This exercise may give you fresh in- | 
sights or reinforce what you know 
and are sensitive to in your home. 








HOME, SENSIBLE HOME 

It goes almost without saying that deci- 
sions about design and materials must be 
made after due consideration of visual con- 
cerns: Symmetry, light, color and other 
factors are important, whether your prima- 
ry interest is the scheme for an entire room 
or the knobs on your bathroom cabinets. 

Even if your eye tells you that a design is 
Just right, it’s important that this visual 
impression be guided by your other senses. 
Remember the senses of hearing and touch 
when making remodeling decisions, and in 
the same way, try to see the place with as 
fresh an eye as you can. The clearer your 
sense of the place is today, the better your 
chances of producing a new space that 
suits your needs and tastes tomorrow.

_]I have been looking for a pair of candlesticks like these. They 
stand about 16 inches tall and are made of porcelain with colorful 
decorations. I first saw them in a museum restoration of an 18th- 
century room. Where could I find a similar pair? 

—Mrs. A.J.P., Modesto, Calif. 


The figures seem to be Chi- 
nese export porcelains, made 
about 1780. Designs of this 
type were made in China 
primarily for the European 
market. They were sent by 
ship from the Orient to Eu- 
rope and America. Dinner 
sets were the most common 
type of Chinese export ware, 
but many other decorative 
pieces were also made. The 
designers either had little 
understanding of the appear- 
ance of European animals 
and people or an unusual 
sense of humor. Figures were made in the shape of elephants, Foo 
dogs or people holding urns. Tureens were shaped like imaginary 
bulls’ heads, ducks, hawks and mice. The designers even made cat- 
shaped urinals and whimsical water buffalo figures. Candlesticks 
were also used as burners for joss sticks, a favorite type of incense. 
All figural Chinese export pieces are rare and expensive. You 
should contact antiques auction galleries or major dealers of early 
porcelains. Be prepared to pay $5,000 to $25,000 for something 
similar. A really fine example that can be traced to an important 
original owner could be even more expensive. 





|] My green and amber iridescent vase is 10 inches high. It is 
signed with a small scratched name, “Loetz Austria.” How old is it? 
—M.W., Portsmouth, Va. 


Johann Loetz was making glass in Bohe- 
mia, Czechoslovakia, in 1840. After his 
death the company was directed by his 
widow and, later, by his grandson. The 
company made glass signed ‘“Loetz, Vi- 
enna” about 1900. Your iridescent vase is 
typical of the type of glass made by the 
firm. It was handmade in the most mod- 
ern shapes of the day. Free-form vases in 
gold or blue iridescent glass were popu- 
lar. It has been suggested that the Loetz glass exhibited at the 1889 
Paris International Exhibition was one of the inspirations for Louis 
Comfort Tiffany’s golden iridescent glass. Your vase is worth 
about $750. 





_] This chest has a hinged lid that slides up to show four decanters 
and 15 glasses. When was liquor served in this manner? The chest 
is made of a mahoganylike wood and is inlaid with brass and 
tortoiseshell. The bottles and glasses are decorated in gold. There 
is a lock, but I do not have the key. What value should I assign to 
—R.D., West Salem, Ohio 


the chest for insurance? 


You have a tantalus. It is a spe- 
cial type of storage and serving 
unit for liquor that was popular 
from about 1830 to the early 
20th century. It was named for 
King Tantalus, a figure in 
Greek mythology who was 
punished in the underworld by 
having food and water forever 
just beyond his reach. The tan- 
talus was kept in view of the 
servants but was always locked 
to keep the liquor safe. The 
shape of the box and the deco- 
ration suggest that yours was 
made in the late 19th century. 
It was probably made in France or England. A competent lock- 
smith could make a key for your tantalus if you wish to lock it. It 
should be insured under a fine arts policy for about $1,500. 


| Where was this piece made? How old is it? What is it worth? It 
is made of faded oak and seems very old.

What is now almost always 
called a hutch cupboard was 
originally known as an open 
cupboard or open dresser. A 
practical kitchen or dining 
room piece that had storage 
and a handy shelf, the form 
was first used in the early 
1700s. This type of piece was 
popular in England, Ireland 
and Wales, and many oak ex- 
amples were made there. The 
well-to-do displayed pewter 
on the shelves. There are sev- 
eral clues to the age of your hutch cupboard. The brass handles are 
in a style that was popular in the 1760s. The pillarlike trim at the 
sides and the construction of the doors also suggest the mid 18th 
century. In America open cupboards were seldom made of oak. 
They usually had exposed hinges and rarely had brass hardware. A 
large cupboard that is not overly restored sells for about $2,500. i

Each spring, one of our most valued staff 
members is someone I just catch glimpses 
of—decorating editor Carolyn Englefield. 
She rounds up rooms for our annual show- 
house contest. What’s it like to visit the best 
rooms in America? Here she tells you. 
—JOANN BARWICK, EDITOR 


ne day last May I caught a 6 A.M. 
plane from New York and flew 
to Birmingham, Ala. Ten hours 
later I was on my way to 
Charleston, S.C. Counting all the connect- 
ing flights, I was in the air eight times in 
one day. What was I up to? Photographing 
rooms for our fourth annual showhouse 
contest. (For the 10 winners chosen by 
editors JoAnn Barwick and Margaret Ken- 
nedy and by this year’s judges—Mario 
Buatta, Juan Montoya, Stanley Barrows, 
Bunny Williams and Richard Knapple— 
see page 83.) 
Last year, more than a hundred show- 


houses were on display across the country, 
and House Beautiful covered 71 of them. 
We do this to tap into some of the most in- 
ventive decorating today. 

I’ve worked at House Beautiful six years 
and have been to dozens of showhouses, 
but they never lose their magic. I still re- 
member my first vividly. I had just been 
hired by the magazine as an editorial assis- 
tant and had never heard of a decorator 
showhouse. One day when I was walking 
down Fifth Avenue, I saw a sign for the 
Kips Bay Boys’ Club Decorator Show 
House and decided to see what it was all 
about. (I now know, of course, that this is 
one of the most prestigious showhouses in 
the country.) Once inside, I felt like a child 
in a fairy tale, Dorothy in the Emerald 
City, Cinderella at the ball. I remember 
thinking, What a terrific way to find out 
what designers are up to. And I still do. 

For designers, showhouses are a rare 
marriage of art and advertising, a way to 
strut their stuff plus a means of attracting 
potential clients. (They’re also how design- 
ers volunteer their talents to worthy chari- 
ties, of course.) In room after room, 
designers play with new forms and ideas, 
pleasing no client but themselves. And the 
results often make design headlines. By 
covering showhouses all across the coun- 
try—from San Francisco to Southamp- 
ton—we make sure you get the latest news. 

But reporting on showhouses isn’t just a 
matter of showing up and snapping pic- 
tures. An editor always “‘scouts’’ a show- 
house first. When I’m scouting, what 
catches my eye is what might work for 
you, our readers: a new approach to coun- 
try style, for instance, or a knockout dress- 
ing for an ordinary bay window. Recently, 
I came across a chair slipcover with but- 


tons ail the way down the back—what a 
witty takeoff on fashion. (We sometimes 
scoop up delicious details like that to save 
for later.) Back at the office, a group of 
editors will review the scouting snapshots. 
Finally, an editor and a photographer are 
dispatched for the formal “‘shoot.”’ 

But our work doesn’t stop there. Any- 
one who has watched me at a photo session 
knows I do whatever it takes to get you the 
best picture. I climb all over a room look- 
ing for the most revealing camera angle. If 
part of the room needs some help, I may 
work with the designer to make last-min- 
ute changes. Maybe we’ll rearrange the 
furniture to show you a more comfortable 
seating plan. Or drape a quilt over a sofa— 
an easy way to add a jolt of color to a room 
or soften a hard edge. I might remove a 
few potted plants from a shelf and substi- 
tute blue-and-white porcelains, to encour- 
age you to display your own collections. 

Over the years, showhouses have taught 
me lots—that a room need not be perfect 
to make me look twice, that no one wants a 
look-but-don’t-touch home. Most of. all, 
I’ve learned what a valuable resource they 
can be. Every year, as we review the cur- 
rent crop of possible winners along with 
our judges, I remember the magic I felt 
when I first saw a Kips Bay showhouse. 
And I try to get that magic into every 
photograph, so it can translate into ideas 
for your rooms. @

t's 5:15 in the morning on July 7. 
Keithley Miller drives up to the gate 
of the Antique Acres show in Brim- 
field, Mass., an HB reporter at her 
side, ready to learn the tricks of the flea- 
market antiquer’s trade. Roosters are 
crowing on nearby farms, and although 
we're in the middle of a blistering heat

wave, the dawn is still blessedly cool. 
Knowledgeable antiquers consider Brim- 
field the biggest, best and most arduous 
flea market in the Northeast, if not the 
country, and Keithley and I are first-tim- 
ers together. 

Dozens. of 
avid shoppers 
are already 
lined up at the 
gate, awaiting 
the 6 A.M. 
opening. The 
dealers — 600 
strong — have 
pulled their 
trucks and vans 
into assigned 
spaces the night 
before and have 
been given an 
hour in the 
morning to ar- 
range their dis- 
plays. Some have shops elsewhere, some do 
business only at flea markets and antiques 
fairs, but clearly, every one of them knows 
how to set up fast. 

Like magic, the dealers’ tables and tents 
multiply across a vast mowed field belong- 
ing to J.&J. Promotions on Route 20, a

antiques-hungry visitors. Each of the buy- 
ing fields (owned separately) is open from 
a day or two to almost all week, and open- 
ings are staggered so visitors can do well 
whichever day they shop. The most stal- 
wart stay all week. 

Keithley is a little worried. A St. Louis 
decorator raised in Richmond, Va., who 
has lived on three continents and worked 
in New York, Keithley Miller has shopped 
hard wherever she’s landed: Hong Kong, 
London (including the Bermondsey Mar- 
ket that opens so early you need a flash- 
light), the New York Winter Antiques 
Show. She has shopped her way through 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. She’s a woman who 
brakes for yard sales. Still, “this is the test,”

she says. “If you can make it at Brimfield, 
you can make it at any flea market.” 

Fred Dole, our photographer and trust- 
ed guide, adds to the apprehension. “Be 
sure to watch the gate at six,” he says. “It’s 
very competitive.” More than half the visi- 
tors here are savvy folks who are buying 
for resale: shop owners, show dealers, 
“pickers” who peddle to shops. Civilian 
antiquers have to think fast to keep up. But 
early in the game, Keithley Miller shows 
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her mettle and forgets her doubts. 

The challenge comes at 6:01. Positioned 
at an open van where two hanging School- 
house quilts have already caught Keith- 
ley’s eye, we watch the crowd surge 
forward. A cry of “Let ’em in” has been 
the signal, although the throng has their 
eyes on their watches anyway—assault 
troop-style. Some 200 early-bird visitors 
enter at a trot, a few on bicycles, and two 
men nod to each other, then head in oppo- 
site directions, holding walkie-talkies. 

Keithley turns to buy the two quilts, 
having decided the night before that she 
would buy “any quilts that catch my eye. ” 
(“My clients love them so.’’) Before she 
can utter a word, a woman runs up, grabs 
one of the quilts after a split-second glance, 
thrusts it and a $20 cash deposit at the 
dealer, and runs off, yelling, “I'll be back 
at noon” over her shoulder. 

A moment later Keithley buys her quilt. 
It is a simple American quilt: solid red 
schoolhouse figures appliquéd on a white 
ground. The red border is frayed and has 
been mended by machine. Keithley says: 
“T tend to buy quilts for decorative pur- 
poses, not as a connoisseur. Flea markets

don’t often reward a connoisseur. You'll 
see ninety percent junk and maybe a few 
really nice things—if you move fast. But I 
don’t think anything like a Baltimore Al- 
bum quilt has been seen at a flea market in 
fifteen years. 

“T don’t mind the mended edge or the 
lack of fine intricate quilting stitches in

this one. I love the motif and the color, and 
it hasn’t faded in the light or run the way 
the reds ran in the quilt that got away.” 

Not that she doesn’t still want the other 
quilt. At noon she checks back at the 
booth to learn whether her rival shopper 
has returned. The quilt has indeed gotten 
away, but it is good flea-market practice, 
Keithley finds, to take the chance. Some- 
times it pays off. 

Keithley has bought the Schoolhouse 
quilt for her daughter’s room in St. Louis, 
but all the other items on her list are for 
clients. In St. Louis, she is a decorator 
known for a style that combines modern 
overstuffed seating and American country 
antiques in spare, unfussy settings. 

We concentrate on furniture on our first 
walk through the grassy aisles. Keithley 
has a passion for rich patina, and she expe- 
riences every piece of wood furniture like a

Braille reader, running her hands over 


every surface, including those inside the 
doors and drawers, savoring the soft, 
smooth feeling of a good old finish. 

“You want to see the history,” she ex- 
plains. “You look for the way years and 
years of use have polished the paint off the 
arms of a chair, the way the front stretch- 
ers have been scuffed but not the back 
ones. The scuffing should make sense.” 

Stopping at a much-altered table, Keith- 
ley confides: ““Watch out if they tell you a 
piece is old and the drawer bottoms are 
perfectly smooth. Watch out if a piece is 
really clean. Dirt should be caked in the 
cracks, though of course there is gratuitous 
dirt. And if you smell shellac, walk on by.” 

She admires a breadboard-end table, 
saying: “See at the ends where the long- 
grain wood meets the cross grain? Age 
causes a shrinkage that opens up the joint. 
You can see some light, maybe even a nail. 
It’s a good sign.” 

A grain-painted blanket chest catches 
Keithley’s eye, but it carries an inappropri- 
ately low price tag. “This price makes me 
suspicious,” she says. ““The piece requires 
very close inspection. It’s lower than a 
bargain price.” 

In front of a drop-front desk on a mas- 
sive bombé three-drawer base, she com- 
ments: “You get to know the parameters of 
style by reading and visiting museums and 
doing a lot of antiquing. Now this piece is 
shrieking ‘wrong’ at me. The base should 
be supporting a top that is three times as 
tall as what has been ‘married’ to it. Not 
only is the combination very strange-look- 
ing, but there’s too much space left over 
where the top fits into the bottom.” 

When we get to the booth of a Cornish, 
N.H., dealer, Keithley finds the pair of 
rustic chairs that are on her list. They are 
ladder-backs, c. 1800, bearing some origi- 
nal black paint, with all the right scuffing 
in all the right places. Keithley finds them 
“very, very appealing’—her most-used 
term of approbation—both in their overall 
naive quality and in such details as the ball 
finials whose button tops are worn down 
with long use. And the price, like most 
Brimfield prices, is what Keithley de- 
scribes as ‘on the low side of fair.” 

There isn’t a lot of haggling at Brim- 
field. The “‘dealer’s price” may be the sec- 
ond offering—a little lower than the first 
price quoted—but that’s about it. As the 
day wears on, customers may find the ven-

At the close of the second day, Keith- 
ley’s station wagon is packed and ready to 
roll back to Missouri with her treasures:

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EAVESDROPPING ON A GARDENERS’ PARTY— 
WHERE POTLUCK MEANS A HARVEST OF IDEAS 





By KEN DRUSE 
his year, I decided to add another 
dimension to my traditional har- 
vest party: I asked my guests to 
bring something to share with all 
of us—new gardening knowledge. 

Karl Garlid and Mary Meyer’s town- 
house garden is shaded by huge Norway 
maples, yet they manage to have magnifi- 
cent roses. How? They found that climbing 
hybrid tea roses can grow high enough to 
be exposed to all the light they need. 

Petie Buck learned the kind of lesson 
only experience can teach a gardener: Per- 
ennials with small flowers or delicately col- 
ored ones should be planted in large 
masses or in a spot where they can be 
viewed up close—by steps, for example. 

Candy Smith found new uses for gallon- 
size plastic jugs. She sliced off the bottom 
and placed it over newly planted early- 
spring vegetables. “‘It made a perfect 
cloche,” she explained. “When you remove 
the cap, there’s a built-in chimney that 
keeps the jug from overheating.’’ She also 
recycled these containers as late-season ir- 
rigators of thirsty tomato plants: When she 
plants seedlings, she also “plants” a jug 
with holes punched in it. In August she 
fills the jug with water—often mixed with 
fertilizer—which seeps slowly into the 
ground. 

Beth and Tom Liston came waving a 
newspaper clipping. ‘See, it’s true,” they 
said. So I finally agreed to try the home 
remedy they’d been touting for several sea-

sons: To fend off gnats and mosquitoes, 
they had tried everything from spraying on 
Army-surplus bug repellent to rubbing on 
garlic. But all they’d repelled were the 
neighbors. What finally worked for them 
was Avon Skin-So-Soft bath oil mixed with 
equal parts water and sprayed on. 

Similarly, garden designer Leonore Bar- 
onio tied pretty pink bows to limbs of her 
peach trees. Odd? Perhaps, but she said 
they kept marauding birds away. 

California friends recommended a new 
product that could be a lifesaver for people 
who find twice-daily watering of window 
boxes arduous: Broadleaf P4, a granule 
you sprinkle into the plant medium. When 
you water, these granules swell, becoming 
jelly globs that release 95 percent of their 
stored moisture to plants on demand. 

Chef Alice Jarre has always hated plas- 
tic flowerpots, though admitting that soil 
in clay pots dries out quickly in the sun. 
She tried sealing her clay pots by coating 
them with vegetable oil. It worked. 

My plumber passed along one of the best 
tips, which I shared with my guests. I 
know I should wear gloves when I garden, 
but I usually don’t. I like to get my hands 
in the soil. Invariably I get tiny scratches, 
bites and cuts. That’s why my plumber 
brought me a tin of Bag Balm, a petroleum 
jelly with a mild antiseptic. A mere dab of 
this stuff soothes and heals. 

As you can see, my harvest party was a 
success. It wasn’t just a garden party but a 
gardeners’ party—a harvest of ideas. @

o me the roses of October some- 
how seem more dear. Of course, 
there is really nothing like the 
very first rose in the middle of 

June, the beginning of the garden party. 

But it is the last of the roses, the ones that 

linger on, even while the trees change their 

dress, that give me such pleasure. 

Perhaps it’s because there are not many 
other flowers around, but I don’t think so. 
I could pot or plant fall chrysanthemums, 
but they have never touched my heart. Not 
even at football games. And why bother 
when I still have geraniums in urns on the 
front steps, stretching their limbs to reach 
the autumn sun? After the first frost I 
bring the geraniums in and set them on the 
deep ledges of the kitchen windows, where 
they keep us company all winter long. 
They climb, they dip, they curve around 
the windows, our winter greenery. 

My time with my October roses is cer- 
tainly not as long, but I treasure every day. 
When I hear that there may be an evening 
frost, I rush out in the morning and cut 
every blossom, thinking this is our last 
bouquet together. 

I shall never get over the opening of 
‘Pristine,’ almost like a gardenia, but to me 
more beautiful, more elegant in posture. 
The yellow of ‘Sunbright’ always makes 
me happy. ‘Fragrant Cloud,’ with its scent 
and deep rose color, is a joy. And ‘Queen 
Elizabeth,’ standing tall and pink, never 
lets me down. 

If I sound ecstatic about my roses, I 


= can’t help it. It’s a deep feeling, an emotion 
~ one feels for a garden rose. But I think 


there is more to this than meets the eye. At 
least in my case. I think there is an inner 








vanity as well. Perhaps it’s a floral ego trip. 
I Jove giving away my roses in October. All 
summer long you have great expectations 
for your roses. You battle the bugs, you 
water, and you care—a lot. Or otherwise 
you wouldn’t have roses in the first place. 
And it is the survivors in October that 
make you most proud. 

At Thornhill the roses continue until 
almost the end of October. Sometimes I 
wonder if it is a birthday present to myself. 
An unexpected present, the best kind, be- 
cause when I planted them in a bow knot 
about five years ago, I didn’t realize we 
would be keeping each other company 
from June until the last days of October. 

We have a ritual. Once I’ve tidied up the 
kitchen, I treat myself to cutting the roses. 
I go out with my basket and my shears, 
and I cut whatever is there—full-bloomed 
or beginning. I don’t want to lose a single 
blossom, and, remember, this is October. 
Those tiny buds never disappoint me. Once 
they have been in the warmth of the house, 
in a day or so, they are really showing off. 

Then eventually the time comes when I 
must prepare them for winter. If there is 
just one rose left, I find this very hard. It’s 
our goodbye. I begin by removing every leaf 
that has a polka-dot trace of black spot. 
I even take away the diseased leaves that 
have fallen on the ground. Then I mulch 
to give the rosebushes a heavy coat of 
warmth for winter. I use straw, or I pile up 
small pyramids of leaves around each rose- 
bush. I then tie the canes together to pro- 
tect the bushes from the winds of winter. 

Once I’m done, our rosy affair is over— 
at least for a while. But come next June the 
romance starts all over, with the roses, 
once again, at home at Thornhill. @

By SARAH PERSON 
here comes a time 
in the life of most 
homes when what 
once seemed ample 

living space is no longer 
enough. Enduring a house’s 
limitations will lead you 
eventually to one inevitable 
solution: remodeling. But 
the obvious approach—add- 
ing a room here, a sun porch 
there—is not the only one or 
the best one. 

Your existing house prob- 
ably contains within it the 
very space you feel is lack- 
ing. Walls that create rooms 
or define the functional uses of space 
may be just what’s preventing your 
floor plan from “breathing” or realiz- 
ing its hidden potential. Removing or 
shifting interior walls and rearranging 
the space in your home may yield new 
and creative possibilities. And intro- 
ducing natural light, the most valu- 
able tool in Mother Nature’s design 
portfolio, can do wonders to make a 
room feel larger. 

Keep in mind that remodeling 
within the existing shell of a house is 
less costly and less time-consuming 
than adding on rooms. Here are three 
success stories to inspire you. 

A charming 1890s Victorian on 
Long Island, N.Y., became more comfort- 
able and spacious at the hands of the Stan- 
ton family, a veritable design firm unto 
themselves. Peggy Stanton is a real estate 
broker; son David, an architect with his 
own firm (White Thorns Associates); 
daughter Sarah, a landscape architect. 
“We’re all adults who needed space to pur- 
sue separate interests,” says Peggy Stan- 
ton, whose children visit frequently. 








Interior space was rearranged to make this ’90s 
Victorian (above) a house for the 1980s (top). Phase one 
of renovation added a sun-room; phase two (not in 
plan, page 58) was a den added to the house’s far side. 





The house was originally part of an es- 
tate. Downstairs the living room, library 
and kitchen-dining room were separate 
spaces—‘‘a rabbit warren of rooms,”’ re- 
calls Mr. Stanton. What the architect 
aimed to do was create a sense of flow and 
connection from room to room, maintain- 
ing the function of each room while elimi- 
nating some of the walls. “I wanted to 
make whole spaces work together,” he 


says. As you can see from 
the plans on page 58, a tiny 
library was eliminated so the 
living room could embrace 
the entire front of the house. 
The kitchen and dining 
room were transposed—and 
opened up to create one 
sweeping space. In an un- 
usual balance, a waist-high 
counter defines the kitchen 
portion; terra-cotta tiles 
throughout the combined 
space play down that very 
separation. 

To further the feeling of 
Openness, a portion of the 
wall dividing the living 

room and the dining room was re- 
moved; in its place is a four-foot-high 
partition capped with a slender col- 
umn for punctuation. An open lattice- 
work grille painted the same clean 
white as the walls was added at the far 
end, exposing the living room to light 
filtering in from a new sun-room, a 
modest addition to the house (above) 
that extends the dining room. 

The staircase leading upstairs was a 
source of great debate. While Peggy 
Stanton lobbied to retain the original 
spindle banister, her son insisted that 
a sleeker line would complement the 
downstairs rearrangement. Eventually 
Mr. Stanton’s architectural eye won 

out: A white wall following the angle of 
the stairs is all that delineates the rise to 
the second floor. 

Upstairs, what had once been three 
small bedrooms became one expanded 
master suite. Space from an unused attic 
was reclaimed to create a cathedral ceiling 
over the sleeping area; a section of lowered 
ceiling helped give the sitting area its own

identity. While rearranging walls through- 
out, the architect replaced much of the 
plumbing and wiring, and installed insulat- 
ed windows. “The house became more 
functional for the way we live,” he says. 

A 19th-century sea captain’s house, also 
on Long Island, became the Stantons’ next 
target. They introduced more natural light 
and replaced an antiquated floor plan with 
a more contemporary layout in order to 
give this 1,500-square-foot house a more 
flexible design for living. The two-bedroom 
second story was untouched in layout, but 
the first floor was gutted and rearranged. 

Originally, as you entered the house, the 
living room was to the left of the entrance 
hall; behind it were the dining room and a 
bath/storage room. The kitchen was in the 
right rear (behind the stairs), breaking up 
an otherwise logical flow of space. What 
the Stantons did was remove walls separat- 
ing the spaces and move the kitchen to 
what had been the combination bath and 
storage area. Result: The kitchen, living 
and dining rooms now share a greater 
sense of openness and purpose. 


Overall, great pains were taken to re- 
store the house’s period detailing. The 
original pine windows and moldings were 
reused, as was the poplar trim on the base- 
boards. Elaborately detailed brass door 
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r when Cathy 
Cathy Glass 


swore she would never live there, her hus- 
band laughingly recalls. It was poorly laid 
out, paneled throughout in dreary dark 
wood and sorely neglected. But being pres- 
ident of his own building firm, JEDA Ltd., 
he had a vision of what the house needed. 

“The biggest consideration was opening 
up the layout and getting light into the 
space,” says Jeffrey Glass. “I thought 
about adding more rooms, but as I do with 
many of my clients, I talked myself out of 
it. The space we needed was already there; 
it was just a matter of utilizing it.” 

The heart of the renovation was the rear 
portion of the first floor, containing a 
kitchen, a dining area and a family room in 
a linear arrangement. The Glasses re- 
moved the dark walls that divided the 
rooms; remaining walls were refaced with 
Sheetrock painted a light tan. Moving the 
kitchen to the center of the space helped 
deemphasize the length of the new open 
space. A breakfast nook with bay windows 
was placed where the old kitchen had 
been. French doors that open to the back- 
yard complete the family room, which is 
anchored at one end by a fireplace. 

Renovating a house without necessarily 
adding to it is a little like reworking a 
jigsaw puzzle: using pieces of the puzzle in 
a different arrangement to create a some- 
what different picture. The result can be a 
more comfortable, livable home, one that 
functions as any house should—according 
to the way you live.@

All the original Jouy fabrics were 
marked “Bon Teint’’ on the edges of the 
cloth.

Indeed, toile was famous 
for its fadeproof properties. Heavier fabric 
used to be necessary to stand up to the 
punishment of 18th-century processing. 
And the historical pieces that are pre- 
served in the Jouy Museum attest to the 
wisdom of putting the delicate patterns on 
such tough grounds. 

Textile designer Kate Williams thinks 
the very delicacy of the pattern is what 
makes it so popular today. “There’s an 
airiness to the spacing of toile that appeals 
very much to us now,” says Williams. 
“Toile is never heavy or ponderous the 
way some documentary fabrics are.

he owner knew “‘this was not a forever 
house.”” With a son aged 5 and a 
daughter, 3, the family was sure to 
outgrow its two floors.

Periodically, Paul 
Wiseman drops in to rearrange the furnishings. He 
endorses an experimental approach. ““You don’t just 
do a house,” he explains.“It takes time to find the 
right pieces, to refine your style.”

Ban- 
quettes and sofas, sculpted out of the same 
white plaster as the curving walls, seem to 
be an organic part of the room. In fact, 
they are. Pat says she “‘drew the outline for 
the sofa on the floor, and the workmen 
molded it on the spot.’ Equally curvy— 


but with the plus of being portable—is the 
leather and reed furniture, which was 
transformed with a coat of whitewash to 
make it unobtrusive. 

Everywhere in the house, fluid lines 
please the eye, from the free-flowing walls 
to the rounded kitchen countertops. “We 
wanted everything to be as soft and sooth- 
ing as possible,” says Pat Giddings, ‘“‘no 
sharp corners, no straight lines.’’ Her the- 
ory is that the most restful living spaces 
avoid rigid architecture and severe right 
angles. “Here, you’re essentially living in a 
lovingly crafted art form,” she says. And 
that, combined with her judicious decorat- 
ing, seems to have a transforming effect on 
her guests. ‘““‘When they leave,” she says, 
“they often tell me they’re going to simpli- 
fy their lifestyles and go home to toss out 
all that clutter.” >

lassic American furniture evokes an appealingly 

simple image. A Shaker desk, for example, or a 

Windsor chair. Despite the ornate treasures we can 

brag about—block-front desks, Belter love seats— 
the pieces with clean, honest lines, like these reproductions 
in The Lane Co.’s new Shaker Country Collection, are the 
ones that best sum up the American spirit. The wood 
pieces were adapted from Shaker originals, but the uphol- 
stered sofa and chairs presented a challenge. “The Shakers 
simply didn’t have these things,” says Ruth Clark, a com- 
pany designer. “So we gave the new sofa and chairs the 
same functional simplicity the Shakers gave their wood 
pieces, and we designed fabric to simulate their woven tape 
seats.’ Connecticut designer Beverly Ellsley, for one, 
thinks Lane succeeded admirably. ‘“‘The cabinets designed 
for this family room-kitchen were Shaker-inspired, and the 
furniture fits right in.”

n a 1950s newspaper gardening column, 

Vita Sackville-West took a firm stand on 

planting daffodil bulbs: “If you want a 

drift looking right and happy,” she wrote, 
“you will fling a handful over a stretch of grass 
and plant them where they fall and roll. Never 
mind if their distribution seems irregular.” 
However tempting, flinging bulbs is no longer 
recommended because they’re so easily bruised, 
but the advice for naturalizing holds true today. 
Naturalizing simply means planting bulbs so 
they look part of the landscape. Ken Druse, 
House Beautiful’s gardening editor, points out 
that when the bulbs bloom in soft drifts instead 
of rigid rows, they will look almost wild. He 
sides with Sackville-West about location: Daffo- 
dils often look best when naturalized in a lawn. 
Grape hyacinths and fritillaria are too short 
and delicate to be planted in a lawn, but the 
principle of planting in masses is the same. In 
fact, any bulb that will multiply over the years 
is a candidate for naturalizing. Hybrid tulips 
will not multiply, but old-fashioned species tu- 
lips do just fine. = Photographer KEN DRUSE

f you have beautiful fields of daffodils, you 

should translate that feeling into bou- 

quets,” says New York floral designer 

Tom Pritchard, whose Madderlake shop is 
committed to the simple and natural approach 
to arranging flowers. Pritchard, who put to- 
gether all the fresh, uncomplicated bouquets 
shown here, likes to make the transition from 
garden to tabletop with as little change as possi- 
ble. “One of the best things about flowers from 
bulbs,” he explains, “is that you can go out, 
gather a handful and just plunk them into a 
vase. They have great personality of their own, 
and don’t depend on anything else to make an 
animated bouquet.” In fact, flowers like fritil- 
laria look even better all by themselves. 


TAKE IT FROM THE EXPERTS 


e@ For naturalized plantings, toss a handful of 
pebbles on the ground rather than the bulbs 
themselves, then dig the hole for a bulb where 
each pebble falls. Sprinkle bone meal into each 
hole before putting in the bulb. 
e If squirrels, woodchucks and moles have been 
eating your spring bulbs, stick to daffodil bulbs. 
They are poisonous when eaten, and wild crea- 
tures won't touch them. 
e All bulbs need a period of ripening after they 
flower, a time- during which the foliage grows 
and feeds the bulb, plumping it up again to 
flower next year. Cutting the foliage before it 
yellows could mean losing next year’s flowers. 
e@ To make daffodils, fritillaria and grape hya- 
cinths last longer indoors, cut the stems on a 
slant and plunge them immediately into luke- 
warm water. 
@ Vases can be any find that holds water:.green 
medicine bottles, the globe of a broken wine 
goblet, old-time tumblers, vintage crockery— 
anything, in fact.

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THE 
OTTAGE 


Quiet and welcoming, this 
traditional getaway place has 
all the comforts of home 


et amid a clump of trees that fan the breeze, 
given a tower to catch the sea view and a 
wide porch where the family can gather, this 
house, though new, evokes all the comforts 
of a classic seaside cottage. 

Both the owner and his architect, James 
Volney Righter, have been vacationing on this tranquil 
East Coast island for years. So they brought to the 
project fond memories and a sure sense of what is appro- 
priate to a place where tradition reigns and people value 
privacy. ““We didn’t want a house that would cause 
comment,” explains the owner. ‘Nothing splashy.” 

With its pitched roof, gray shingles, white trim and 
latticed detail, the house designed by Righter fits right in 
with the island’s turn-of-the-century cottages. ‘““The fam- 
ily made it easy for me to design the house,”’ he says. 
“From the start they were precise about their budget and 
what they wanted.” 

The clients were just as clear about what they didn’t 
want: a sprawling house that would take over the site. To 
preserve the gnarled old trees, mosses and lichen—as well 
as to stay within the budget—the architect made the 
house compact. Yet it contains a surprising number of 
rooms within 2,200 square feet. 

It also offers unexpected pleasures. “No matter how 
small, almost every Righter house has a tower—the ar- 
chitect’s trademark,” says the owner. “To make sure ours 
would be tall enough to catch the sea breeze over the 
treetops, Jim and I came out here one day and crawled 
around,” he recalls. ‘““We climbed the highest tree to 
figure out just how high our house would have to go.” 











As so often with vacation homes, the 
back of the house is where the family really 
lives—in rooms opening to the outdoors. Here, 
glass doors lead to the porch, and large windows 
look out over the deck to the water (opposite). 
In front (above right), the house puts a private 
face to the street, with small windows 
and a discreet facade. 


ROW A-UP 
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To capture the sea view, the basement was made 
unusually high, leaving an awkward space between 
the ground and the first floor (below). Half-round 
windows with white trim—the only custom windows 
in the house—bridge the gap and help the house fit 
in with its turn-of-the-century neighbors. 





Easy days at the beach cottage are built in with 
relaxed furnishings and the pull-up-a-chair porch 


tepping through the front door, 

you see what project architect Ja- 

cob Albert describes as the 

house’s ‘‘only really dramatic 

gesture.” It’s a tall stair hall filled 

with light that filters down from 
high windows. The hall acts as an air scoop, a 
sort of reverse chimney that brings cool air 
into the house. Long ago, the owner read 
about this feature in ancient Persian houses, 
and he remembered the idea. 

Behind the hall, the seemingly traditional 
house has an up-to-date room arrangement. 
An unexpectedly large living room opens to a 
porch, dining room and a convenient central 
kitchen. Chi n’s and guest bedrooms, 
where nobody spends much time in a beach

house, gave up space for the living areas. 

The more generously proportioned master 
bedroom occupies the second floor “tower.” 
““A children’s dormitory on the second floor 
of a house we rented was the only room with a 
good view,” the owner says, so here they de- 
cided to use the second floor with its ocean 
view for their own bedroom. “Ideas from ey- 
ery house we ever lived in went into this 
house.” The large living room with its tall 
Rumford fireplace recalls a family hunting 
lodge, while the pass-through from the kitch- 
en to the dining room came from a childhood 
cottage. With all these memories integrated 
into the plan, “this house, more than any 
other, feels like a home.” HI—SUSAN ZEVON

A homemade brown-bag lunch can with- 
out a doubt be tastier and more healthful 
than a dreary who-knows-how-old tuna 
salad from the deli or an anemic sandwich 
with dubious-looking cheese from the cof- 
fee wagon. No time to prepare lunch in the 
morning before work? Help is only a mi- 
crowave away. This trusted friend not only 
cooks food in a flash, but helps it retain 
more water-soluble vitamins than more 
conventional means of cooking. More vita- 
mins mean greater nutrition—something 
your midday meal shouldn’t be without. 
The fresh salmon salad, veal and spinach 
loaf (lighter than Mom’s meatloaf), and 
chicken salad can be tucked into a whole- 
wheat pita pocket or packed into plastic 
containers to enjoy with a bran muffin, 
fruit and skim milk or mineral water. 


SALMON AND APPLE SALAD 


1 pound thick salmon filiets (or substitute 
bluefish, tuna or mullet) 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 cup cubed tart apples (such as 
Granny Smith) 
1/4 cup thinly sliced celery 
1/4 cup chopped fresh parsley 
2 scallions, thinly sliced 
1/4 cup mayonnaise 
1/4 cup plain yogurt 
1 tablespoon balsamic vinegar

The bottom is stamped “1398.” Below that is a crown over a circle, 

plus the words “Royal Worcester, England.” How old is it? 
—Mrs. R.L., Mentor, Ohio 


The Royal Worcester name appears in 
the mark used by the famous porcelain 
company from Worcester, England. 
From 1862 until now, the firm has used 
various marks with crowns and circles. 
The vase can be dated by the type of 
crown in the mark, the wording around 
the outside of the crown, and a series of 
dots and other tiny symbols that have 
been added to the mark each year. 
‘*1398” is a factory code number for the 
shape of your vase. Vases of this shape 
first appeared in 1889. Many pairs of 
urn-shaped vases with covers were 
made in the late 19th century for use on 
fireplace mantels or dining room side- 
boards. Realistic floral decorations or scenic designs and gilding 
were popular. Victorian vases like these are again popular, and 
yours would sell for $750 in an antiques shop. 





LJ This mostly brown vase has a dragon design. It is six and a half 
inches tall. The bottom is marked with a backward “R” leaning on 
a “P” and two small lines above the “P.” An Oriental name is 
written on the side. A friend says the mark is the one used by the 
Rookwood Pottery, but why is it signed with Oriental letters? 

—R.H.H., Largo, Fla. 


The brown glaze and general 
appearance of your vase indi- 
cate that it was made at the 
Rookwood Pottery of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio. The pottery was 
started in 1880. The RP mark 
was first used in 1886. Lines 
or flames were added to the 
mark each year until 1900, 
when there were 14 flames. 
The mark makes it easy for us

|] My antique mahogany table is very strange. It has a top that 
opens, a sliding writing surface, many compartments and drawers, 
and a flip front. I have been told that the table is at least 150 years 
old. Can you tell me anything about it? —I.L., Booneville, Ark. 


You have an archi- 
tects! tabille: 
Throughout the 
18th century it was 
fashionable for 
gentlemen of 
wealth and high 
social standing to 
study architecture. 
The early Greek 
and Roman build- 
ings were exam- 
ined, drawings 
were made, and 
philosophical 
truths about beauty were determined. Many well-to-do homes had 
studies with special desks designed to accommodate large architec- 
tural drawings. The drawing board was usually built into a drawer 
or was part of the top and was made to move to the proper slanted 
position. Drawers for supplies were included. The reeded legs, 
round brasses and oval inlay suggest that your table was made 
about 1810. It is worth $5,000 to $7,000. 





(] My 24-inch-high table lamp is made of bronze. The shade is 
made of green iridescent glass. It seems strange to see a lamp 
shaped like a tree with two owls. When was this sort of lamp 
popular? —F.G., Gilberton, Pa. 


Many early electric lamps were more 
imaginative than those being made today. 
Designers at the turn of the century 
seemed to enjoy creating interpretations 
of nature that could be highlighted by the 
newly discovered light source: glass 
mushrooms with caps that glowed with 
light, metal plant-form stands that held 
flower-shaped shades, ladies holding 
lighted nautilus shells, or glass bunches 
of grapes. One famous lamp resembled 
three standing tulips; another had a 
dancer hiding the lightbulb with flowing 
robes. Your owl lamp seems to be either 
French or Austrian. It dates from about 
1900. Bronze lamps like yours are often signed by the artist and 
can be traced through the name. Look carefully for a mark. Your 
lamp is worth more than $3,000. It would be worth much more if 
the artist could be identified.

ROEDEN @ DUPUY DO BEST. HERE’S THEIR GUIDE TO LEAN, CLEAN DESIGN. 


By BETHANY BULTMAN 
nown for classy rooms 
and infectious high spir- 
its, designers Ann Du- 
puy and Ann Holden 
have put their small firm on the na- 
tional map. Their style—tradition in 
a fresh, pared-down mood—is un- 
mistakable. Their signature—juicy 
antiques in rooms of glowing, neu- 
tral color—offers lessons for all 
kinds of spaces. “The Anns,’ as 
they’re often called, have an unerr- 
ing way of blending just the right 
mix: a curvy gilded mirror and 
bleached floors, Louis XVI chairs 
and creamy upholstery, classical 
motifs and a strong dose of whimsy. 
One can’t help thinking that Holden 
& Dupuy Interior Design has adopt- 
ed the spirit of the Big Easy and 
translated it into a winning style. 
New Orleans, after all, has an easy 
way with history—never worshipful 
but always proud. 

Holden, 40, is a soft-spoken native 
of the city, with very classical tastes. 
Dupuy, originally from Louisville, 
Ky., is a petite 38-year-old dynamo 
who thrives on the unexpected—she 
gets a kick out of design with sur- 
prise. Holden pays attention to the 
details; Dupuy sees the big picture. 
“Many clients are confused when we 
throw out lots of conflicting con- 
cepts,” says Dupuy. “It takes them a 
while to realize we aren’t fighting— 
just narrowing our options to 
achieve a balance.” After long expe- 
rience of playing off each other, the 
Anns make a dynamic design team. 


Rising Stars 
Back in the 1960s, the partners 
met as students at The Sophie New-

comb College at Tulane University in 
New Orleans. Eight years passed be- 
fore they joined forces, a time Hold- 
en devoted to designing needlepoint 
canvases and Dupuy spent working 
for another New Orleans design firm. 
It was not until 1978 that they 
formed their own company. In just 
five years, Holden & Dupuy attract- 
ed commercial and residential clients 
from Los Angeles to New York and 
were commissioned to design the in- 
terior of the Eiffel Tower restaurant 
when it was reconstructed in New 
Orleans. No question, the young firm 
struck a chord. 

Holden & Dupuy pioneered a 
fresh, contemporary way to use an- 
tiques—sparely, in airy light-toned 
rooms. “Our design is never clut- 
tered or overdone,” says Holden. In 
many of their rooms, one distinctive 
antique—a master piece—sets the 
tone. It might be a Regency récami- 
er for a bedroom or a pair of Louis 
XVI chairs with original damask for 
a living room. The point is to pick 
pieces with.patina and character 
that will stand out against a room’s 
neutral backdrop. 


The New Neutrals 
For walls and other background 
elements, Holden and Dupuy draw 
from a pale palette that includes 
many shades of white plus taupe, 
gray, pale pink and pale aqua. ‘“Col- 
or should not have to supply the life 
of a room,’”’ Holden emphasizes. 
“People do that.” The light walls 
and floors are eniivened with a vari- 
ety of paint finishes. In one room, 
the designers might paint a wall 
with high-gloss white enamel, leav-

ing another with a patch of exposed plas- 
ter—perhaps having learned a thing or two 
from New York master John Saladino. 
Another technique is to apply grass cloth 
to walls, then spray-paint so the rough 
texture shows through. Wood floors are 
often bleached or pickled, then treated to a 
stenciled border, a subtle pattern.

Gold, bronze and silver—in small 
doses—also warm up Holden and Dupuy’s 
design. The trick is to strike a formal note 
without becoming too serious. Don’t be 
afraid to pair a fine gilded frame with an 
inexpensive print of an 18th-century archi- 
tectural rendering, the designers say. For a 
whimsical touch of gold, they will display 
French military buttons on a_ porcelain 
platter or even pears or eggs sprayed with 
gold paint in a bowl. “The point is to keep 
design fun,” says Dupuy. 

Even the most ordinary pieces can be 
transformed—with wit. Faced with an in- 
expensive but shapely chandelier, for ex- 
ample, the New Orleans designers might 
spray-paint it white, so it looks like a 
carved-wood ornament—a_ sophisticated 
play of materials. An architectural frag- 
ment or scrap of carved molding may be 
pressed into service as a sculptural lamp. 





Material World 

Nor is the designers’ use of fabric pre- 
dictable. ‘‘We try to stay away from floral 
chintz curtains,” boasts Dupuy, who fa- 
vors ones that blend into the walls and 
become part of the harmonious backdrop. 
The partners use fine fabrics casually, 
hanging dress silk on rods painted the 
same color. And they use workaday can- 
vas, cheesecl¢ 1 muslin in luxurious 


ways. Draping t iain fabrics, twisting 


them here and there y fashion curtains 
that are full id | than convention- 
al window nents generous and 
gracious in a room. } ain rods they 
recruit bare n ith unusual 
finials.

ing the walls with fabric. Not surprisingly, 
they love slipcovers, which, Holden says, 
‘are loose, casual and unstructured 
enough not to be pretentious, even when 
made with Fortuny fabric.’ Even so, the 
chairs beneath the slipcovers must have 
good lines. If a client can’t afford a new 
sofa with a sculptural shape, the designers 
opt for a quality secondhand one, then 
slipcover it. 

Old and used is often as good as—or 
better than—new and trendy, say Holden 
and Dupuy. They advise clients to “clean 
out your rooms as you do your closets— 
you'll notice that the trendy things go and 
the classics remain.’’ Once, for a budget- 
minded client who needed a storage unit, 
the designers decided against a new cabi- 
net, opting for a thrift-shop armoire in- 
stead—one with classically simple lines 
that they then painted faux marble. 

The partners’ insistence on furniture 
with ‘“‘good bones” has as much to do with 
comfort as with aesthetics. For Holden 
and Dupuy, comfort is essential to design. 
“Furniture should caress you and welcome 
use,’ Dupuy insists. And she and her part- 
ner are willing to do without until they 
find just the right pieces. 

In fact, that’s their secret. Dupuy and 
Holden not only have the eye to single out 
the best pieces, but the patience to find 
them. In their rooms, which are so grace- 
fully put together that they appear to have 
Just happened, there is never too much of a 
good thing. @ 





HOW TO BUILD 
CHARACTER 
Conventional wisdom says that 
room design must begin with a good 
sofa or window fabric. Ann Holden 
and Ann Dupuy disagree. These, 
they say, are ““background”’ ele- 
ments—important, sure, but such 
furnishings don’t lend personality. 
The New Orleans designers, instead, 
start by finding an ‘exclamation 
point” for a room, a distinctive an- 
tique or two that will grab attention. 
It could be an oversize crystal chan- 
delier for a hall or two gilded ram’s- 
head chairs for a sitting room. In 
each case, the exclamation point sets 
a tone of character and elegance. 
| And then the partners design a 

room scheme around it.

here was once a Mood in my life. 
And if I was lucky and he man- 
aged to walk a little faster to make 
that weekly bus from Baltimore, 
he would help me garden every Thursday. 
‘*‘Miss Dee,”’ he assured me, “when I’m not 
here, just talk to those flowers. They listen, 
they'll grow.” I believed almost every 
word he said. 

And, oh, how we miss him—the roses, 
the raspberries, the perennial bed and espe- 
cially me. I just can’t do it alone, and every 
year it gets harder and harder to find help 
on the horizon. 

There is Tom, agreeably willing and cer- 
tainly able, but really not that interested in 
gardening. When enlisted, he comes to my 
aid, but the War of the Weeds isn’t exactly 
his favorite. I do appreciate his help, but it 
still isn’t going to keep the gardens of 
Thornhill as trim and tidy as they were 
when Mood was here. 

It’s ironic. You spend years building up 
your gardens, and then one day comes 
along, and you realize it’s just too much. 
And so recently I decided something had 
to go. I had to pare down. I couldn’t give 
up the raspberries since our son Tommy 
had started them, inherited from his 
grandfather Harry. The perennial garden 
had never been more glorious, and what 
would I do without my roses? And so with 
regret but with reason, it had to be good- 
bye to my herbs. 

[t wasn’t just the herbs that had to leave, 
but the flagstone terrace where they were 

ylanted had to go as well. That was a grave 
decision, since the terrace was the very 
first landmark of our lives at Thornhill. 

Tom and I had made this small flag- 
stone terrace many years before from a bed 
of mud surrounded by our U-shaped farm- 


house. Every evening after work we would 
both sit there, exhausted but exhilarated. 

But the die was cast, and we dug, giving 
away most of the herbs. Over the years I 
had planted marjoram because it stood for 
happiness, mint for wisdom, and thyme for 
courage and bravery. Roman warriors al- 
ways bathed in tubs of thyme for strength 
before a battle. 

I had used the basil in cooking, had 
made a pineapple sage tea and put sprigs of 
lavender between the sheets in the linen 
closet, and in letters to our children I had 
sent fresh leaves of lemon verbena. The 
scents of home. 

The irregular flagstones, leftovers from a 
local quarry, were an even harder memory 
to remove, and heavy as well. When we 
first set them in sand and soil, we were 32 
years younger. 

For me it was a very sad Saturday. But 
Tom soon made the task lighter. He decid- 
ed that every stone resembled a different 
state. It became a game. We had Maine, 
Massachusetts, definitely California. Al- 
most every state of the union is now piled 
under a porch. Maybe our daughter Louise 
will use them for a terrace. I would like 
that, keeping them in the family, giving 
them a new life. 

The once-flagstone terrace is now a 
wooden deck, very tidy. And the sole sur- 
vivor is a lilac bush I had planted there 
when it was only three inches high, a bush 
I had brought back from Rochester, N.Y., 
a city famous for its lilacs. It’s now at least 
six feet tall. I couldn’t abandon it, and the 
deck is built around it. 

Lamb’s ear and rosemary, the only herbs 
I kept, are now planted in the front peren- 
nial garden. Lamb’s ear, soft as velvet, is 
fun for a child to touch, and rosemary, af- 
ter all, is for remembrance.

I always enjoy giving special consideration 
to garden buffs at Christmastime, for gar- 
deners are some of the easiest people to 
shop for. Who else would exclaim in de- 
light if a truck arrived with two tons of 
manure? Of course, there are more man- 
ageable gifts to consider. My choices come 
from a diverse group of mail-order firms. 
If you order soon, your present is certain 
to arrive by Christmas. 

For stocking stuffers, try one of the 11 
“gardens” designed by landscape architect 
Alice R. Ireys for Burpee. They come in 
attractive packages and are priced from 
$5.95 to $14.95. Each package includes 
instructions, plans, preprinted garden la- 
bels and all the seeds needed to create a 
Blue Crescent Garden, a Salad Garden by 
the Kitchen Door, a Garden of Annual 
Everlastings or An Island of Fragrance. 

Every year, as sure as the calendar, 
someone tries to improve on the ubiquitous 
watering can. At last I’ve found one that is 
attractive, affordable and—best of all— 
perfectly balanced. The traditional-style 
Hemmingway Watering Can is made of 
galvanized steel with brass banding and 
copper rivets. It’s an English item import- 
ed and sold here by the Natural Gardening 
Company. The can holds 1.5 imperial gal- 
lons (about 1.8 U.S. gallons) and sells for 
$40. It also comes with a sprinkler “rose” 
that is designed not to dribble or send 
seeds splashing out of their containers. 

Spiegel offers decorative planter boxes, 


> suitable for windowsills, that are sure to 
> bring early spring to anyone’s indoor gar- 
4 den. The large planter measures 21 inches 
= by 7 by 7-1/4 inches high; the smaller one 





is nearly a 7-inch cube. Each is painted 
white, its sides cut out in a charming tulip 
pattern. At $17.45 and $14.95 these win- 
dow boxes are priced so you can present 
them filled with flowering plants: three 
pots in the large planter, one in the small. 

More costly, because it’s more of an 
investment, is a present suited to the gar- 
den-variety fitness nut on your list: an old- 
fashioned “‘push” lawn mower. This is an 
obvious nod to the nostalgia market, but 
there are other reasons why person- 
powered machines like this are making a 
comeback. First of all, many homeowners 
now have small lawns. Also, many have 
become energy- and pollution-conscious— 
and that includes noise pollution. The new 
push mowers will be the rage at garden 
centers all over the country next spring, 
but you can buy one now through the 
mail—from Smith & Hawken, for exam- 
ple, or from Gardener’s Supply. The price 
is just over $100. 

Here’s something a little different that, 
frankly, isn’t useful at all, but people seem 
to love it anyway: printed pop-up flower- 
pot cards filled with “‘posies” painted in an 
antique style. They can be sent individually 
like cards, given as a set of four or used in 
various ways to decorate a holiday table. 
From Burpee, they’re about $10 a set. 

A gift any enthusiast would enjoy, 
whether he or she is a hands-in-the-soil 
gardener or strictly the armchair variety: 
membership in a local botanical garden or 
arboretum. Why not give yourself a pre- 
sent, too, and become a card-carrying par- 
ticipant in the continued greening (and 
blooming) of America? It might be the 
most thoughtful gift you get this year.

By SANDY SHEEHY 
sk the best time of 
year to visit Gal- 
veston, and any 
B.O.I. (short for 

“born on the island” and lo- 

cal lingo for native) will 

probably answer late fall. 

The air is seductively soft, 

with hints of citrus, ginger 

and camphor mingled with 
the salt scent of the sea. The 
temperature drifts between 
the 70s and low 80s. The 
beach-bound tourists have 
packed up their Styrofoam 
coolers and gone home. In 
the 100-year-old iron fronts lining the port, 
shopkeepers have time to show you their 
antique quilts and art-studio ceramics. 

And in the tile-floored restaurants, the 

shrimp, red snapper and blue crab—al- 

ways fresh and cooked with a gentle 
hand—arrive at your table more promptly 
than they do in August. 

But beyond all that, Galveston’s mood 
at this time of year is serene and conge- 
nial—just the right ambience for visiting a 
city of semitropical Victoriana. 

Lounging in the Gulf of Mexico two 
miles off the Texas mainland, Galveston 
Island exudes the melancholy charm of a 
gracefully aging Southern belle recalling 








her youth. Broad boulevards lined with 
white and coral oleanders and towering 
palms lead past grand Romanesque man- 
sions anc en Anne cottages. 
Glossy-lea nd lavender vi- 
tex shade rpenter Gothic 
houses so hs th millwork 


they resemble ‘

nessmen financed it and bankrolled the 
Republic of Texas. In the mid 19th century 
most of Texas was still the Wild West. 
While settlers a day’s ride from San Anto- 
nio were fending off Comanches and cow- 





boys were driving longhorns 
down Main Street in Fort 
Worth, Eastern newspapers 
were hailing Galveston as 
the Queen of the Gulf and 
calling its main commercial 
thoroughfare—the Strand— 
the Wall Street of the South- 
west. Ships left loaded with 
cotton and returned with 
fine wines from France, 
crystal from Austria, grand 
pianos from New York— 
and floods of immigrants 
from every country in Eu- 
rope. The merchant princes 
who made their fortunes in 
this trade entertained so lavishly that in 
1857 the British consul wrote to London 
complaining that he would need a higher 
allowance in order to reciprocate. 

Because of its semitropical climate, Gal- 
veston developed its own distinctive archi- 
tecture—adopting and changing styles 
from the South and from Europe. Set high 
off the ground to avoid floodwaters, houses 
sported 14-foot ceilings and broad double 
galleries—one on the first story, another 
on the second—placed to catch the cooling 
sea breezes. With their lower frames flush 
with the floor, double-hung windows lifted 
into the wall overhead to increase ventila- 
tion. Most houses had two front doors—a 
decorative panel of delicately carved wood 
and leaded glass and, a few feet in front of 
that, a sturdy slab of oak or cypress that 
could be shut against storms. 

Galveston is the only American city 
built on a barrier island, a gently curving 
sandbar 32 miles long and three miles 
across at its widest point. Its highest eleva- 
tion is only 17 feet above sea level. On Sep- 
tember 8, 1900, a ferocious hurricane 
slammed into the gilded isle, washing away 
much of the preceding period of pomp and

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prosperity. At the end of that terrible 
night, 6,000 people were dead and two- 
thirds of the island’s buildings were de- 
stroyed. In terms of lives lost, the 1900 
storm still ranks as the greatest natural 
disaster in U.S. history. 

Fortunately, the debris from some build- 
ings formed dikes that protected others, 
mostly in the East End. Some 1,500 histor- 
ic structures still stand, and 560 are listed 
in the National Register of Historic Places. 

In the years immediately following the 
storm, Galveston erected a seawall to pro- 
tect itself from future hurricanes. But 
while the city was rebuilding, storm-stung 
businesses moved to Houston and other 
places on the mainland. And while Hous- 
ton set about becoming the fourth-largest 
city in the country, Galveston slipped into 
a sort of civic somnolence. The port still 
had a lock on a few commodities, notably 
tea and bananas, but the once-proud build- 
ings along the Strand stood empty, save for 
seedy bars catering to merchant seamen. 

For more than 50 years, Galveston 
seemed unaware of its architectural assets, 
but half a century after the 1900 storm, 
isolated efforts toward restoration began. 
A handful of Galvestonians organized in 
1954 to save The Samuel May Williams 
House, a Greek Revival cottage built in 
1839 by Texas’s first banker, a financier of 
the War of Independence. In 1965, the 
Galveston Garden Club bought and reha- 
bilitated a grander Greek Revival resi- 
dence, The Powhatan House, built in 1847 
with 24-foot Doric columns supporting its 
roof. Around the same time, the Galveston 
Historical Foundation organized to rescue 
Ashton Villa, an opulent Italianate red- 
brick mansion built in 1859, and to restore 
it down to the last gilded French valence. 

All of these houses are open year-round 
for tours, as is The Bishop’s Palace on 
Broadway. That stone Gothic monument 
to extravagance cost a quarter of a million 
dollars when Col. Walter Gresham built it 
in 1886. It was purchased in 1923 by the 
Galveston-Houston Diocese for Bishop 
Christopher Byrne. 

In the early ’70s, Galveston rediscovered 
the Strand, beginning with the Junior 
League’s restoration of the Trueheart- 
Adriance Building—a handsome brick 
commercial structure designed by Nicho- 
las Clayton, who designed some 100 build- 
ings in Galveston. Nowadays, the tacky 
bars have given way to chic shops and

The restoration along the Strand and adjacent streets has 
spilled over into downtown, where the Galveston County Cul- 
tural Arts Council has refurbished the 1894 Grand Opera 
House. From November 11 to 13, this ornate hall will host the 
Galveston Jazz Festival. The first weekend in December, during 
the Galveston Historical Foundation’s annual Dickens on the 
Strand, Galvestonians will don Victorian dress and pretend 
they’re characters from A Christmas Carol, while visitors 
browse among bocths for 19th-century-style food and gifts. 

The East End and Silk Stocking historical districts lie a few 
blocks from the Strand. The best way to admire their wealth of 
restored gingerbready Carpenter Gothic is on foot, aided by the 
oak-paneled trolley that now runs from the Strand to Seawall 
Boulevard, cutting across both districts. Or you can stay in the 
districts themselves at one of the bed and breakfasts listed be- 
low. If you come in a group and give two weeks’ notice, the 
Galveston Historical Foundation will arrange tours of some of 
the private houses restored by its members. And if you should 
run out of things to see or begin to miss your own era, there’s

THE INVITING FRONT 


By DUO DICKINSON 
front door does a 
lot more than let 
people in. Like 
the smile on the 

face of a gracious host, it 
sets the mood and makes 
the first impression for ev- 
ery visitor. In architectural 
terms, the entry provides 
an all-important transition 
from the impersonal out- 
side world to the welcom- 
ing warmth of home. 

How often is your opin- 
ion of a house shaped by 
the fact that a garage door 
is the first feature you no- 
tice? Conversely, how 
many homes make you 
stop and look, because the 
entrance is so beautifully 
placed, so aptly framed— 
by landscaping, a porch or 
an overhang? 

Aesthetics is just part of 
the story. An uncomfort- 
ably placed front door may 
be a symptom of a house’s 
bigger problem—poorly 
arranged interior spaces. 
More than likely, in any 
remodeling that involves 
the entry, shifting the front 
door also means reorganiz- 
ing the living areas inside.

Ideally, the entry is the 
convenient hub for traf- 
fic—that is, it should be set in the most- 
used part of the house and give you a 
sense of anticipation. A front door that 
opens directly into a living room, for 
example, or far from the kitchen or stair- 
way, is probably in the wrong spot. 

In familiar house styles you’ll find the 
front door is situated at an access point. 
Saltboxes and Capes built in New Eng- 
land traditionally open into central stair- 
way halls, convenient to all rooms. In 
parts of the South, the front door is with- 
in a covered veranda at the side of the 
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house—to catch the breeze. 
Ranch-style houses and 
split-levels tend to slip an 
entry between living and 
bedroom areas, providing 
easy access to either part. 
Traditions like these are 
viable as long as a house is 
sited logically. But build it 
slightly askew or put on an 
addition, and the entry 
may be in the wrong place. 
Many homes built in 
this century originated 
from “stock” plans, with 
little or no attention paid 
to how their entries might 
relate to the way a house is 
used or sited. Some build- 
ers—and, over the years, 
owners—made changes in 
layout that produced awk- 
wardly placed entries 
which years of modifica- 
tion haven’t improved. In 
fact, remodelings often 
make an awkward location 
much worse. Renovating a 
home may well enliven or 
expand space, but unless 
the entry is considered at 
the same time—in an over- 
all plan—the clumsiness is 
usually compounded. 


graphed here was built in 
the 1920s in the quiet Co- 
lonial style common to 
suburban Westport, Conn. Its design was 
simple and straightforward: The entry 
was located at one corner, clearly visible 
to anyone approaching the house. The 
front door opened into an off-center stair 
hall that was as accessible to the living 
areas as to the kitchen. 

In the 1950s a wing was added, and the 
front door was completely obscured. At 
the same time, a new breezeway was built 
to link the addition to the garage. Sud- 
denly, the house lost focus. The old front

door continued to function, but it couldn’t 
be seen. The breezeway provided primary 
access, but without emphasis. Visitors to 
the house had to hunt for the entrance. 

When the house was purchased not long 
ago by a young businessman and his physi- 
cian wife, they found that the “new” front 
door opened into a space with a raw con- 
crete floor. It was unheated and lacked a 
closet. To reach the living room, you had 
to pass through another door set two steps 
up from the entry level. Both kitchen and 
stairs were beyond the living room—a long 
way from the core of the house. 

The new homeowners, my architectural 
clients, were determined to solve the prob- 
lem. Together we decided not to move the 
entry but to give it emphasis—and to im- 
prove the way it related to the rest of the 
interior. We were not about to move the 
kitchen or relocate the stairs. 

We tackled the interior first. The breeze- 
way had to be heated; to do this, insulation 
and new wall surfaces were needed. Closets 
were added. The floor was raised and cov- 
ered with oak boards so it became closer to 
the living room level. The inside doorway 
was widened so the new spaces would flow 
into one another. Lighting and finish trim 
would provide the atmosphere. 

The exterior was a bigger challenge. Af- 
ter all, the entry would have to hold its 
architectural own with the garage and 
house flanking it. And the entrance 
couldn’t simply be big. The idea was to 
make a subtle statement through good de- 
sign and sensible use of detail. Also, we 
had to draw on the palette of materials al- 
ready used in the house and garage. 

We knew that the straight line of the old 
breezeway had to be broken. To achieve 
ie I created a heightened gable facade, 
its roof extending the silhouette of the oth- 

two structures. The owners wanted a 
assed-in entry instead of a solid door, so 
ed a wood-framed glass door sur- 


rounded on the sides and top by mullioned 
windows. Inside, the entry is light and 
open. Although the actual dimensions are 
unchanged, the space now feels bigger. 

This Westport example shows one way 
to undo the negative effects of a previous 
renovation. In other situations, a visually 
weak or nearly invisible entry can be em- 
phasized by adding an overhang or apply- 
ing some kind of eye-drawing ornament— 
or even by the thoughtful use of plants and 
lighting. But in the Connecticut house, as 
in many others needing help, relocating the 
front door was the only solution. 

Here are some questions to ask yourself 
if you’re thinking about relocating the 
front entrance. The answers will show how 
your entry measures up: 
® Do guests often complain that it’s hard 
to find your front door? 
© Do first-time visitors pause when they 
enter your home, uncertain where to go? 

e Is your entry a bottleneck when you en- 
tertain at home? 

e@ Do you and your family traipse through 
room after room, to get from the entry to 
that part of the house you use most? 

@ Outside, when you stand at the foot of 
your driveway, is your entry in clear focus? 
® Can you identify the front of your house 
just by the way the facade presents itself? 

The emotional side of home is always in- 
dividual. Perhaps you forgave your home’s 
faults years ago, only now and then won- 
dering how to give it a better, more wel- 
coming face. If you’re uncertain, why not 
talk to a well-recommended architect? Pre- 
liminary consultation fees are usually mod- 
est, and if you find plausible answers, your 
money will have been well spent. 

Whether you decide to do a lot or a lit- 
tle, keep in mind that the work must en- 
hance all you love about your home. For 
without special focus and a true reflection 
of what you feel about your house, the 
entry becomes just another door.

The room is complex, with 
hot accents: rose-strewn 
chintzes and a Bessarabian rug, 
gilded Italian side chairs in a 
brilliant red weave, rich Edwar- 
dian needlework pillows. 

Yet there are also pale blue 
walls, an exposed heating pipe 
just there, without apology. The 
floor boards are mostly bare, 





and original 19th-century win- 
dows are simply curtained. “I 
love the windows,” the designer 
explains, “‘and I don’t want 
swags and jabots to interfere 
with their simplicity. I like hon- 
est, comfortable rooms in the 
country, but also fancy furni- 
ture—and there is no reason I 
can’t have both. When I bought 
the house 15 years ago, my

Crawford does not believe in 
housewide color schemes. Since 
the bedrooms differ in size and 
shape, and since the owner’s 
pleasure is entertaining the eye, 
each room is unique. 

One of the largest guest 
rooms brings together a group 
of colors and patterns that re- 
quire a supremely confident 
hand. The wall and ceiling cov- 
ering is a small, busy blue-gray 
design. The bedspread is an an- 
tique Wild Goose Chase quilt in 
mostly brown tones. There is 
also red paisley, a peach and 
blue stripe, flamestitch and a 


snakeskin table. Crawford ven- 
tures that “the room works be- 
cause there are so many strange 
colors here. Strangeness is the 
unifying force.” 

One little bedroom is Craw- 
ford’s tribute to Scandinavian 
country style. “‘The gilded 
chairs on a plain pine floor, the 
pale colors and cotton fabrics 
feel Swedish to me.

hen archi- 
tects Mac Clapp and Jimmy 
Crisp bought the 19th-century 
schoolhouse three years ago, it 
had been vacant since the 1930s. 
Broken shutters were stashed in a 
nearby toolshed, the bell was 
missing, and the rotted belfry tilt- 
ed like a cockeyed hat. The new 
owners faithfully restored the ex- 
terior, then Clapp’s uncle donat- 
ed the bell. 

The interior is a different sto- 
ry. ““We took liberties here,” 
Clapp says. “It had to work for 
us.” To pack into one 800- 
square-foot space all the com- 
forts of home, the architects 
designed sleeping lofts overlook- 
ing the living area and created a 
separate kitchen and dining 
room. While the open plan is a 
modern solution, the materials 
nod to the past—pine floors and 
cabinets plus marble counters. 

In decorating, Nelson Ferlita 
also opted for the flavor of the 
past rather than period perfec- 
tion. “This takes confidence,’’ he 
_says of his decision to mix an- 
tiques with reproductions. “But 
the results are more interesting.” 
Not to mention practical. Ethan 
Allen’s sturdy pieces, based on 
English, Irish and American de- 
signs, have enough character to 
stand on their own. And the 
school now has a lived-in quality 
that makes this transformation 
complete. @

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o tell you the absolute 
truth, all this really started with terrari- 
ums.”” Ryan Gainey’s words are barely 
audible, since he is almost completely 
hidden by foliage and flowers. Ostensi- 
bly, he is leading a garden tour, but with- 
in seconds of approaching one of his 
enormous borders, he dives in and disap- 
pears underneath towering greenery. 
Popping out, sun hat askew, Gainey car- 
ries a slightly muddy present: “I knew I 
had some volunteers back there. This is a 
wonderful old aster I collected from 
some old dear’s automobile-tire garden. 
Put this in your garden. It will grow six 
feet tall and give you weeks of pleasure.” 

Oddly enough, Gainey’s garden in De- 
catur, Ga., and his passion for virtually 
unobtainable old-fashioned flowers really 
did begin with terrariums. “I came to 
Atlanta when I was twenty-seven and 
worked in a florist’s shop. After six 
months I left to open The Potted Plant, 
along with a friend, Tom Woodham.” 

The shop was an immediate success: 
“Soon our glass gardens were in Tiffany’s 
windows. We did ‘English gardens’ in 
pots, clipped forms in tubs—‘knots in 
pots’-—and huge mixed arrangements. I 
was really enjoying myself, and as I 
learned, everything just kept getting big- 
ger. Finally, I started putting flowers in 
the ground.”’ 

About a year ago Gainey opened a 
nursery, The Connoisseur’s Garden, 
across the street from The Potted Plant 
on Shadowlawn Avenue in the Buckhead 
section of Atlanta. Both the shop and the 
nursery attract knowledgeable, avant- 
garde gardeners from all over. Gainey 
now designs every sort of horticultural 
extravaganza imaginable, from formal 
forecourts to large country gardens. 

His own garden is an abundant tribute 
to Southern cottage style. Started on 
iree city lots in Decatur, about seven

had known about the prop- 
erty and the house for years, because 
there was an old nursery here I used to 
deal with,” Ryan Gainey says. ‘From the 
former owners, I inherited three old 
greenhouses, but there was no garden.” 

There was, however, plenty of space 
for one. But before Gainey began plant- 
ing his garden, he drove around the 
South looking at other people’s gardens. 
“Frankly” he says, “some of the worst 
neighborhoods seemed to have the best 
flowers. These people had no money for 
plants, so for generations they just kept 
on growing the same sweet rocket and 
tall, pale blue iris. But I could not buy 
these flowers anywhere.” 

Gainey began collecting cuttings and 
begging gardeners to save him seeds. 
(One proud old grandmother said stiffly, 
“If you want seeds so badly, come back 
and get them yourself.”) “I would try 
one old hollyhock in an urn, love it, and 
the next year put sixteen next to the pot- 
ting shed,” Gainey says. “I selected seeds 
to get white cosmos, white nicotianas 
(the old kind that grows six feet high) 
and white cleomes. The next thing would 
be an idea for a bed. 

“My advice to anyone who is learning 
about gardens is this: Don’t get so wor- 
ried about creating borders. Make some 
pretty pots and a nice bed. Look at your 
flowers, smell them, cut them, arrange 
them, eat them or dry them. But start 
small and, then, get bigger and bigger.”

have devoted so much attention to 
one small project. Jonathan had 
dinners with us.

Understanding the family’s 
needs, Foster stretched the house’s 
2,300 square feet and $200,000 
budget to include four bedrooms, 
living and dining rooms—even a 
library—plus all the light and air 
they craved. The trick? He opened 
all the relatively small rooms into 
one another and to the outdoors. 
There’s an unbroken passage from 
the master bedroom, through the 
living room, to the dining room. 
“Tf these rooms had walls,” Jona- 
than Foster says, “‘they’d seem 
smaller.’ Cleverly, Foster defined 
the rooms by varying the floor lev- 
els and adding a few strategically 
placed columns. And by giving ev- 
ery room on the first floor a door 
to the outside, he expanded the 
house right into the landscape.

The same holds true 
for the grid design that borders the 
staircase—an updated version of 
lattice trim found on turn-of-the- 
century Shingle Style houses. 
With its floor-to-ceiling window, 


the library (below) is reminiscent 
of cozy old window seats, the per- 
fect place to curl up with a book or 
quietly contemplate the view over 
the rolling fields to the ocean. 
Tucked at the top of the stair hall, 
the library also has an interior win- 
dow, just above the entrance and 
facing the window wall. The small 
interior window makes the room 
feel more spacious, almost like a 
house within a house. As in old 
Shingle Style houses, the welcom- 
ing, well-proportioned entry (oppo- 
site) provides a place to pause on 
arriving—and get a sense of the 
serenity within.

CJ My mother just gave me this bronze bust of a woman. She called 
it “Marie Antoinette.” It is signed ‘Faure de Brousse.”” When did 
busts first become popular? —P.S.K., New Port Richey, Fla. 


The ancient Romans made larger-than- 
life bronze figures and small tabletop fig- 
ures. Most of these depicted full figures 
and not just heads. Life-size bronze busts 
became popular in the 17th century, usu- 
ally as decorations for government build- 
ings. Busts of judges, kings and other 
important people were placed in promi- 
nent places. Large bronze or marble 
busts became fashionable as home deco- 
rations about 1870. Your bronze was 
signed by Vincent-Desire Brousse, who 
worked in Paris from 1870 to 1890. The 
bronze may be a portrait of Marie Antoi- 
nette or another member of royalty. It is 
worth about $2,500. 





_] This armoire is elaborately carved in a light-colored wood. Can 
you tell the age from the style? If I remodel the inside, will I 
change the value? —M.S.S., St. Charles, Mo. 


The armoire is a form of fur- 
niture that was popular in 
France. The carving, scrolled 
feet, curved top and columns 
at the sides are design ele- 
ments of Louis XV-style mid- 
18th-century furniture. 
Decorators have discovered 
the storage possibilities an ar- 
moire offers—and have fre- 
quently altered the interior to 
hold a TV set, a bar, a dress- 
ing table or drawers and 
shelves.

__] What can you tell me about this silver teapot? It stands about 14 
inches tall and is marked “Monteith.” 
—¥J.M., Canoga Park, Calif. 


Your silver teapot can almost 
speak for itself. The bulbous 
belly with raised ‘“‘lobes,”’ 
curved spout, wooden handle 
and border trim were popular 
features on teapots made be- 
tween 1815 and 1840. Earlier 
pots had simpler body shapes; 
later ones were more ornate. 
The mark “Monteith” was used 
by two brothers, John and Rob- 
ert Monteith, who worked in Baltimore, beginning in 1814. Robert 
died in 1849, and John stopped making silver the same year. The 
mark could also have been used by Charles and Benjamin Mon- 
teith, who began working in Philadelphia about that time. Some 
say they were the sons of the earlier Baltimore silversmiths. Your 
teapot is a fine example of the silver made about 1820. It is worth 
at least $1,500.

In the 18th century your antique 
would have been known as a 
“work table.” Today it is called a 
sewing table. In 1803 Thomas 
Sheraton described a “pouch ta- 
ble” or a “table with a bag used 
by ladies to work at, in which bag 
they deposit their fancy needle- 
work.’ Ordering the table was 
like ordering a car today. The 
cabinetmaker offered a standard 
table with options such as a 
hinged lid, silk bag, special 
rounded or cut corners, drawers, 
shelves and even special legs. Ta- 
bles with tops shaped like yours 
were popular in Massachusetts about 1790. Yours appears to be in 
very good condition and should be worth about $10,000.

By SAMUEL PENNINGTON 
t the 1986 New York Winter An- 
tiques Show, Bryce Thomas spot- 
ted a $2,800 swan decoy, labeled 
“original throughout, circa 
1910.” The price was suspiciously cheap. 
Hunting swans has been illegal since 1918, 
so those decoys have become scarce and 
highly sought after by folk-art collectors. 
But something was wrong with this swan, 
something only Thomas could detect at a 
glance: It was, in fact, one of the machine- 
made carvings he sells mail-order ($16 un- 
painted) from his Decoy World shop. “I

know my own product as a mother knows 
her baby,” he said, even though someone 
had taken pains to batter the carving, fake 
up some paint and leave the altered decoy 
outside to weather. When Thomas identi- 
fied the fake, the dealer quickly removed it 
from his exhibit. Yet how many more like 
it are floating around? 

As with any hot market, imposters show 
up even in reputable dealers’ booths. Some 
are outright fakes. Some are truly vintage 
items, “improved” with new decorating. A 
few are honest reproductions that have had 
identifying marks ground off, while others

are recent craft products that have “‘acci- 
dentally” slipped into the antiques trade. 
But while experts still argue about the defi- 
nition of ‘folk art,” everyone agrees it’s 
the easiest kind of collectible to fake. The 
appeal of folk art is immediate and viscer- 
al. The work is naive, and the artists are 
largely impossible to document, since most 
are anonymous self-trained craftspeople of 
times gone by. 

Buying fakes happens to everyone—even 
curators. Just recently the Shelburne Mu- 
seum in Vermont (which has one of the

best folk-art collections in America) got 
stung when it paid $3,800 at auction for a 
wooden folk-art balancing toy. The toy 
was neither very old nor very naive: A 
Canadian furniture restorer had made it 
for his own amusement only 10 years earli- 
er. He copied a picture of the genuine toy 
at the Abby Aldrich Rockefeller Folk Art 
Center in Williamsburg, Va. He never in- 
tended to sell it, but a dealer stole the toy 
and introduced it to the antiques trade. 





WATCH OUT FOR

A few years ago a New York gallery 
sold a wooden snake weather vane for 
$7,500 but quickly returned the money 
when a Maine newspaper editor who had 
seen an advertisement for the weather vane 
told them he’d had that vane in 1976. He’d 
carved it on a whim to replace one on his 
barn. After the editor sold his place, a 
storm toppled the then-weathered snake, 
and the new owners sold the piece for $40. 
A few transactions later, the snake landed 
on Madison Avenue. 

These stories are exceptions, of course, 
but they point up a sad fact. The folk art 
you see at a flea market or auction may not 
be so naive after all. Every collector 
dreams of the rare “find” at a bargain 
price. But real discoveries are scarce. Very 
little gets by the dealers and their pickers, 
who scour auctions and who have an in- 
credibly efficient grapevine. The bargain 
hunter who thinks he outwitted the dealers 
has often outwitted only himself. 

There’s an adage in the trade that “‘if it’s 
too good to be true, it probably is.’’ Some 
fakes are so obvious, you wonder whether 
the buyers weren’t out to lunch. They 
were—literally—when a hooked-rug scam 
artist made the rounds of New England 
intiques shops. The peddler was a woman 
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with a maker’s name and title written in 
marking pen—dead giveaways to anyone 
who wasn’t dazzled by bargain tags. The 
rugs were machine-made. 


Sometimes even knowledgeable dealers 


ignore ‘‘too-good-to-be-true”’ signposts. 
Larry Forlano, a Maine dealer specializing 
in Oriental rugs, was at a small auction in 
New Hampshire when an oval sailor’s dit- 
ty box with elaborate scrimshaw decora- 
tion caught his eye. “The New York 
dealers were all bidding on the box, so I 
thought it must be something good, and I 
wasn’t going to let them have it cheap,” he 
said. He paid $2,600 for the box, and sev- 
eral other antiques dealers offered him a 
profit on the spot. 

“T thought I really had something,” said 
Forlano, but when he took it to marine an- 
tiques specialists, they just shook their 
heads. The ex-director of a major whaling 
museum thought the box was a total fake, 
possibly made of cow bone. He was wrong, 
too. The box was an authorized polymer 
reproduction of an original at the Peabody 
Museum in Salem, Mass. The faker had 
filed off the manufacturer’s mark and had 
replaced the mahogany top and bottom 
with painted parts of an old pantry box 
that showed lots of honest wear. “I put the 
box on my mantel for five years to remind 
me never to buy anything I don’t know 
about,” said Forlano. 

Like deliberate fakes, honest country 
craft products can create problems. Two 
potters in North Carolina, for example, 
were making a line of glazed animals in the 
manner of mid-19th-century Pennsylvania 
folk potters. Shortly after a genuine Penn- 
sylvania 1850s pottery lion sold at auction 
for $20,000, several of the craft lions 
turned up in the antiques trade. They had 
been dirtied up and might have sold for 
good money if there hadn’t been so many. 

Some fakes kick around the market for 
years. In 1974, at the old Coliseum. An- 
tiques Show, a decorated artist’s paint box 
changed hands among the dealers several 
times before the show opened. It then sold 
to the first collector in line for $1,000—at 
that time a lot of money. The scene on the 
top and sides of the box depicted Portland, 
Maine, in the early 19th century. There 
was a ship in the harbor, the Portland 
Observatory, and members of the Portland 
Light Infantry drilling on the Common. 

The paint was all crackled, the design 
was charming, but the box was much older 
than the paint. The New Jersey dealer who 
sold the box refused to take it back until 
the collector had the paint tested. It turned 
ut to be acrylic—a real tip-off. Acrylic 

1ints were not widely available until the 


*50s. The collector got his money back, but 
the dealer reintroduced the box to the an- 
tiques trade. 

Can collectors protect themselves from 
expensive mistakes? Yes, if they pay atten- 
tion and use common sense. Read every- 
thing you can, go to museums, ask lots of 
questions, then study, study, study. But if 
you do get stuck with a fake, be assured 
that you’re in good company. “Every col- 
lector has a fake in his closet,” says Bob 
Bishop, director of the Museum of Ameri- 
can Folk Art. 

Not this one, though. I donated my fake 
to the museum, for study. There’s no tax 
write-off—the IRS considers fakes worth- 
less—but I feel much, much better. 


HOW TO SPOT A FAKE 
e Ask yourself: Could this piece really 
have been made when and where the 
seller says it was? Does it have the 
proper tool marks? Turn tables upside 
down and look for extra holes that have 
no valid explanation. 
© Most books in the field include large 
illustrations—prime material for copy- 
cats. Check out any piece that looks 
“Just like the one in the book.” 
e The best folk portraits were done by 
untrained artists with real talent. The 
faces may be stylized, but they have 
vitality. Fakes have a too-cute, con- 
trived quality. 
© Be wary of dirty, rusty or excessively 
stained things, especially art on paper. 
Family records, portraits or silhouettes 
were probably treated with good care. 
Light brown stains often indicate artifi- 
cial aging with tea. 
© Before making an expensive purchase, 
consult a restorer, who can spot any 
previous restorations. 
eA quick check for acrylic paint: 
Scrape a speck and apply a mild paint 
solvent. If the speck dissolves instantly, 
it’s probably not oil paint, which dries 
by slow oxidation, or old milk paint, 
which practically cannot be dissolved. 
@ Get a-.written guarantee when you 
buy, which specifies the piece’s age, cul- 
ture and other pertinent information. 
Make sure the guarantee offers a cash 
refund if the object turns out to be 
significantly other than described. Rep- 
utable dealers won’t mind.

o our children the sight of a type- 
writer on the kitchen table was as 
familiar as a pot roast might be to 
others. It was just part of the 
scene of their youth. I now have a perfectly 
good office upstairs, once the bedroom of 
one of our sons. It has bookcases, a wide 
writing table—everything except inspira- 
tion. It is so organized that I find myself 
dreaming out the window, rather than 
plotting at the typewriter. 

It was bound to happen—I soon drifted 
back to the kitchen table. Besides, the 
kitchen table is much nearer to the refrig- 
erator, and when I write, I eat. After my 
first book was published, I went to a diet 
class for three months, wanting to look 
more like an author than a balloon. Writ- 
ing in the kitchen also helps with the nec- 
essary punctuations of life—doing the 
laundry, fixing our meals.

But a familiar face in the 
audience does help. It gives you courage. 

A well-meaning friend told me to just 
look into the audience and think of them 
as a “pasture of cows.” Somehow my 
imagination isn’t that vivid. But I must 
admit that on stage I’m in hog heaven. I 
guess, at heart, I’m a ham. 

Because of these books, I’ve seen parts 
of our country that I would never have 
seen otherwise. I’ve even been to Reno to 
help raise money for the Reno Philhar- 
monic. And how else would I have seen 
the Minneapolis Institute of Art, or the 
Wadsworth Atheneum in Hartford—two 
museums that were thrilling to “Mrs. 
Thornhill,” as I was called. 

Perhaps one of the nicest results of 
Views From Thornhill is, 1 think, that our 
children have started reevaluating their 
mother.

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HOW TO REALLY GET 
HOME FOR THE HOLIDAYS

hen Robert Benchley 
observed that there 
are two ways to trav- 
el—first class or with 

children—he left out one major 
category: travel during the holi- 
days. And if you also happen to be 
traveling with children at that 
time, well, that’s just an extra fillip 
of stress for the whole nerve- 
wracking experience. There’s no 
denying that the holiday season 
presents the worst scenarios for 
frayed tempers, crowds and weath- 
er delays. Yet there is good news, 
which you may find hard to be- 
lieve when envisioning an airline 
meal in a plane parked on the 
tarmac for four hours while the 
wings are defrosting. 

First, a look at the problem. It’s more 
than just families going home to celebrate. 
You may be anxiously headed for the 
warm embrace of your sisters, cousins and 
uncles, but you’re also competing with 
myriad throngs who make mid-December 
through the week after New Year’s a peak 
vacation period. Which is why traffic’s 
slightly heavier from east to west and 
north to south at the beginning of the sea- 
son, as travelers escape the snow for places 
like Hawaii, Florida and southern Califor- 
nia. That pattern reverses after New 
Year’s, of course, as everyone heads back

Don’t Go With the Flow 

“I ask people this all the time: Do you 
really have to go at peak hours?” says 
Paula Musto, corporate communications 
director for Eastern Airlines. “If you do, 


you'll have to face the fact you’ll 
be traveling with crowds.” Like all 
airline employees, Musto flies 
standby, yet never has a problem 
getting home for Christmas when 
she leaves after 4 P.M. December 
24. “The worst time is December 
twenty-third—all day—and De- 
cember twenty-fourth in the morn- 
ing,” she says. “After that, a flight 
is actually quite civilized.” 

As far as other days in the sea- 
son go, David Jeffrey of the Airline 
Passengers of America, a Wash- 
ington, D.C., lobbying and con- 
sumer advocate group, suggests 
avoiding Friday night flights and 
all flights on Sundays, when every- 
one goes home. “And avoid peak 
periods,”’ he adds. These are 8 to 
10:30 A.M. and after work, when 
businessmen are on the planes. 

The same principle holds true for train 
travel. “If you’re trying to beat the sys- 
tem,” says Patricia Duricka, an Amtrak 
public affairs officer, “there are only a cou- 
ple of ways to do it: Get on at the originat- 
ing point and travel at inconvenient 
hours.” But while some people’s worst 
memories are of standing-room-only trains 
at Christmas, there are ways to make unre- 
served routes more pleasant. Not everyone 
knows this, says Duricka, but for a few 
dollars more you can go custom class on 
an unreserved train—which guarantees a 
seat. (Examples: A $33 ticket from New 
York to Albany costs $7.50 extra for cus- 
tom class; a $22 ticket from San Diego to 
Los Angeles costs $5 more.) On some 
routes there’s also full club service, which 
includes a cabin attendant to serve meals. 

The teeming masses rarely think of De- 
cember 25 as a suitable day for flying, but

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smart travelers often do. “On Christmas 
Day,” notes United Airlines’ Novak, “‘you 
can practically hold bowling tournaments 
on the planes—they’re so empty.” A look 
at frequent flyer blackout dates confirms 
this (free or upgraded travel isn’t always 
allowed on busy days). For example, 
TWA’s awards aren’t honored December 
22 to 24, but December 25 is okay. 

So every year, Joan Quinn, a Los Ange- 
les art collector and a veteran traveler, and 
her husband and two daughters celebrate 
Christmas Eve at home and leave the next 
day for 10 days in Paris, London or New 
York. They find Los Angeles too congest- 
ed at Christmastime. Aren’t other cities 
congested too? “It’s funny,’’ responds 
Quinn, ‘“‘they may be crowded, but you 
don’t feel the same responsibility when 
you’re not in your own home.” 

That responsibility may have to do with 
entertaining visitors. Despite the celebrat- 
ed sentiment of being home for the holi- 
days, the charm can wear thin. After a 
couple of days as a houseguest, your hosts 
(even family, maybe especially family) may 
weary of extra cooking, extra laundry and 
extra people in the bathroom. No doubt, 
some of the stress of holiday travel is 
caused by what happens when you do fi- 
nally get where you’re going, and dreams 
of an impossibly perfect, nostalgic Christ- 
mas descend into family bickering. Maybe 
you’ve never considered it, but ... what’s 
wrong with staying in a hotel? 

Most nonresort hotels offer steep winter 
discounts—typically at least 40 percent 
off—and festive extras during the holiday 
season. Hyatt, for instance, has decorated 
trees in specialty suites and presents on the 
pillow (Chicago), complimentary cookies 
and eggnog (Cincinnati), stuffed bears for 
families requesting cribs (Washington, 
D.C.). Staying in a hotel doesn’t mean you 
won't be spending Christmas with your 
family. It just means a bit of privacy and 
the freedom to enjoy it more. 


Getting a Handle on Baggage 
So much of the misery of travel plans 
gone awry stems from loss of control. And 
few things make you feel less in control 
than standing beside an ever-turning bag- 
gage carousel while your mind goes round 
nd round too: Your bags didn’t make it. 
lost lost luggage—something like 99 per- 
it, according to airline sources—is re- 
red and delivered to its destination 


within 24 hours. But when it’s Christmas 
and the bags contain precious presents, 
that’s 24 hours too many. 

There are ways to prevent late bags. The 
travel industry emphasizes that you should 
allow plenty of time to make a flight— 
which means getting to the airport at least 
an hour early, and allowing an hour and a 
half for connecting flights. That’s the most 
frequent tip everyone offers for avoiding 
holiday travel traumas. The point isn’t just 
to make sure you get on the flight, but that 
your bags do too. “It takes time for a bag 
to go from counter to plane,” says Dik Shi- 
mizu, coordinator of corporate communi- 
cations for America West Airlines. “It 
can’t move as fast as a person running 
through the airport.” 

And it saves even more time if you have 
your tickets in hand before you go to the 
airport, and if you get a seat selection 
when you make the reservation. That 
means you can check the bags with the 
skycap at the curb and go straight to the 
gate. Those people squashed in the middle 
seats on the plane are the ones who didn’t 
think of this possibility. 

Often enough, at this time of year, 
“lost” bags are actually lying in pieces 
somewhere on the freight cart. Beware of 
cramming too much into expandable soft 
luggage. “Around Christmastime people 
always overstuff suitcases so they self-de- 
struct,” says Eastern’s Musto. “They will 
literally break apart, they are so packed 
with presents.” 

Lugging everything on board, though, is 
not clever. This year, the Federal Aviation 
Administration has forced airlines to 
strictly enforce carry-on baggage limits: no 
more than two bags, and possibly just one 
if the plane is full. Check when you make 
the reservation, but the requirements of 
America West Airlines, says Shimizu, are 
pretty standard: Under-the-seat bags must 
be no larger than 45 inches in total dimen- 
sion (example: 9 inches plus 13 inches plus 
23 inches), and garment bags can’t be more 
than 54 inches total. 

Be careful about the kind of presents 
you travel with, too. You may think a toy 
gun is a perfect gift for your little nephew, 
but just don’t expect it to pass through se- 
curity. Things that seem innocent to the 
average holiday traveler can look awfully 
menacing at a checkpoint. “Don’t take 
Aunt Sophie a set of carving knives and 
think you’re going to get them on board,” 
says Novak. He learned this the hard way, 
after buying a set of knives on a trip to 
California. “I didn’t even think of what 
they would look like on the X-ray ma-

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chine,”’ he says. ‘I was embarrassed as hell 
when they took them away from me.” 


Silver Linings 

What if, in spite of all your best-laid 
plans, things still go wrong? Just concen- 
trate on a happy ending. Houston writer 
Alan Waldman vacationed in Hawaii one 
holiday season and was bumped off an 
overbooked flight going home. The air- 
line gave him $400 to spend a few extra 
days, and Waldman found he liked Ha- 
waii a lot better than Houston. He spent 
the extra time applying for a job, got it, 
and moved to Hawaii, where he met and 
married his wife. 

Maureen Sajbel, a New York lifestyle 
editor, once had a home-for-the-holidays 
experience that seemed pretty unredeem- 
able. But she managed to scrape something 
out of it. “I was going from Chicago to 
Appleton, Wis.,” she says, ‘and the weath- 
er was unusually warm. It was so foggy 
that they couldn’t see to land.” The plane 
eventually turned back to O’Hare, and the 
airline sent the passengers on a four-hour 
bus trip to Appleton. 

“I was so depressed by the whole expe- 
rience,’’ recalls Sajbel, ‘that I wrote ask- 
ing for a refund to make myself feel 
better. United sent it with no argument.” 
There’s nothing like coming out on top. 


Inside Moves 

Whenever you make an airline reserva- 
tion, bear in mind that the ticket agents 
have lots of information about each flight: 
whether it’s usually late or on time, wheth- 
er it’s likely to be crowded, whether it 
comes up from South America and is often 
delayed by customs. Agents will not offer 
these helpful tidbits unless you ask, but 
taking the time to ask can save a lot of 
grief. Leaving at 10 A.M., for instance, may 
seem convenient until you learn that it’s a 
crowded flight flying in from a hub, con- 
necting at your airport, and flying out 
again. At 8 A.M., on the other hand, there’s 
a half-empty originating flight. 

You might expect that spur-of-the-mo- 
ment travel plans are out of the question 
during the holiday season, but actually, 
chances of flying standby at that time 
aren’t bad—and ticket agents can help 
steer you to the right flights. Airlines over- 
book like mad during the Christmas-to- 
New Year’s crush (another reason to get to 
the airport early—to avoid being bumped), 
but that’s because they’re plagued by no- 


shows then. United Airlines, for instance, 
expects 17 percent of its reservations to 
evaporate this season, up 2 percent from 
last year. “It’s a bit of musical chairs at 
Christmas,’ says Washington, D.C., travel 
agent Larry Frommer, “even though 
you’ve got the crowds, if you have the 
time, flexibility and patience, there is al- 
ways a possibility you’ll get on standby.” 
You can’t control nasty weather, a con- 
stant dilemma during Christmas-season 
travel, but it might help to know which 
airports are known for problems and to try 
to avoid connecting flights there. Chicago’s 
O’Hare and Denver’s Stapleton are regu- 
larly snowed-in, and Atlanta and Miami 
often have rainstorms. New York’s John 
F. Kennedy and LaGuardia are frequently 
foggy. Minneapolis/St. Paul, on the other 
hand, handles winter very well. “They 
have a terrific on-time record,” says From- 
mer. “They’re prepared for bad weather— 
the hardest part is getting to the airport.” 
If possible, you should make connecting 
flights on the same airline. That way, if 
there’s a delay, the airline knows it and will 
probably hold back the connecting flight. 


Don’t Give Up 

Even when things look hopeless, there 
are steps that may help. Maureen Sajbel, 
who’s flown 250,000 miles in the past five 
years, recalls averting a missed connection 
for her brother and sister-in-law at Christ- 
mastime. “I was seeing them off to Detroit, 
and the plane was late taking off,’ she 
says. “So I called the airport manager in 
Detroit and said, ‘You know, if you hold 
the plane five minutes, they’ll make it, and 
if you don’t, they won’t.’ When they got 
there, they ran to the gate, and the atten- 
dants holding the plane asked, ‘Are you 
Pat and Ricki?’ They were so surprised. 

“One thing I’ve found,” she adds, “‘is 
that extreme courtesy really helps, because 
those people are so used to being screamed 
at this time of year, they just ignore it.” 
Once, when she was trying to make an 
overbooked flight during the holidays, peo- 
ple were being bumped right and left, and 
the mood had degenerated into the expect- 
ed state of outraged yelling and indigna- 
tion. When Sajbel got to the counter, she 
smiled a lot and softly said, ““You know, 
I'd really Jove to get on that plane.” 

She got the last seat in first class on a 
coach ticket. As Tiny Tim might say, com- 
fortably sipping free drinks while en- 
sconced in first-class luxury on the last 
flight out, ““God bless us, every one!”

The growing popularity of outdoor garden- 
ing has fueled new enthusiasm for growing 
plants indoors, particularly in winter. Now, 
as we await the arrival of spring catalogs, 
is a good time to explore some of the 
newest houseplants, plus new ways to 
show them off and tend to their needs. 
Today’s indoor gardeners continually 
seek unusual varieties, and retailers are re- 
sponding. In most cases the “exotics” are 
no harder to grow than their familiar cous- 
ins. Here’s what you’re likely to find when 
shopping today’s plant stores and nurseries: 
e stocky hibiscus hybrids covered with 
flowers (above) in brilliant shades: gold, 
yellow, orange, dusty pink, cream and red. 
The plants are compact when purchased, 
because they may have been treated with a 
retarding chemical, but tall growth will 
appear as the chemical wears off. Blossoms 
will continue if the plants get long hours of 
bright light or direct sun. 
e several new philodendron hybrids, such 
as ‘Royal Queen,’ which have dense foliage 
with intense colors. 
ea beautiful new version of the Boston 
fern, called the ‘Dallas fern,’ which thrives 
in dry interiors—a major improvement. 
This year’s new plants—all of them pat- 
ented—are usually sold with care labels. If 
not, ask a salesperson for advice or visit 
your local library. Three good reference 
books are Exotica, The Exotic Plant Man- 
ual and Tropica—all written by Alfred 


Byrd Graf (Scribners). 


Here’s a potting mix discovery I’m eager 
to share: I never use sand, the traditional 





drainage material, in my houseplant grow- 
ing medium. Sand is heavy and tends to 
flush out through the pots’ drainage holes. 
Also, knowing how much to use is diffi- 
cult. Until recently my potting mix has 
comprised four parts peat moss and one 
part perlite (exploded volcanic rock). Per- 
lite holds moisture and air and, because of 
its coarseness, is good for drainage. How- 
ever, it floats to the top when you water 
and often litters the surface with little 
white “rocks.” 

So I began searching for a drainage sub- 
stitute, a natural-looking porous, granular 
substance—something like crushed bits of 
fired clay. And—eureka! Cat litter. Try 
mixing some—untreated, unscented—in 
your potting medium. Use the same four- 
to-one proportion, adding more litter for 
cacti and succulents. 

While looking for products that make 
indoor plant care easier and more efficient, 
I also discovered Jobe’s Water Signals— 
moisture indicators for houseplants. At 
first I was skeptical of these little card- 
board and plastic stakes, but I can assure 
you that they do save time and energy. 
When soil is dry, the stakes are yellow; 
when soil is moist, the stakes are green. You 
know at a glance when it’s time to water. 

Good-size plants can be costly, but if 
you think of them as investments in your 
home’s interior, you’ll find that they deliv- 
er greater rewards than other decorative 
elements. Consider a houseplant a living 
sculpture. Placed on a pedestal and lighted 
well, it can have much of the power and 
presence of a Giacometti or a Brancusi.

an annual event, some- 
thing in the very air and 
architecture. Owner David 
Webster, an interior de- 
signer, likes to vary holi- 
day habits by tapping into 
another country’s style or 
choosing surprising colors. 
This year, Webster, his 
partner, Michael Eriksson, 
and HB designers worked 
together to create a varia- 
tion on the conventional 
red and green American 
Christmas. The resulting 
festival of traditions re- 
vised seems right in a 
house that has evolved—a 
center chimney cottage en- 
larged in the Greek Reviv- 
al period, embellished in 
Victorian times, aban- 
doned altogether and then 
restored in recent years.

o doubt, you’re won- 
dering about decorating 
for Christmas. And, no 
doubt, you’re pressed 
for time. Well, relax. To help you, we 
called upon Jack Follmer of the New York 
City flower shop VSF. Follmer, whose de- 
signs easily translate in white-box rooms, 
took his cue from this home’s rough and 
ready personality—its hand-hewn beams, 
high ceiling and stone fireplace. He fash- 
ioned thick, richly textured garlands that 
hold their own in the big rustic space. And 
his extravagant mantel centerpiece in- 
cludes flowers not usually associated with 
Christmas—a burst of color and bravado. 
“Nothing is complicated or exotic,” says 
Follmer, who gathered greens in nearby 
woods and used hydrangea dried from last 
summer’s cuttings. The fresh fruit—as col- 
orful and shapely as any manufactured or- 
nament and much more fragrant—comes 
straight from the green grocer. With such 
luscious ingredients, creating glorious dec- 
orations is just a matter of wiring together 
branches, pinecones and fruit. Then, every- 
one trims the tree.

Finnish designer 
Ristomatti Ratia 
makes spare rooms 
user-friendly 


n the showcase of inter- 
national contemporary 
design, the talent of Ris- 
tomatti Ratia, 46, is one 
to reckon with. The 
notches on his creative 
belt include such modern home 
furnishings classics as the Palaset 
storage cubes and some of the 
boldest Marimekko linen designs 
of the 1970s. Now back in Hel- 
sinki, after nearly a decade in the 
United States, Ratia has 
branched into films and videos 
while keeping his hand in prod- 
uct design as a partner in Ergo- 
nomia Designs.Over the years, as 
a backdrop to his world-ranging 
business travels, he has evolved a 
personal style for his homes, 
transforming sometimes ordinary 
spaces into all-white interiors 
where objects seem to float and 
serenity dominates. His latest co- 
coon: an apartment (/eft) in a 
turn-of-the-century building (be- 
low) in southern Helsinki. ®

Unlike other interiors he has 
recast, Ratia’s latest digs were 
exceptional to start. The 1910 
apartment building was de- 
signed in the National Roman- 
tic style, Finland’s version of 
the Arts and Crafts Movement. 
Seen in this context, the roman- 
tic quality of Ratia’s style re- 
veals itself. Even though he 
usually takes down walls and 
pares rooms to their essential 
structure, he also injects a lull- 
ing sensuality. His all-out use of 
white is lavish and indulgent— 
and those are romantic traits. 
Walking through is like being 
surrounded by clouds and sun- 
light. Ratia describes the look 
friends dub “‘Ristomatti Style”: 
“Floors and walls are the same 
color—‘Painter’s White.’ It has 
a spot of black that makes it 
look soft. For the floors, I use 
boat paint.”’ On that shimmer- 
ing surface furniture floats. 
Canvas upholstery gives chairs 
a soft, tactile outline. 

In spite of his professional 
training—at England’s Leices- 
ter Polytechnic—or, perhaps, 
because of it, Ratia attacks a 
room in the flesh, not on paper. 
Collaborating with two carpen- 
ters in remodeling the apart- 
ment, he says, ““We went 
through it, putting up boards 
here, two by fours there, wher- 
ever it looked good.” The on- 
site sculpting yielded the ledges 
and counters where he displays 
a rotating selection of contem-

COMING UP ROSES 


Paul Bott’s wreath (above and page OO) stars his 
own garden—hundreds of blooms preserved in 
silica gel. Favorites: all varieties of roses, lilacs, 
little daffodils, viburnums, snowball hydrangeas. 
His secret: Create a work space and experiment. 
Flowers fade if removed from gel too soon, are 
brittle when left too long. Avoid fragile, thin- 
stemmed species like pansies. To 
assemble: On a wire wreath form, 
apply dry sheet moss, using a hot- 
glue gun. Do one section at a time, 
placing the largest blooms in moss 
first, then filling in. This is more 
like stringing a garland than 
painting a picture, but, says Bott, 
“you'll know when it looks right.”’

For cookies, cakes and other seasonal 
treats, there is no better assistant than the 
microwave oven. It will soften butter, melt 
chocolate, toast nuts, plump fruit and 
much more—all in a twinkle of an eye. 
You'll even have fewer dishes to wash, 
since many of these techniques use paper 
plates and paper towels. 

Just in time for your holiday dinner are 
some of our favorite shortcuts—plus a rec- 
ipe for chocolate holly leaves, which are a 
breeze to make. Use them as garnish for 
almost any dessert, from chocolate mousse 
to plum pudding. 





BAKING SHORTCUTS 


@ To flame brandy: Pour 1/4 cup brandy 
or liqueur (80 proof or more) in a glass 
measuring cup. Microcook on high 10 to 
15 seconds. Quickly pour into a large met- 
al or glass ladle and carefully ignite with a 
long kitchen match or lit candle. Pour 
while still flaming over cake or poached 
fruit. If you have no ladle, pour warm 
brandy on the food and then ignite. 

© To soften brown sugar: Place brown sug- 
ar in microproof bowl. Add 1 slice soft 
white bread or 1 apple wedge. Cover tight- 
ly with lid or with plastic wrap, turned 
back slightly, and microcook on high 30 to 
40 seconds.

Spoon or brush 
onto tarts, cookies or cakes. 

e To toast nuts: Spread 1 cup nuts evenly 
on a paper plate or paper towel. Micro- 
cook on high 2-1/2 to 4 minutes, or until 
lightly toasted and heated through, stirring 
every 2 minutes. 

¢ To shell pecans or walnuts: Place 2 cups 
nuts in their shells and 1/4 cup water in 
microproof casserole. Cover tightly with 
lid or with plastic wrap, turned back 
slightly, and microcook on high | to 2 
minutes. Drain and dry before shelling. 

¢ To plump raisins or dried fruit: Combine 
1 cup dried fruit and 1 tablespoon water 
in microproof bowl. Cover bowl tightly 
with lid or with plastic wrap, turned back 
slightly, and microcook on high 45 sec- 
onds or until softened.

(JIn a medium nonaluminum saucepan over 
medium heat, reduce marinade to about 2-1/2 
cups. Strain; you will have about 1 cup liquid. 
Add veal stock to make the sauce base. 

U Roast beef in preheated 500° F oven 7 minutes 
per pound (rare) or 10 minutes per pound (me- 
dium-rare); do not overcook. Place on a grooved 
carving board and let stand 10 minutes before 
carving. Add any juices that collect to the sauce. 
C1 Add Cognac, salt, pepper and port to sauce. 
Whisk in tomato paste and boil 1 minute. Taste 
sauce, adjust seasoning. 

In a small bowl, with a fork, blend 3 table- 
spoons softened unsalted butter with 3 table- 
spoons flour to make a paste (buerre manié).

Bring to boil and cook, without stirring, until 
the caramel mixture is a mahogany color. 

(J) Place 1 package of fresh cranberries in a 
warm stainless-steel bowl.

Then, using the tines of a fork, press down 
around the edges of the upper square to seal the 
2 layers. The dough should be soft enough to 
allow the upper square to form a pocket around 
the jelly rather than causing it to be squeezed 
out to the edges. If necessary, dip the fork into 
confectioners’ sugar to prevent dough from 
sticking to the tines of the fork. 

LC Bake in the upper third of a preheated 350° F 
oven 9 to 11 minutes, or until cookie edges are 
just brown.

When cool enough to handle, 
remove hulls by vigorously rubbing a handful at 
a time between your palms or in a clean dish 
towel.

OiIn a food processor process hazelnuts, confec- 
tioners’ sugar, coffee and salt until nuts are 
ground to a powder.

O Bake in center of a preheated 325° F oven 8 to 
10 minutes, or until cookies are almost firm to 
the touch.

Prepare dipping chocolate: In the top of a 
double boiler, melt chocolate, stirring until 
smooth; remove from heat.

Transfer logs to 
cutting board, and using a long, sharp knife, 
slice each log crosswise, on the diagonal, into 12 
or 13 slices.

1-1/4 teaspoons ground ginger 
3/4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon grated whole nutmeg 
16 tablespoons (2 sticks) unsalted 
butter, slightly softened 
3/4 cup plus 2 tablespoons granulated sugar 
3/4 cup light brown sugar 
3 large egg yolks

Filling:

(In a medium bowl sift together flour, baking 
powder, baking soda, ginger, cinnamon and nut- 
meg; set aside. 

OIn a large bowl cream together butter, 3/4 
cup granulated sugar and brown sugar until 
fluffy. Add egg yolks, molasses, orange zest and 
lemon zest, and beat until smooth. Gradually 
beat in dry ingredients. 

UO To form cookies, roll bits of dough into 1-inch 
balls. Place balls about 2 inches apart on greased 
baking sheets. Lightly grease the bottom of a 
drinking glass and lightly dip the bottom in 

































































the remaining 2 tablespoons granulated sugar. 
Use glass to flatten dough balls until they are 
about 1/4 inch thick and 1-3/4 inches in diame- 
ter. Continue dipping the glass in the granulated 


sugar after each cookie to prevent dough from * 


sticking to the glass. 

CJ Bake in the upper third of a preheated 375° F 
oven 8 to 10 minutes, or until cookies are slight- 
ly darker around the edges. Remove from oven 
and let stand 30 seconds. Transfer to wire racks 
to cool completely. (Cool baking sheets com- 
pletely between batches.) 

CO Make filling: In a medium bow] beat together 
the butter, confectioners’ sugar and orange zest 
until fluffy. 

LC Assemble cookies: Spread a heaping teaspoon 
of filling over the flat side of half the cookies. 
Gently press remaining cookies over the filling. 
Store in an airtight container and refrigerate up 
to 4 days or freeze up to 1 month. Makes about 
3 dozen 2-1/2-inch sandwich cookies.

1 cup mixed diced candied citrus peel 
1 cup dark seedless raisins 
3/4 cup chopped mixed dried pears,

1/2 teaspoon baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
1-1/2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
3/4 teaspoon ground cloves 
1/2 teaspoon ground ginger 
1/4 teaspoon grated whole nutmeg 
8 tablespoons (1 stick) unsalted butter, 
slightly softened 
2/3 cup firmly packed dark brown sugar 
1/4 cup dark molasses 
1 large egg 
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1 large egg yolk 
Grated zest of 1 large orange 


1 cup finely chopped pecans 
60 pecan halves, to garnish 


OiIn a large, deep nonaluminum mixing bowl 
combine candied citrus peel, dark raisins, mixed 
fruits and bourbon. Cover and refrigerate over- 
night, stirring several times. 

OIn medium bowl sift together flour, baking 
powder, baking soda, cinnamon, cloves, ginger 
and nutmeg; set aside. 

OJ In another large bowl beat butter until fluffy. 
Add brown sugar and molasses and beat until 
smooth. Beat in egg, egg yolk and orange zest. 
Stir in half of the dry ingredients. Stir in fruit 
mixture and chopped pecans, alternately with 
remaining dry ingredients. Cover and chill at 
least 1-1/2 hours, or until firm enough to shape 
into balls. (Dough may be refrigerated up to 48 
hours.) 

O) Form dough into 1-inch balls and place on 
greased baking sheets, spaced about 1-1/2 inch- 
es apart. Place a pecan half on each ball and 
press down slightly. 

O Bake in center of a preheated 375° F oven 9 to 
10 minutes, or until balls feel almost firm when 
gently pressed on top. Remove from oven and 
let stand 2 to 3 minutes. Using a spatula, trans- 
fer balls to wire racks to cool completely. For 
best flavor, allow balls to “ripen”? 24 hours be- 
fore serving. Store in an airtight container 3 
weeks or freeze up to 1 month. Makes about 5 
dozen 2-inch cookies. 


PISTACHIO SHORTBREAD 


1/2 cups unsalted natural (not red-dyed) 
pistachio nuts, lightly toasted 

1/2 cup sugar 

1 large egg yolk 
3/4 teaspoon vanilla extract 
12 tablespoons (1-1/2 sticks) unsalted 
butter, cut into small pieces 
1-1/2 cups all-purpose flour 


Oj In a shallow baking pan in a preheated 350° F 
oven, toast pistachios 8 to 10 minutes, or until 
lightly browned. Cool completely. Working with 
a few at a time, rub pistachios between your 
hands to remove loose pieces of hull. Set aside 1- 
1/2 tablespoons for decoration. 
CIn a food processor process remaining pista- 
chios and sugar until very fine. Add egg yolk 
and vanilla and process until blended. Sprinkle 
butter over mixture and pulse until smooth. 
Add flour and process just until combined. 
QO Divide dough in half. Roll out each portion 
between sheets of waxed paper to 1/8-inch 
thickness, checking the underside and smooth- 
ing out any creases that form. Slide sheets onto a 
large tray and chill 20 minutes, or until firm but 
not hard. 
(1) Remove 1 dough sheet from the refrigerator 
and peel the bottom sheet of waxed paper and 
replace it loosely. Turn dough over; remove and 
discard top layer of waxed paper. Using a 2-inch 
round cutter, cut out cookies. Reroll dough 
scraps and continue cutting until all dough is 
used. (If the dough becomes too soft to handle, 
chill again.) Repeat the process with the second 
dough sheet. 
CO Finely chop reserved pistachios and sprinkle 
lightly over the center tops of each cookie. Pat 
down nuts. 
C Bake in the center of a preheated 350° F oven 
9 to 11 minutes, or until golden all over. Re- 
move from oven and let stand 2 minutes; trans- 
fer to wire racks to cool completely. Store in an

Let the moss dry before gluing it to a Styrofoam frame 
with a hot-glue gun. The tiny eggs shown in the bird’s nest are 
eucalyptus berries. 


FLOWER WREATH 

Cut flowers out of construction paper or use watercolor paint 
on heavy paper. After painting in the details, tape each flower 
to florist’s wire, then twist into the plain boxwood wreath, 
which you can find at almost any florist shop. 


PEPPER-BERRY WREATH 

Use a wreath made of very fine vines, like bittersweet runners 
or ivy (with the leaves cut off), so the base won’t show through. 
Cut the vine runners while they are still soft, and lace together 
before they dry. Then lace in the short stems of the pepper ber- 
ries when they are very fresh, because berries crumble when 
dry. Do not use wire—it will show through. The bow is made of 
ribbon with wire running through the edges so it holds its shape 
all season long. (To find the source nearest you for R-Tex De- 
coratives ribbon, contact Christmas Eve, 200 Fifth Ave., New 
York 10010; 212-929-5500. For sources of imported French rib- 
bon, contact Paulette C. Knight, 301 Vermont St., San Francis- 
co, CA 94103; 415-626-6184.)

With gold string, tie ivy shoots sprayed with gold paint to a 
eucalyptus wreath, and then dried roses in mauve and pink and 
sprigs of heather.

To keep cookies from becoming just 
crumbs in the cookie-jar—and to keep 
them fresh for those all-important mid- 
night snacks—here are some expert 
storage hints. 

© Most cookie varieties taste best with- 
in the first couple of days of baking, 
says Nancy Baggett, author of The In- 
ternational Cookie Cookbook. After that, 
freezing is the best way to preserve these 
goodies. Freezing halts the aging process 
and prevents cookies from losing their 
flavor and becoming dry as well. 

@ The cookies should be carefully 
wrapped. if freezing for more than a 
week, double-wrap them so that the air 
cannot penetrate the package and the 
cookies do not become stale. There are 
many new and wonderful packing ma- 
terials on the market now—heavier and 
much more suitable for freezing than 
the foil and plastic wrap that you nor- 
mally use in the kitchen. 

e Nancy Baggett also recommends 
that you freeze most cookies for no 
longer than a month, two at the very 
most.

L] When was this type of rocking chair made? All I know is that 
this one is walnut colored, with a plasticlike seat and back. 
—J.B., Fort Plain, N.Y. 


Rocking chairs are said to be the 
invention of Benjamin Franklin. 
He did own a chair with curved 
rockers in 1787. This type of 
rocker cut into rugs and often 
scratched wooden floors, so 19th- 
century furniture makers invent- 
ed a different type. About 1870 
the platform, patent, or spring, 
rocker came into use. The base 
remained stationary while the 
chair rocked on a spring-type 
mechanism—which saved the 
floor and the chair from wear. 
Your platform rocker was made 
by George Hunzinger, of New York City, about 1885. He called it 
a “Hunzinger Double Spring.” The upholstery is probably an 
oilclothlike material, which he used on many of his chairs. The 
cloth was durable and easily wiped clean. On today’s market the 
rocker would sell for about $250. 





] Please tell me the history of these goblets, which I inherited. 
They are made of very heavy glass. The design seems to have been 
molded into the glass. —W.S., Columbus, Ga. 


Collectors call your goblets pressed or 
pattern glass. Glass-pressing machines 
were invented in the 1820s, and by the 
mid 19th century, full sets of glasses and 
tableware were made using that method. 
Hundreds of patterns were made in the 
United States, but the best of this type of are. 
glass was made before the turn of the x 
century. Your pattern was made in East 
Cambridge, Mass., and was listed in the 
New England Glass Company catalog in 
the 1860s. It was called “Union.” The de- 
sign was renamed by collectors in the 
1930s, and is now known as “Bull’s Eye 
with Diamond Point.” The strange look of eyes and beak formed 
by the pattern has led to the nickname “owl” pattern glass. Your 
pattern is scarce, and the goblet is made of the older flint glass, 
which is popular with collectors. One like it is listed in our latest 
book, Kovels Antiques and Collectibles Price List, for $110.

American school- 
girls in art class used 
stencils and water- 
colors to make pic- 
tures of fruit and 
flowers—a type of 
artwork fashionable 
from 1820 to 1860. 
Each leaf, bird or 
piece of fruit was 
made using a sepa- 
rate stencil. The 
heavy paper stencils 
were known as theorems, so collectors now refer to these pictures 
as “‘theorem paintings.”’ Theorems were painted on wool, silk, vel- 
vet or paper. Old folk-art examples in good condition are expen- 
sive—at least $1,000. If the artist can be traced to a town or school, 
the value is probably even greater. Small stains at the edge of the 
picture should not matter much, but a large water stain that covers 
part of the fruit could lower the price by half. 





_] How old is this painted chest? And how should it be restored? 
The painted decoration seems to be worn in a few spots. 
—C.D.S., Oakland, Calif. 


A carved and painted chest 
of drawers like this one 
should be appreciated for 
what it is—including worn 
and aged. The chest is proba- 
bly from New England. It is 
in the Empire style, which 
was popular in America from 
about 1815 to 1830. Few 
such pieces have survived 
with the paint in good condi- 
tion, and collectors pay a 
premium for those with the 
original painted finish. The colorful designs qualify this chest as a 
popular piece of American folk art, even though it was probably 
made at a commercial factory. If there is a major flaw—a broken 
leg or missing handle, for example—repair it, but do not try to re- 
store the paint to a bright new look. That would lower the value of 
the chest. In as-is condition, it’s worth $3,500 to $5,000.
